It was hoped, when the former volume of Yorkshire Church 
Plate was issued in 1912, that it might be followed after 
no long interval by a second volume dealing with the 
West Riding, thus completing the account of the ecclesi- 
astical vessels of the entire county. But the difficulties in 
preparing the present volume have been greater than was 
anticipated. Most of the older and more important pieces 
in this part of Yorkshire were doubtless known to Mr. 
Fallow, but amongst the papers found after his death those 
which concern the West Riding were far more fragmentary 
and incomplete than those relating to the northern and 
eastern portions of the shire. Indeed, his immediate views 
as to publication do not seem to have extended beyond the 
Archdeaconry of Cleveland. A much larger proportion of 
the parishes had to be visited here than in either of the 
other two Ridings; and this has occasioned delay, although 
it is hoped that it has not been prejudicial to the work in 
any other respects. 

Viewing the Church Plate of the West Riding as a 
whole, it is no way inferior in extent or in interest to that 
of the other two Ridings. It is certainly true that of 
churches of ancient foundation fewer have retained any 
plate older than Queen Victoria’s reign. They must have 
had Communion vessels before. What has become of 
them? In too many cases it is to be feared that they 
have been melted down or exchanged away for compara- 
tively worthless silver vessels of the so-called “ ecclesiasti- 
cal”’ style, so dear to the clergy of the Tractarian period. 
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The revival of Gothic taste which accompanied the Oxford 
movement set everybody to work “ restoring ”’ their churches ; 
and as this was done for the most part with imperfect 
knowledge, it is not surprising that we should now deplore 
these early restorations. Just the same thing occurred as 
regards Communion Plate. Unable to appreciate the great 
beauty of the Elizabethan cup with its paten-cover, the 
clergy longed for something which should display more 
symbolism ; which, in fact, might ape the Middle Ages. It 
is rather a curious reflection that the first great destruction 
of Church Plate in the sixteenth century came about because 
the designs were thought too Catholic; whilst the second 
ereat destruction at the middle of the nineteenth century 
was because they were not thought Catholic enough. In the 
early days of the revival, indeed, some admirable chalices 
of the ancient form were produced, chiefly under the aus- 
pices of the Cambridge Camden Society. But since that, 
time the style has steadily degenerated, until at the present 
day sets of Church Plate, shop-made to pattern, absolutely 
soulless in feeling, are being distributed amongst the 
parishes, which there is reason to fear too often sacrifice 
their ancient vessels to obtain them. 

This subject of the alienation of Church Plate has been 
brought into considerable prominence lately owing to fabu- 
lous sums of money being offered, and sometimes accepted, 
for articles of ancient silver, out of all proportion to their in- 
trinsic worth. An excellent article on this subject appeared 
in the Nineteenth Century Magazine for June, 1913, by Mr. 
C. Harrison Evans and Mr. Arthur Leveson-Gower, F.S.A.; 
and although the editor found himself in disagreement with 
the authors (for reasons given at p. 224) as to the Studley 
bowl, yet he desires to associate himself entirely with all 
the other opinions expressed in that paper. 

Reported cases of changing away old plate for new occur at 
Bingley, Braithwell, Dewsbury, Greasborough, Harthill, Hol- 
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beck, Horbury, Marton, Rawmarsh, Sandal Magna, Tickhill, 
and Wetherby. But these are only instances of which 
evidence remains; there must be almost innumerable cases 
of the destruction of fine old Communion vessels in the 
West Riding, in the nineteenth century alone. 

Im pre-Keformation Plate the. Riding is not rich: A 
paten, formerly in the Stanyforth collection and recently 
bestowed upon Kirk Hammerton Church, enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being the only hall-marked piece of Church 
Plate in Yorkshire of pre-Reformation date. Its marks are 
nose. oi London for the year 1517. There is, however, at 
Wakefield an unmarked paten, the general characteristics 
of which indicate an equally early date; and a silver mace 
at Ripon may be ascribed to the latter half of the fifteenth 
century. The same period may perhaps be also assigned to 
a fine brass alms-dish, still in use at Fisklake. The Studley 
bowl, to which reference has been already made, is not 
now locally in Yorkshire, any more than the Elgin marbles 
are at Athens, but we claim it as a Yorkshire piece, and 
have fully described it at pp. 222-224. 

West Riding vessels of Queen Elizabeth’s time came in 
larger numbers from London, and fewer from York, than was 
the case in the other two Ridings; and this disproportion 
becomes more marked in the seventeenth and eighteenth 
- centuries. At the latter period Newcastle-on-Tyne sent us 
much massive plate, whilst more recently Shefheld and 
Birmingham have supplied many West Riding churches. 

Of cups on thin baluster stems which attracted our 
notice in Vvolo1, p. xx)-the West Riding possesses, a -dair 
number, ihere are not many with imscnbed dates >~— but 
where that is the case it is found, as elsewhere, that such 
dates are always much later than those indicated by the 
hall-marks. 

West Yorkshire alone affords examples of Arvil flagons, 
the use of which was to serve wine or warm ale at funerals. 
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All of these seem to be confined to the Craven deanery. 
Such vessels of silver occur at Bolton-by-Bolland and at 
Grindleton, but two pewter flagons at Horton-in-Ribblesdale, 
and one at Giggleswick are said to have been used for the 
same purpose at funerals. 

Cups are met with, especially those of York make, 
stamped with the maker’s mark alone, sometimes once, but 
more often thrice struck. The same thing occurs also in 
other parts of England, but it was a much more common 
practice in the provimces-than m Lendon. It must be 
supposed that these vessels were refashioned out of the 
silver of an older cup or chalice, and a fresh assay might 
in such cases be thought unnecessary, as there could be no 
question about the standard. 

The editor’s table of York date-letters for the few years 
before: and after-1780 (vol. i, p. 342) receives some con- 
firmation from a cup at Brayton, with inscribed date 1784 
and the capital Roman H, but without duty mark. A 
salver on foot at Hunsingore has also the cap. Roman H, 
but no king’s head nor inscribed date. According’ to our 
view, they were both assayed at York in 1783-4. All the 
known pieces with the date-letters H and J bear also the 
marks of Messrs. Hampston & Prince, of Coney Street. 

Thett of Church Plate accounts, . as usual, tor-a- very 
insignificant part of the loss which the parishes have sus- 
tained. The ancient vessels belonging to Stainton, near 
Bawtry, were stolen a good many years ago; and the same 
is said of the old plate at Attercliffe and at Birstall (¢.v.) /7/73 
The parish of Snaith also suffered a serious loss in 1821, 
when thieves succeeded in stealing two silver cups with 
their paten-covers, two patens, and a large flagon of the 
year -1087. -So recently, andeed,..as sAmemst -foir, the holy 
vessels of Warter in the East Riding were purloined by 
thieves, even since the date of our visit there. It is, per- 
haps, a small testimony to the value of the present work 
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that the whole of the plate in the last-mentioned parish 
has, by its means, been identified and recovered. Only 
the cup with the inscribed date 1695 was mutilated, about 
an inch having been cut off the rim. The analytical index 
to volume i, which has thus so happily justified its exist- 
ence, is a feature continued in the present volume. It is 
a pity that these two could not have been amalgamated, 
but that was not, of course, possible. 

To the clergy of the various parishes the editor expresses 
his sincere thanks for the unfailing courtesy and assistance 
they have rendered to him; and amongst the many others 
who have helped in the work mention must be made of 
the kev. Matson. Vincemt, Mr. E. W. Crossley, Mr. J.- W. 
Nualker’ Pi5c\, Mr E. 1 Clark, fS.4,, Mrs. fj. Chadwick; 
F.S.A., and Mr. Legh Tolson. We wish to acknowledge 
with gratitude much valuable advice from Mrs. Cripps, of 
Cirencester, who has also generously permitted her photo- 
graphs of the following vessels to be reproduced as illus- 
trations to the volume: Cups at Adwick-on- Dearne, 
Darrington, Handsworth, Long Preston, and Todwick, 
together with one of the Leeds-made patens at Harewood. 
Messrs> K. Mackay and TS. A: -Usher, of the Leeds 
Photographic Society, have most obligingly placed their 
skill at our disposal by producing three excellent photo- 
graphs of the eucharistic vessels at Leeds Parish Church. ; 
and the Victoria and Albert Museum has kindly supplied 
recent photographs of the famous Studley bowl for Plate XXII, 
p. 222. Lastly, we should like to mention the valuable 
assistance rendered by Mr. E. W. Winser, Official Secretary 
to the Dean and Chapter of Kipon, im aid of. procuring 
photographs of what amounts to a complete service of 
altat plate (mime pieces), by John Plummer, of York, 1676. 

It should be recorded that a new edition (the tenth) of 
Old English Plate, by the late Wiltrid J. Cripps, C.B., F.5.A., 
has been issued since our former volume was published, but

when referring, by pages; to-Old Eugish Piate (OE £2) in 
this second volume the editor has continued to make use 
of the ninth edition, because it would have been confusing 
that references in the two parts of Yorkshire Church Plate 
should have been to different editions of Mr. Cripps’ work. 

It seemed fitting that a portrait and short biography of 
the original author of Yorkshire Church Plate should find a 
place in the present volume; and it is with no small 
satisfaction that his colleague is at length able to lay the 
completion of Mr. Fallow’s life-long labour as a laurel on 
his grave.

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THOMAS McALL FALLOW. 


THE author of “ Yorkshire Church Plate ’’ was born in London 
on 26 November, 1847, and was the only child of the Rev. 
Thos. Mount Fallow, vicar of St. Andrew’s, Wells Street, a man 
well known amongst the tractarian clergy of his day. His 
mother, née Horatia Murdoch, belonged to a family long seated 
at Cumloden, in the stewartry of Kirkcudbright. Mr. Fallow was 
educated first at Brighton College, and afterwards by a private 
tutor, the Rev. Henry Foster, prebendary of Chichester and 
rector of Selsea. The atmosphere in which he was educated 
was favourable to the devout Anglican churchmanship and love 
of ecclesiology which remained his distinguishing characteristics. 
He matriculated at Cambridge from St. John’s College in 1866; 
B.A. 1870; M.A. 1873. The old chapel of St. John’s was de- 
molished at this time, to make way for the new building; and 
it was largely owing to Mr. Fallow’s discernment and influence 
with the. authorities that various relics of the older building were 
transferred to, and are now preserved in, the present chapel. 
On leaving Cambridge, Mr. Fallow proposed to take Holy 
Orders, but this intention he afterwards abandoned. He asso- 
ciated himself, however, as a lay helper at Chapel-Allerton, 
near Leeds, and while there he bought a Congregational chapel, 
and turned it into a mission house, which was the beginning 
of the present parish and church of St. Martin, Potternewton. 
It was in 1885 that he removed from Chapel-Allerton to Coatham. 
In that parish, as churchwarden and sidesman, and also as a 
member of the Guisborough Board of Guardians, his wisdom 
and moderation of opinion earned him great local respect. His 
health was never strong, and in the spring of 1910 he had an 
illness, from the effects of which he recovered very slowly. In 
November he again fell ill, and an attack of pneumonia ended 
in his death on 25 November, 1910, the day before his sixty- 
third birthday. 

Although possessed of the gift of expressing himself clearly 
and easily, Mr. Fallow’s published writings were few and frag- 
mentary. He felt dissatisfied always with his own performances, 
and, in his Church Plate work at all events, he seemed to have 
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preferred compiling material to the work of preparing the results 
of his studies for publication. He, however, brought out The 
Swedish Ordinal in 1879, a translation of the form of ordaining 
ministers from the Kyrko-Handbok ; and The Cathedral Churches 
of Ireland, 1894. He collaborated with Mr. (now Sir William) 
St. John Hope in an article on the classification of pre-Reforma- 
tion Church Plate, which appeared in vol. xlii of the Avrche- 
ological Journal, and with Mr. R. C. Hope in an article on the 
Church Plate of the city of York. When the Victoria County 
History scheme was taken in hand, he undertook to write the 
ecclesiastical and monastic history of Yorkshire, but this was 
only partly accomplished at the time of his death. “Of the 
full extent of his learning,” says Mr. Hamilton Thompson, “it 
is impossible to speak. If there was one thing more than another 
with which he was specially conversant, it was the constitution 
of the chapters of collegiate and cathedral churches, not merely 
in England, but in most parts of Europe as well. His ready 
sympathy and help will be deeply missed by his friends; his 
neighbours will feel the loss of the quiet influence which his 
tact exercised among them; and English archeology has lost 
one of its most enlightened and least prejudiced students.’

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NORTH RIDING. 


BURNESTON. Vol. i, p. 53.—In a book called “‘ Cambridge in 
the Seventeenth Century,” published in 1856, it is said that there 
were at that time two “chalices’”’ at Burneston, having the 
following inscriptions—on the one: “‘aornpiov rns evAoryas 
Oo evAotyouuey” ; and on the other: ‘Ex dono Janae Robinson 
viduae in usum Eccles®¢ de Burnston.’ Jane is doubtless the 
wife of Rev. Matthew Robinson, vicar of the church 1651-1682, 
and she was a widow in 1694. 

The pewter flagons (2) are each 12 high, 44 dia. at top, and 
8in. at base. An armorial shield within a laurel wreath on each 
tankard displays the arms of Thomas Harrison, of Allerthorpe, 
viz. three demi-lions erased, impaling those of his wife, Mary, 
daughter of Sir William Roberts, of Willesden, Bart., whom he 
married in 1649, namely, three pheons, on a chief a greyhound 
passant. The alms-dish is 15% in dia., and has marks: (1) a 
fleur-de-lys ; (2) lion passant; (3) query. On the rim a stag’s 
head between the letters I and B, which probably stand for the 
initials of a London pewterer. 

DaANBY HALL, near Spennithorne.—At the private Roman 
Catholic chapel at Danby Hall, the seat of Mr. Henry Scrope, 
there are two chalices in use which follow the outlines of pre- 
Reformation chalices, so closely that it is only an examination 
of the detail of the ornament which reveals the fact that they 
are of rather later date. Mr. Fallow considered that they may 
have been made during the temporary revival of Roman Catholi- 
cism under Queen Mary (Arch. Journal, 1xi,.77). 

GOATHLAND. Vol. i, p. 87.—Mr. Fallow wrote of the chalice: 
“The thick-set build of this chalice and its rude knop in the 
centre of the stem, all very unlike anything elsewhere, suggest 
that it may be a piece of local work.” 

HINDERWELL. Vol. i, p. 101.—Mr. Fallow thought that the 
unique form of the paten pointed to its being of local Yorkshire 
manufacture, and seeing that it exactly fits the chalice, the 
inference is that that also may be of local make (Arch. Journal, 


a, 75). 
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SoutH CowtTon. Vol. i, p. 174.—An additional Communion 
cup not included in the former account may be thus described. 
The vessel has a straight-sided tapering bowl with a simple 
moulding for knop and a domed foot. A thrice-interlacing and 
floriating belt of dotted or hyphen ornament encircles the bowl, 
and there is a similar though smaller band, also floriating, round 
the dome of the foot. Height 63, dia. of foot 34, depth of 
‘bowl 3? in. ' Hall-marks: (1) cap. Old Eng. N; (2) leop.. and 
lys'; (3) 3 C, pellet, below. (York, 1020, Sem Casson} 

UcTHORPE, near Whitby.—There are here two interesting 
Roman Catholic chalices. One of them is French, with wavy 
flame-like points embracing the bowl. It unscrews into three 
pieces for the purpose of beme -carried’ about. ~The other one 
(Plate II), although having no hall-marks, is probably English, 
as it corresponds with similar chalices having English marks 
found elsewhere. Its date is about 1630. 

“Both these chalices are interesting as having been those 
ordinarily used by the well-known Nicholas Postgate, who, at 
the age of eighty-two, was barbarously hanged at York in 1679 
for saying Mass. Mr. Postgate had for many years gone about 
in danger of his life, ministering to the unhappy recusants who 
had taken refuge in the wild moorland districts near Whitby. 
He was at length betrayed by a wretched exciseman for £20, 
was taken to York, tried, and executed. There are still thriving 
colonies of Roman Catholics in the districts Mr. Postgate 
served, and some linen sheets are preserved at Ugthorpe which 
used-to .be spread (as af to air) om the hedges, asa sienal 
that he was in a neighbouring house, and about to say Mass.’’?

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vertical reeding at the junctions of the stem with the bowl and 
with the foot, and the egg-and-tongue pattern occurs on ‘the 
under side of the bowl, and also on the lowest member of the 
moulded foot. The hall-marks are: (1) an object like a sheaf 
of corm: (2) lh.c.; (3) lp. The date-letter is obliterated 
through a repair to the vessel, a small piece of silver having 
been let in to the lip just where the last hall-mark was. Marks 
2 and 3 are of the form used by the London hall from 1558 
to 1597, and from the style of the cup and its ornamentation 
we should place it early in Queen Elizabeth’s reign—possibly 
in 1570, when so much Communion Plate was procured for 
Yorkshire churches. Neither the cup nor the pewter vessels 
are now in use, but are kept at the vicarage house in a box 
marked to the effect that they belong to Blacktoft Church. 

The vessels now in use consist of Chalice, Paten, and Flagon, 
given in memory of Rev. Edward Ward, a former vicar, who 
qied 27 June, 1676, by his three survive childven. The 
chalice and paten display the Sacred Monogram in a glory, 
while the flagon is inscribed around the bowl: “To the Glory 
of God and to the beloved memory of the Revd. Edward Ward.” 
The marks on all three pieces are those of Sheffield ‘or 1883. 
Makers, H W & Co. 

EASINGTON. Vol. i, p. 241.—It is a mistake to say here are 
no hall-marks on either piece. On the cover appear: (1) sm. 
Old] Ene N (2) 1p.; (3) Lie; Gy) two Cs back”-to back. 
Wherefore not.York but London, 1570. Cf. Eston, vol. i, p. 78, 
and Ingleby Greenhow, vol. i, p. II3. 

LowTHORPE. Vol. i, p. 288.—The posy inside the gold ring 
should be read: “Rule and Obey” (not ‘Obey and Rule”’). 
It was in reality a parochial wedding ring for general use, and 
is probably unique. Parochial coffins, however, are by no means 
unknown. There is one at Easingwold and another at Howden 
with the date 1664. Indeed, uncoffined burial was common at 
that time, except im the ease of persons of famk.” Note: that 
the rubric in our Burial Service directs that the earth be cast 
on the body—not on the coffin. 

THORGANBY. Vol. i, p. 324.—The Communion cup is in- 
scribed with the text: “Hic Calix sanguis meus novi testamenti 
bibite ex hoc omnes.” Height 7, dia. of lip 3}, of foot 34 in. 
The paten-cover has the inscription: “ Accipite et manducate 
hoc est corpus meum.” Dia. 42, of button 1}, height % in. 


1 Relig. Hearmana@, ii, 534. 
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The flagon bears the words: “Deo et Altari sacrum.” These 
vessels are engraved with the Sacred Monogram in a glory, and 
are said to bear the marks of London for the year 1720. 
They were the giit to the church of Francis” Anmesiey, \UP. 
The alms-dish is a plate 6% in dia., and is inscribed: ‘‘ Tunc 
collectae fiant.”’ It is engraved with the same sacred device as 
the other vessels, but as it is without hall-marks, it may not 
be silver. 


YORK -HALL-MARKS. 


Closer investigation goes to show that the mark WH which 
we left doubtful at vol. i, p. 366, is the Britannia mark of 
Christopher Whitehill, of York, free in 1676; and the Topcliffe 
paten, 1680, marked H L (vol. i, p. 365), was doubtless made by 
Henry Lee, free of the city of York in 2675. “Ihe York date? 
letters from 1632 till about 1640 seem to be one year wrong. 
For example, a cup at Stillington by Sem Casson is marked with 
the small italic C, which we ascribe to the year 1634. But Sem 
Casson died towards the close of the year 1633, and was buried 
at St. Michael le Belfry, 27 February, 1633-4. Again at Hud- 
dersfield there is a paten by John Thompson, with the.inscribed 
date 1638, but bearing the small italic H assigned to the year 
1639; and other similar instances might be quoted. Yet, after 
a fairly extensive acquaintance with York date-letters, the editor 
does not see how to make any alteration in the received tables 
without creating more difficulties than it would remove. And 
Mr. Fallow and Mr. Cripps were of the same opinion.

ABERFORD. 


Silver; Cup, Paten, Flagon, and two Plates. 

The cup is 8% in height; the paten 84 in dia.; and the 
flagon 13 high. Each has the Sacred Monogram in a glory, 
and is inscribed: “ Aberford Church 1849 The Gift of James 
Landon BD.’ The two plates are plain and are each 7% in 
diameter. All five pieces have the London hall-marks for 1846. 


ACASTERK. MALBIS. 

Siwer. A Cup. 

Plated: Paten and Flagon. 

The cup has a tulip-shaped bowl with a tall, thin stem and 
small foot. The bowl is badly engraved, as follows: “ ACASTER 
MALBY EDWARD ELLSWORTH RICHARD KETTLEWELL CHURCH- 
WARDENS IN Y£ YEAR 1706.” Height 8, dia. of bowl 3, of foot 
13, depth of bowl 4in. The hall-marks are much worn, and 
all that can be said about them is that they are Newcastle 
marks, and the date-letter a cap. Rom. T, which probably 
gives the year 1758 as the date of the cup. 

The paten and flagon are modern, and present nothing 
worthy of notice. 

ACKWORTH. 


Silvey : Two Cups with covers, two Patens, and two Flagons. 

The larger cup has a bell-shaped bowl, round which is 
engraved an interlacing belt of leaf design. There is a knop 
im, the centre. of the-stem,. and wpon. the toot is. engraved a 
small band of leaf design. Around the upper part of the bowl 
is inscribed: “ This cup belongeth to Ackwith pich.” Height 8&4, 
dia. of bowl 32, of foot 34, depth of bowl 3%1in. Hall marks: 
(rye Pim shaped punch; (2) leop, and lys; (3) sm. italic A, 
(York, 1632, James Plummer.) 

The paten-cover of this cup is of the usual type. Round its 
dome is engraved a belt of leaf design, and on the button is 
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inscribed: “w' 16 les 2%.” and. “AC Dost. Wiae toe 
button rin. MHall-marks as on the cup. 

The other cup is a vessel which appears to have had some 
addition made to it at the time that it was given to the 
church. It has, as at present formed, a bell-shaped bowl, a 
stem with a knop and a moulded foot. Round the centre of 
the bowl is a double belt of leaf pattern, and at the upper 
part is inscribed: “Tis old cup was given by the Rector to 
Ackworth pansh A.D. 1829.” Height 7}, dia. of bowl 33, of 
foot 3}, depth of bowl 3%in. Hall-marks: (zr) RD in mono- 
gram, in. pointed shield ;-(2) T.hes (3) Tp. (4) em. Old ting .-G,

Silver: Ancient Communion Cup; also modern Chalice, Paten, 
and Flagon. 

The old cup has a curved bell-shaped bowl, encircling which 
is a simple belt of hyphens or sparrow pickings repeated on 
the dome of the foot.” There is a small knop at ihe centre 
of the conical stem, and a vertical reeding occurs at the junc- 
tions of the latter with the bowl and with the foot. On the 
bowl is the inscription: ‘‘ Acom Church.” Height 5#, dia. of 
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bowl 3, of foot also 3, depth of bowl 2% in. There is only one 
hall-mark, which is almost effaced. From its style the cup may 
be attributed to about the year 1570. 

The modern vessels are of medieval design, the iaies 7k 
in height, the paten has the Sacred Monogram in the centre 
and is 5% in diameter.

The short stem is somewhat of a renaissance 
baluster form, and the base, which is on plan a hollowed hexagon, 
has cherubs at the six points, from which the angles of the sides 
of the foot curve upwards till they meet a circular moulding 
at the bottom of the stem. (See Plate IV.) Sacramental cups 
more or less following the outline of the medizval chalice are 
not unknown during the seventeenth century. Instances occur 
at Rochester Cathedral, Lambeth, Ashby-de-la-Zouch, Kenil- 
worth, Kniveton, and elsewhere. Some of these, even to the 
pierced and traceried knop, conform to the later medieval 
conception of the chalice. But a vessel of the shape of this 
cup is, we believe, unique, and it is a highly interesting piece 
or-ecclesiastical plate.

The paten is a perfectly plain plate, and stands on three 
small feet like buttons.

The plate is an ordinary pewter plate, and has the initials

_A chalice and paten of silver-gilt and said to be copies of 
those at Trinity College, Oxford, have been presented to the 
church since the foregoing account was drawn up.

Silver: Two Cups, a Paten, and a Flagon. 

Pewter: Paten and Flagon. 

The older cup has a slightly curved bell-shaped bowl, a 
plain stem with small knop at its centre, and a plain domed 
foot. A vertical reeding occurs at the junctions of the stem 
with the bowl and with the foot. A plain belt of hyphens or 
“sparrow picking”’ encircles the upper part of the bowl, which 
is otherwise plain. The vessel recalls the Communion Cup at 
the Church of St. Maurice, York, which is also of the year 1570, 
and quite probably by the same maker. Height 6}, dia. of 
bowl 34, of foot the same, depth of bowl 3}in. MHall-marks: 
(1) leop. and lys; (2) cap. Rom. K; (3) RB, in shaped shield. 
(York, 1570, Robert Beckwith, free 1546, died 1585.) 

The other cup is one of a pair made by Messrs. Hampston 
and Prince, of Coney Street, York, in 1795, and presented by 
Admiral Preston, the one to this Church and the other to 
the church of Copmanthorpe in 1846. The form of these vessels 
is peculiar. The bowl is circular for three-quarters of an inch 
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from the rim, but then becomes twelve-sided. The stem is 
plain and circular, of the truncated cone type, but stands on a 
twelve-sided base or foot. Around the rim is inscribed: “ Pre- 
sented by Admiral Preston to the Church of Askham Bryan A.D.

The pewter paten is a vessel of considerable merit. The 
edge of the plate is enriched with a cable moulding, and this 
stands upon a central circular stem and well-moulded foot.

The paten-cover is of the usual type, and quite plain. On the 
button 1s anscribed: “Ano D 1571, Wiai-33, or button 1, 
height rin.

The cup is of a somewhat unusual shape, having a tapering 
bowl or hollow conical stem without knop and a moulded foot. 
Two simple engraved ribands encircle the bowl, around which 
they interlace, but otherwise the vessel is quite plain, and has 
no inscription. Height 5, dia. of bowl 34in. Traces of one 
mark alone appear, and that is almost obliterated.

Silver; Cup with Paten-cover ; also modern Cup, Paten, and 
Flagon. 

Plated: Alms-dish. 

Pewter: A Flagon. 

The old cup is quite plain, with a bell-shaped bowl, a thick 
stem and plain flat foot. It is inscribed: “ The guift of Susanna 
the Lady Bright.” The donor was the fourth wife of Sir John 
Bright, who died in 1688; there is an elaborate monument to 
her in the church. Height of cup 63, dia. of bowl 34, of foot 
the same. The paten-cover is quite plain, with an edge }in. 
wide. Its dia. is 42, that of the foot or button 2%, and its 
height 14in. There are four hall-marks, but what they are is 
very doubtful. 
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Each of the modern vessels is inscribed: ‘“‘ To Badsworth 
Church in memory of the Revt Hy W™ Champneys from his 
Widow Feby 18% 1845. Gloria Deo in excelsis.” The cup has 
a bell-shaped bowl, and is g in height. The paten is 9 in 
dia,, on acfoet' 44 m dia., and stands 4 high,- Pie Macon as 
jug-shaped, with spout and curved handle, and is 16 high.

Plated: Paten and Flagon. 

The cup has a bell-shaped bowl, with a baluster stem and 
circular spread for foot. It is quite plain except for the word 
BALDON, which is rudely cut on the side of the bowl. Height 7, 
dia. of bowl 3%, of foot 34, depth of bowl 3%in. MHall-marks: 
(1) uncertam: (2) Lhe (3) lps (4) sm. atalic” TT. -(bondon, 
1636.) 

The paten is of rather peculiar character. It is a deep oval 
dish with a cable border and stands on four feet. At the centre 
of the basin, within an oval border of rays, is inscribed: “ Bazl- 
don Capell A.D. 1800’; and on the underneath side: “ John 
Chapman Sacerdos, Titus Brear, Gulielmus Wainman, e@dtlites.” 
The diameters at the rim are 8x6in., at the bottom of the 
dish 64 x4} in. : 

The flagon is an elegant urn-shaped jug with handle and lid. 
It is made of copper, silver plated, and is inscribed on the front, 
within a shield-like space surrounded by drapery: ‘“ Baildon 
Chapel A.D. 1794.” Height 13, dia. at top 53, of base 4}in. 


BARNBURGH. 


Silver: Two Cups, one with Paten-cover, a Paten, and two 
Flagons. 

The older cup has a bell-shaped bowl with an engraved belt 
of leaf pattern encircling it, a plain stem and foot. There is 
a chased ornament at the junction of the stem with the bowl, 
and round the foot. Height 7%, dia. of bowl 44, of foot 33, 
depth of bowl 42in. MHall-marks: (1) sm. Old Eng. N; (2) Lp; 
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(3) lhc.; (4) the maker’s mark, which is well known, -but is 
Gimicult’ to describe. It is, in a shaped shield, an object like 
a small Old English T, but reversed—that is, looking to the 
dexter. Or like. an anchor which has lost one of its flukes. 
The same maker’s mark is found on a cup of the same year 
at Doncaster; also at St. Mary le Bow, Durham, and at other 
places. (London, 1570.) 

The cover to this cup is of the usual form, and is quite 
plain, except for the date 1571, which is-inscribed upon the 
button. Dia. 4%, of button 14, height the same. It bears the 
same hall-marks as those on the cup. 

The other cup is quite plain and without ornament or 
inscription. It bears the initials R.K.M., but to whom they 
refer is unknown. Height 7?, dia. of bowl 44, of foot the same, 
depth of bowl 3#in. Hall-marks: (1) R, script, with a pellet 
below im a shaped shield; (2) Lhe: @)-Ups (4) smr Old Ene 
B. (London, 1679.) The same maker’s mark has been noted 
upon the Communion flagons and altar candlesticks at West- 
minster Abbey, 1684. 

The paten is a simple plate, having a wreath engraved at 
its centre, within which is a puzzling monogram, which looks 
like the letters A.D.C. interlaced with crossed scythes. On the 
back is chased “A.D. 1695.” The dia. is 15#1n. Hall-marks: 
(i) doubtial, periaps FG: (2):Line.3) (3) 1.p.> (4) sm. Old Eng. S. 
(London, 1695, probably Francis Garthorne.) 

The older flagon is a squat tankard pot with a flat lid and 
curved handle, but no spout. It is quite plain, without in- 
scription or arms, and appears to have been originally a secular 
piece. The initials P PM are engraved upon the handle. Height 
54, dia. at top 4, of base 44in. Hall-marks: (1) F.S. with a 
pellet below 7 (2) Lhe. (3) Lp 4) sms Old Ene. RK. (Londen, 
1694.) The maker may be the same as the maker of a large 
flagon, dated 1689, at Wootton St. Lawrance, Hants, noted in 
OU? 7p. 4045) 

The other flagon is a tall tankard with a domed cover, 
pierced thumb-piece, on a widely-spreading base. It has the 
following inscription, in which the mistake is made of calling 
it a chalice: “Yims Chalice was given by E. and H. Griffith 
1808 for the use of the Church of Barnburgh.” Height 11, dia. 
at top 34, of base 641in. Hall-marks, London, 1808. 
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BARNBY-ON-DON. 


Silver; Cup with Paten-cover. 

Base-metal ; Cup. 

Pewter: Flagon and two Plates. 

The cup is somewhat rudely fashioned. It has a plain bell- 
shaped bowl, a plain stem with a small knop and a moulded 
foot. There is an upright reeding at the junctions of the stem 
with the bowl and with the foot. Height 6, dia. of bowl 33, 
of foot 3}, depth of bowl 3in. Hall-marks: (1) RB; (2) leop. 
and lys; (3) cap. Rom. K. (York, 1570, Kobert. Beckwith.) 

The cover to this cup is plain, with a plain button. Dia. 4, 
of button 1, height 1gin. Like the cup>it thas Deem tinkered 
with lead, and it would be a good thing if the lead were 
removed from both pieces.1 They are not at present in use. 

The base-metal cup is modern, and is of no interest. It has 
been gilded over. Height°S8in. Marks: Olys & Co. Snemield. 

The pewter flagon is a plain tankard with moulded top and 
base but no spout, and it has lost its lid. Underneath is 
scratched: “ Barnby Dun Church.” Height 9}, dia. at the top 
44, of base 7in. No marks. 

The plates are each 9 in dia., and bear some péewterer’s 
marks on the backs: X crowned, RALPH JOLLY, and the words

The cup, which was doubtless originally a secular piece, but 
the history of which is unknown, is a graceful beaker elaborately 
chased. On one side within a circle of leaves the letters of 
the Sacred Monogram ',,° have been engraved, but this would 
be a later addition at the time when the vessel was devoted 
to its present use. A very similar beaker in use as a chalice 
at Armathwaite Church, Cumberland, is figured in Old Church 
Plate in the Diocese of Carlisle, p. 32.2 Height 63, dia. at lip 33, 
of base 3%im.

1 Note by Mr. Fallow: The weighting 
of the feet of old cups or chalices is 
common, but is a very mischievous 
practice, as should the cup by accident 
fall, the probability is that the stem or 
foot may be broken off. Any repairs 


done to this interesting old cup should 
only be entrusted to the careful hands 
of a silversmith conversant with the 
characteristics of ancient plate.

Of the silver vessels two chalices, two patens, and one flagon 
norm: a. set by themselves; they are ol mediaval outline, and 
all bear the London hall-marks for 1870; makers, Messrs. 
Keith. The chalices are each 83 in height, with hexagonal bases 
and knops, the six points of the last being enamelled. The 
letters {}¢ appear in one of the compartments of the foot, and 
round the bowl in each case: “ Thou hast redeemed us to God 
by Thy blood.” The patens are plates also of medieval design, 
but they are set on central stems and feet, which was never 
the case with real pre-Reformation vessels. Each has the at 
ene centre, and “on the rim: “1 am the bread of lite.” Dia. 
of each 7%, that of foot 4, height 2in. The flagon is vase- 
shaped, with lip and cover terminating in a double cross. It 
is ornamented with vine leaves and fruit, and round the bowl 
is engraved: “lam the Vine, ye are the branches.” Height 
124 in. All the above are London, 1870. 

The other flagon is similarly vase-shaped, with lip and cover, 

but it is rather plainer than that just described. On a band 
encircling the bowl are the words: ‘‘ Pascha nostrum immolatus 
est Christus,’ and there is another inscription as follows: “ Pre- 
sented for the use of St. Mary’s Barnsley by Joseph Fox Esq. who 
was a member of that Church for upwards of sixty years, 1858.” 
Height 11$1in. Hall-marks: London, 1847, Messrs. Barnards. 
_ The third chalice has a large shallow bowl and a knop at 
the middle of its circular stem. It is inscribed: ‘IN MEM 
W. W. KIRBY RECTOR 1879-1901 Filiz ejus A.A. K. et M.S.G. 
DON. DED. EASTER 1902. It is 5% high and 5 across the bowl. 
The two patens appropriate to this chalice are simple plates 52 in 
dia., and these vessels are all by Messrs. Lambert, 1go1. A 
fifth paten, which is also a simple plate 6 in dia., bears the 
Birmingham assay-marks for 1906. Maker, W A. 

The pewter flagon, not now in use, is a plain tankard with 
flat lid and handle, but no spout. Height 18in. There are for 
marks four diamond-shaped punches, with a fleur-de-lys in each. 
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The pewter salver is Ir in dia., and stands 3 high upon 
a central stem and foot. It has been lacquered over, and is 
now in use as an alms-dish in the mission church of St. John 
the Baptist in the parish. 

In an old parish deed, dated 24 April, 1764, John Mence, 
minister, John Stocks and David Hodgson, chapelwardens, the 
then existing plate is enumerated as follows: “ i; two silver 
Chalices or Cups; on one this Inscription: ‘Ex dono Gultelnn 
Bagully generosi Ano Dom. 1702.’ On the other no inscription 
at all; two Pewter Flagons and a Pewter Salver.” Of these, 
one flagon and the salver alone remain. The silver cups were 
probably exchanged for the new vessels in 1870,

The older cup is a large vessel with a bell-shaped bowl, a 
moulded stem with small knop and a plain foot. It is inscribed 
on the bowl: “ Sanguis Chnstt Fons Est Vite Eterna.” On 
ithe foot: “Anno Xit 1706 G. Plaxion Rect.”1 Height of, 
dia. of bowl 42, of foot 42, depth of bowl 4%in. There is one 
hall-mark only, viz. the initials WB, in shaped shield, for Wil- 
liam Busfield, of York, free in 1679.

The other cup and cover have been made to match those 
above described, and are of practically similar dimensions.

(3) cap. Rom. E; (4) king’s head; (5) RG. (London, 1800.) 

The paten is a circular plate on a central stem and foot ; 
it is inscribed: ‘‘ The gift of Willram Vevers of Scholes and Ann 
his wife,’? but is otherwise plain. Dia. 8%, of foot 3%, height 
2iin. There are some hall-marks, which, however, are un- 
intelligible. 

The flagon is a graceful vase-shaped vessel, plated on copper, 
and bears the inscription: “Anno Xti 1794 R. Dean Rect.’’4 
It is 174 high, and its base 5? in diameter.

The paten-cover of this cup is also plain and of the usual 
type.

The two other cups are a pair. Each is inscribed: “* Pre- 
sented by Elizabeth Foxgrove Taylor to Batley Church A D 1851.”

The patens are alike; they are ordinary silver plates, and 
are inscribed: “ The Gift of Boulton Hargrave Esq. to the Church 
of, Bailey wA0."

The flagon is jug-shaped, with hp and cover and curved 
handle. It bears the same inscription as the plates. Height 13, 
dia. at top 4, at base 6in. The hall-marks are also as on the 
plates. (London, 1749.) 

The church has also been provided in recent years with two 
additional patens, which are simple plates about six inches in 
diameter.

Silver : Cup, Paten, and Flagon. 

The cup has a somewhat deep bell-shaped bowl, a short 
stem without knop, and a domed foot. It is plain, except for 
some interlacing letters as monograms and of doubtful import. 
Height 84, dia. of bowl 44, of foot 3%1n. The hall-marks are: 
(1). Ho,an-an oblong; (2) Brit.; (3) tinder: (4) imdistimet; <all 
that can be said about it is that it belongs to the court-hand 
alphabet in use previous to 1716, and that the cup was made 
by Edward Holaday in Grafton Street, who entered that mark 
at Goldsmiths’ Hall in 1709. (London, c. 1710.) 

The paten is a simple plate 9% im dia., and is imscribed:

Pewter -. Cup and: Paten. 

The cup, which is without inscription or ornament, has a 
rounded bell-shaped bowl, a straight stem with three bold 
projecting mouldings, and a flat foot. Height 8, dia. of bowl 
34in. There are some pewterer’s marks which are not very clear, 
viz.. X with a fleur-de-lys over it, a stag’s head, a leopard’s 
head, and the initials IS. 

The paten is an ordinary pewter plate, quite plain, and with- 
out marks. It is 10 in diameter. 


BEESTON. 


Silvey : Cup, Paten, and Credence Salver. 

Pewter: Flagon and a Plate. . 

The cup has a large straight-sided tapering bowl with a 
foot and stem in one piece, of the truncated cone type. Near 
up to the square bottom of the bowl there is a horizontal 
flange or disc. The vessel is devoid of ornament or inscription, 
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but beneath the foot is engraved: ‘12 ounces lese 8 dwt.” 
Height 8, dia. of bowl 43, of foot 4, depth of bowl 44in. 
The hall-marks are very distinct; indeed, they are the best 
impressions the editor has ever seen: (1) sm, italic G; (2) leop.

The paten is an ordinary secular salver or waiter, with 
scolloped and moulded rim, and standing upon three small feet.

The credence salver is of medieval design, with a circular 
outer and a 6-foil inner depression to the plate, which is 7# 
in dia., and stands 2} high on a central foot. Under the rim 
is the inscription: “In Memory of the Rev. H. J. Geer. | Pre- 
sented by Friends and Parishioners May igzo.”’ Marks: Shet- 
field, 1908, W & H. 

The flagon is a pewter tankard, with cover and thumb-piece 
(no spout), but it has been silvered over. Height 103, dia. at 
top 44, of base 6in. No pewterer’s marks. 

The pewter plate is. 9f im ‘dia., and in. rather poor 
condition. On the rim and standing upon a crest-wreath is a 
boar passant, ducally gorged. Beneath are the usual unsatis- 
factory marks—an X crowned punched between two crowned 
roses, and the words: RICHARD—SING (?)—GRACIOUS—and so 
forth.

Silver: Cup, Paten, Flagon, Cruet, and Plate. 

The cup has a tapering bowl, with a knop to the stem and 
a domed foot. The bowl is encircled by a thrice-interlacing and 
floreating belt of leaf ornament, but of an unusual design ; and 
on the dome of the foot the wheat-ear device is engraved in 
three <panels, It is imseribed: ~~]. Prockter W. Armu|tead 
W: Overend Bentham Parifh 1681.” The cup is 7% high, dia. 
of bowl 4, of foot 3%, depth of bowl 4in. It is thus an ex- 
ample of that very square type of cup which is characteristic 
or? York,” Marks= (a) WE: (2) leop; and Jyss (3) cap. italic 
X. (York, 1680, William Busfield, free 1679.) O.E-P., p. 99. 

The paten, which is really large enough to be called a salver, 
is a plate with gadrooned edge, standing upon a central circular 
foot, on which the same ornament is repeated. It has in 
modern times been inscribed on the under side of the plate:

The vessel has also been disfigured by a modern in- 
scription similar to that on the paten, but with the date 1888. 
Height 11, dia. at top 4, and at base 54in. Marks: (1) Sy, in 
plain oval; (2) Brit:; (3) h.hbd.er.; (4) castle with- three towers ; 
(5) cap. Rom. W. (Exeter, 1721, probably an unrecorded mark 
of Pentecost Symonds, of Plymouth.) 

The vessel we have described as a cruet is vase-shaped on a 
square base, and has a separate cover, surmounted by a small 
pinnacle. It thus much resembles a muffineer or pepper pot, 
though the cover in this case is not pierced with holes. The 
Rev. Mr. Joy, rector, has inscribed his name on the bowl of 
this vessel also, this time with the date 1884. The practice 
of engraving modern inscriptions on ancient silver cannot 
be too strongly deprecated ; and it goes without saying .that the 
interest and value of these pieces has been greatly reduced in 
consequence.

The cup has a bell-shaped bowl, with interlacing pattern 
round it. There is a plain knop in the centre of the stem and 
a plain foot. Height 6, dia. of bowl 3, of foot 34, depth of 
bowl 3in. Hall-marks: {z) SC;.(@) leop, and tys= -(G). cap: 
Old Eng. M. (York, 1619, Sem. Casson, free 1613, d. 1633.) 
Osi Ps, 2p. 20: | 

The paten-cover to this cup is rather over 3 in dia., that of 
the button 13, and the height 14in. It has the same engraved 
ornament as the cup, but no hall-marks. 
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The paten is a simple plate 7 in dia., and inscribed: “ The 
Gift of the Parishioners of Bilbrough for the use of the Church 
1763. Hall-marks, in a group on the under-side: (1) IL, 
under -aegem ming; (2) kh.c.; (3) 1.p.; (4) 3 castles; in a heart- 
shaped punch; (5) cap. Rom. S. (Newcastle, 1757, John 
Langlands.) 

The flagon is a tankard with domed lid, spout, and handle. 
It is inscribed: ‘“‘ The Church of Bilbrough 1763.” Height 9, 
dia. at the top 33, of base 6in. It has a group of the same 
hall-marks as the paten. (Newcastle, 1757.) 


BILTON. 

Silvey: Cup and Paten. 

Pewter: Flagon and Pilgrim’s Flask. 

The cup has a plain bell-shaped bowl without any ornament ; 
the stem and foot are also plain. Height 7}, dia. of bowl 38, 
of foot 3%, depth of bowl 3%, thus giving the cup a square 
appearance. The weight goz. 6dt. is marked on the bowl. 
Hall-marks: (1) leop. and lys.; (2) sm. italic C; (3) RW, with 
star below. (York, 1634, Robert Williamson free 1623, d. 1667.) 

The paten is a circular waiter with scalloped edge, and 
standing on four feet. Engraved upon it is a shield of arms: 
A lon rampant, oppressed by a bend gobonated, for SuTTon, 
impaling Ermine, 5 fusils conjoined in fesse. The weight is 
also marked on the paten, 150z. 8d. Dia. 84in. MHall-marks: 
(I) lp. (2) CH; (3) cap. Rom. R, in angular shield; (4) lL.h.c. 
(London, 1732, perhaps Cabel Hill.) 

The pewter flagon is a plain tankard with a flat lid, straight 
' sides and curved handle, but no spout. Height 84, dia. at the 
top 44, of base 54in. Some pewterer’s marks occur upon the 
lid, arranged in a line in small shields, like hall-marks: a thistle, 
a bird with wings, the initials N P, etc. 

The pilgrim’s flask or bottle is very interesting, and although 
the use of such vessels for bringing wine to the altar was not 
unknown before the Reformation, their existence as pieces of 
Church Plate at the present time is exceedingly rare. At. the 
chapel of All Souls’ College, Oxford, two such flasks of silver 
are to this day used for such a purpose; the only other in- 
stances of which we are aware occur in Wales, one of pewter 
at Llanfairfechan, and another of silver but of different shape at 
Gresford, near Wrexham, 
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The Bilton example is a flattened circular bowl with a short 
neck at the top, and on the shoulders are two fastenings, to 
which rings for the chains were attached. The chains are lost. 
Width of the bottle 63, thickness 4, height to the top of the 
neck or funnel 84 in. 


BINGLEY, 


_ Silver: Two Cups, two Patens, and a Flagon. Also modern 
Chalice and Paten. 

The cups and patens are practically pairs. The former have 
bell-shaped bowls, plain stems with small knops, and _ plain 
moulded feet. On the bowl of each cup is engraved a shield of 
arms, viz.: Three roundels in bend cotised, a chief. Beneath 
this is the inscription: “ Ecclesiae Parochiali de Bingley 1n Com. 
Ebor Donum Hennict Hoyle Ludi Litterary ibidem Magisirr A D 
1705 Ex dono Datoris pietatem Legas.’ Height of each 8$, 
dia. of bowl 3%, of foot 38, depth of bowls 4in. Each cup 
bears the same four hall-marks: (1) Bo; (2) Brit.; (3) li.hd.er.; 
(4) Court-hand M. (London, 1707, John Bodington, of Foster 
Lane.) 

The patens are circular plates, on central circular stems. 
Each bears the same shield of arms and inscription in the centre 
as the cups; and the hall-marks are also the same. Dia. in 
each case 8%, of foot 3%, height 2%in. (London, 1707.) 

The flagon is a tankard with domed lid and curved handle, 
a moulded base but no spout. It has a crest and shield of 
arms engraved on the front, as follows: A chevron between 
three fleurs-de-lys wmpaling within a bordure engrailed an uni- 
corn’s head couped. The inscription beneath this is: “ Eliza- 
betha Guil”” Busfeild Arm” Uxor Ecclesiae Parochiali de Bingley 
in Com. Ebor. Dono Dedit A.D. 1725.” Height 12, dia. at top 4, 
at base 64in. Hall-marks: (1) 5.M.; (2) li-hd-er.; (3) Brit.; (4) cap.

There was for two centuries at Bingley a second flagon of 
the same form and dimensions as that above described, but 
inscribed on the barrel: “ Parochiant de Bingley in Com.

Exemplum Henry: Hoyle Sequentes fiert fecerunt A.D. 1707.” It 
had the same hall-marks as the cups and patens. (London, 
1707.) It seems almost incredible that within the last few years 
this fine old specimen of Queen Anne silver should have “ dis- 
appeared ’’ from the parish, and ‘in its place,’ we are told, 
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a sham-medieval chalice and paten have come upon the scene. 
No faculty was obtained.

Pewter: Flagon and Alms-plate.

The flagon is jug-shaped, with curved spout, moulded lid and 
base. wand a curved and.moulded handle, It has the same 
inscription as the paten. Height 9}, dia. at top 3?, at base 44, 
at the broadest part 54in. MHall-marks, in a group on the bot- 
worn (rt) Vine. “(2) Isp ~(¢) shield (of -3--castles= (4)-PhC cin 
Rom. characters under a gem ring, all within a trefoil; (5) cap. 
Old Eng. M in a circle. (Newcastle, 1732, Isaac Cookson.) 

The pewter flagon is a tankard with moulded foot and lid, 
a curved handle with thumb-piece, but no spout. It is inscribed: 
“This belongs to Birkin parish, 1662.” Height 11, dia. at top 
4%, of base 72in. There are four pewterer’s marks: (1) a 
tnistle; (2) Kh. B; (3) a thistle, but mot struck by the same 
punch; (4) a full-seeded rose (perhaps Richard Brooke, of 
London, pewterer). This is one of the earliest-dated pewter 
vessels in Yorkshire, and its date “marks the year oi the Act 
of Uniformity, passed after the Restoration of Charles II. 
The font is dated 1663, and is composed apparently of the base 
of a churchyard cross with a bowl added to it, bearing the 
names of the four Churchwardens. c/. Burneston and Wensley. 

The alms-plate or bason is a very shallow bowl, with a 
Seht wim, li is quite plain, and is 93 1m diameter, On ‘the 
bottom is a pewter mark: the word LONDON in a scroll.

“The Gift of Mts Eleanor Cafs of Great Oufeburn to the 
Chappel of Bifhop-Thornton, 1762.” Height 84, dia. at lip 33, 
of foot 34, depth of bowl 4$in. Marks: (1) IL, under a gem 
ring ; (2) L.p3 4{3)-cap.. Rom: S; da) 3.castles; im. heart-shaped 
shield ; (4) Lh.c. (Newcastle, 1757, John Langlands.) 

The paten is a plate with a wide rim on which is inscribed : 
‘““In memoriam of George Herbert Higham 1877.” Mr. Higham 
was a former Vicar. Dia. 7$in. Hall-marks those of London 
for 1879. Maker, H.E.W. 

The flagon is of the coffee-pot type, with covered hp and a 
hid terminating in a flower knob. Height 11$in. Assay-marks, 
Shettield, 1887. Makers, |... & 5. 

The pewter alms-dish is a circular plate on a central circular 
stem and foot. It is quite plain, and has no inscription. Dia. 
103, that of foot 3%, height of vessel 3in. Marks: a leaved 
rose, X crowned, and rose crowned. Also some imitation hall- 
marks, viz. 1.64 “ih... cap. Olda Pie, I sare: 


BISHOPZHORPL. 


Silver: Cup, Paten, Flagon, and two Alms-dishes. 

The cup has a plain bowl, stem, and foot. On the bowl is 
engraved a shield of arms surmounted by a coronetted mitre : 
The see of York impaling quarterly 1 and 4 two bars, 2 a 
frette, 3 on a fesse three garbs. Beneath the shield is the date 
1839; the arms are those of Archbishop Vernon-Harcourt. 
Height 8, dia. of bowl 3%, of foot 3%, depth of bowl 3#in. 
Hall-marks: (1) yh; in square punch ; (2) l.p.; (3) queen’s head ; 
(4) Lh.c.; (5) cap. Rom. D, in shield with corners clipped ; 
(6) five lions on a cross, not in any shield. (York, 1840, Barber 
and North.) 

The paten is fluted with six cusps or foils, and has a plain 
stem, but the base is cusped similarly to the plate. It bears the 
same shield of arms, date, and hall-marks as the cup. Dia. 73, 
height 22in.

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The flagon is jug-shaped, also with the same shield, date, 
and hall-marks.

BISHOPTHORPE, THE PALACE. CHAPEL. 


Silver : Three Cups, one with a cover, two Patens, Flagon, and 
Alms-dish. 

The oldest cup is gilt; it has a plain bell-shaped bowl, a 
stem with a small knop, and a moulded foot. On the bowl is 
engraved a shield of arms surmounted by a plain uncoronetted 
mitre: The see of York impaling a cross flory. Underneath 
the foot is inscribed: ‘“ Legatum Tho Lamplugh Dni Archiepi 
Ebor Successoribus Suis Mai 2 1091.” Height.-74, dia. of 
bowl 44, of foot 44, depth of bowl 4in. There is only a maker’s - 
mark, ID, in a pointed shield struck: twice. It is one of the 
maker’s marks stamped on the old copper plate preserved at 
the London Goldsmiths’ Hall. 

The cover of this cup is of the usual type, and has engraved 
upon it the same shield of arms and inscription as the cup. 
Dia. 54, of button 28, height 1}in. Maker’s mark: ID twice, 
as Ob Cup. he 

The two other cups are a pair; they have bell-shaped bowls 
rounded at the bottom and divided into two parts by a moulded 
band. The stems are short and plain, without knops, and the 
feet .are. moulded. Hach has engraved -on the wpper part Of 
the bowl a small cartouche-shaped shield of arms, surmounted 
by a mitre: The see of York impaling an armed leg couped 
at the thigh, between two broken spears, for GILBERT. The 
cups are inscribed: “ For the Use of the Chapel at Bishopthorpe.” 
Height 5, dia. of bowls 34, of feet 34, depth of bowls 34in. 
Hall-marks, stamped inside the hollow of the feet, indistinct, 
but evidently those of the London Goldsmiths’ Hall during the 
middle of the eighteenth century. Maker’s initials, E G. 

These cups must have been the gift of John Gilbert, elected 
dean of Exeter Cathedral Church, 1726; bishop of Llandaff, 1740 ; 
of Salisbury, 1748; Archbishop of York, 1757; deceased 1761. 
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The patens are a pair; they are circular plates on central 
circular stems, which have a knop after the ordinary fashion 
of a communion cup in the centre; the bases are stepped and 
moulded. Each bears the same shield of arms and inscription 
as the cup given by Archbishop Lamplugh, and both patens 
are gilt. From some cause they are called alms-dishes, probably 
from having been put to use as such, but they are manifestly 
of the usual type of patens of that period.. Dia. 7}, of feet 3, 
height 2%in. Maker’s mark, I D twice, as on Archbishop Lamp- 
lugh’s cup. — (¢.. 169r.) 

The flagon is gilt. It is a jug without a lid, and with a 
doubly-curved handle, the bowl resting on a narrow stem and 
foot. On it is engraved the same shield of arms (YORK impaling 
LAMPLUGH), and also the Sacred Monogram in a glory. Height 
1rzin. Hall-marks very indistinct, grouped on the base: (1) 
maker, query; (2) Liies*{3) 1.p.. (4) sm.-Old Eng. A. (Loudon, 
1678.) 

The alms-dish is also gilt; it is a large plate with the same 
arms (YORK impaling LAMPLUGH) in the centre, and on the 
underside the same inscription as the other vessels bequeathed 
by him to his successors. Dia. 15$in. MHall-marks: (1) ID, 
in a large pointed shield; (2) l.h.c.; (3) Lp.; (4) sm. Old Eng. 
M. (London, 1689.) The maker is evidently the same, though 
using another and larger mark, as the maker of the other 
Lamplugh vessels. 


BIRSTALL. 


Silver: Two Chalices, two Patens, and a Flagon.! 

Pewter: A Flagon. 

The silver vessels are quite modern, and of medieval design. 
The chalices, which are a pair, are 8 in height. The patens 
are also fellows. One is inscribed: “ Reworked in 1871 from 
Plate given wm 1773 by John Rhodes of Buirstal Plumber and 


1In the year 1773 the holy vessels 
were stolen from the church. There 
were ‘‘ two silver salvers, marked: ‘‘ Ex 
dono Anne Greene vidue and relicte 
Gulielmi Greene, nup. de Liversidge infra 
poch. de Birstall in com Ebor. Gen. 
defunct. Anno Dom. 1698.’ Two silver 
chalices, inscribed: ‘‘ Let him that stole 
steal no more.’ One silver flagon, 
inscribed: ‘‘ Gulielmus Greene de High 
Town in Liversedge, Gener., Ecclesiae 
Parochiali de Birstall hoc donum dedit, 
Anno Domini 1693’; and two large 
pewter flagons. Apparently these were 


not recovered, as the Terrier of 1825 
gives a list of the plate as follows:

It is possible that the cup and cover here alluded to as 
Mr. Bunny’s gift are those described at the beginning of this 
account of the Bolton Percy. plate, but it is more likely that 
those pieces are the original Communion cup and cover provided 
at the time of the Reformation, and of the raid then made on 
chalices as monuments of superstition. If this be the case, then 
it must be assumed that in spite of Mr. Bunny’s careful direc- 
tions the parish has lost the cup and cover given by their 
Rector,! who was a man of considerable mark and no small 
energy in his day. He was also a benefactor to York Minster, 
to which Church he gave three silver plates and a black box 
containing them (Fabric Rolls, p. 315). 

It is possible also that this cup and cover of 1603 were the 
vessels described as “‘ Vasa argentea, etc.,” ‘‘renewed”’ in conse- 
quence of the Archdeacon’s Visitation in 1721.

BRADFIELD. 


Silver : Two Chalices, two Patens, a Salver, and a Flagon. 

The original chalice is silver-gilt and modern, but it is an exceed- 
ingly fine vessel. (See frontispiece.) Mr. Fallow thought it one of 
the best and most satisfactory examples of modern church plate in 
existence, and for this reason it calls for rather more notice 
here than usual. It is of medieval outline, but the detail of 
the workmanship is of renaissance character. The lower por- 
tion of the conical bowl is richly repoussé with cherubs and 
clouds. The stem is plain and hexagonal; the knop is also 
hexagonal and angular, being in shape much in character with 
the knop of the. chalice ‘at, Goathland:. (vol. 1,, p. $7), but 14s 
richly ornamented with the emblems of the passion and other 
sacred devices. The foot is of sexfoil form, and on the front is 
a bas-relief of the Crucifixion, while other compartments display 
a Pelican in her piety, the Ascension, and cherubs’ faces. The 
whole is admirably executed, and the chalice is excellently 
proportioned and designed. It is, in fact, a most beautiful work 
of art, and forms a strong contrast to the usual type of modern 
church plate. Height 84, dia. of bowl 3%, of foot 44, depth of

The paten corresponding to this chalice is perfectly plain 
on one side, while the other bears devices of the Sun of Right- 
eousness, the Bread of Life, the Holy Lamb, and other emblems 
of the Redemption.

The second chalice and paten are replicas of those above 
described, and were the gift of the same donor in 1892. They 
bear the Sheffield assay-marks for the year 1885.

1These cups must have been re- 
fashioned out of some older silver vessels 
given by Peter Sunderland more than 
I20 years previously, which affords an 
illustration of what one so frequently 
meets with—the mischievous and mis- 
leading practice of repeating old in- 
scriptions on modern vessels. It was 
the vessels which were the gift of the 
original donor—not the mere metal 
they were made of! And it is in their 
design and their antiquity that their 
virtue resides. What could be more 
ridiculous, for instance, than to melt 
down sundry old patens and flagons, that 
they might reappear in the form of 
chalices, and then to have the hardihood 
to engrave upon these modern chalices, 
which bear the hall-marks and have the 
character of 1876, that they were given 
to the church by some person in 1723. 
Yet that case actually occurred at Dews- 
bury, at North Grimston, and elsewhere ! 

Mr. Peter Sunderland, of Fairweather 
Green, Allerton, made a large fortune in 
London, and was a considerable benefac- 
tor of -his native Bradford. After the 
Civil War he was appointed in 1658 by 
the Commissioners for Charitable Uses to 
rearrange local affairs, and especially to 
reconstruct the Grammar School, of 
which institution he was a Governor 
from 1662 until his death in 1677. By

Maker, I5, 
perhaps John Scofield, entered 1778. 

The other plate has the same inscription, date, and _ hall- 
marks as the churchwardens’ cup. (London, 1840.) 

The flagon is a plain straight-sided tankard, with drum- 
head cover, curved handle and spout, and a curved base. On 
the front and under the spout is the inscription: “‘ The Guift of 
Mrs Mary Reresby one of ye daughters of John Midgley of 
Headley Gent. 1691.”’ The vessel has a somewhat rude appear- 
ance. Height 11?, dia. at top 5, of base 8in. Hall-marks: 
(I) SS under a crown, in a shaped shield; (2) sm. italic H of 
peculiar form; (3) a Catherine wheel; (4) the first mark re- 
peated (see O.F.P., p. 126). These hall-marks are peculiar, and 
cannot at present be explained. It is worthy of note, however, 
that exactly the same marks occur on an undated paten and 
flagon given by a Mrs. Reresby to Todwick Church, which see. 
All these three vessels are undoubtedly English, and the Cather- 
ine-wheel must represent some provincial town where they were 
made and marked. At Pickhill, in the North Riding, there 
is a cup inscribed 1683, and of peculiar form, described and 
figured in Volume I of the present work. Mr. Fallow thought 
that one of the half-effaced marks upon it might be the Cather- 
ine-wheel. If so, that would seem to point to some northern 
town as the origin of this mark, but every effort to discover 
which has hitherto failed. 

The spoon and fork are ordinary articles, and bear the same 
London hall-marks as the cup and plate procured in 1840. 


BRAITHWELL. 


The Communion vessels here are modern, the pewter service 
formerly in use having been sold in 1870. 


BRAMHAM. 


Silver : Two Cups, one with cover, a Paten, and modern Flagon. 
The older cup has a bell-shaped bowl with curved lip, and 
a moulded base and stem. Round the bowl, encircling it in a 
straight line, is engraved: “ Kobevte barneby aya > 22. G7 
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De ; 1623 : & gave 31.1 Richarde Gascoigne now lyvyng : 27 ;: of 
No - 1629 - & gave 488,” Above the inscription are two ar- 
morial shields on opposite sides of the bowl, between them 
being the two words: “‘ Bramham biggen.”’ The shields present : 
(r) On a lion rampant 3 escallops, a mullet for difference, for 
BARNBY. (2) On a chevron between 3 lions’ heads erased, 4 bars 
between g plates, for Cortes. Height of cup 9}, dia. of bowl 
534, of foot: 44, depth of bowl 54in. Hall-marks: (1) PB, 
with a crescent and two pellets above and below; (2) l.huc.; 
(3) Lp: Gjosm. italic M. (London, 1620.) 

The other cup has a bell-shaped bowl with curved lp, a 
plain stem with a moulding about a third of the way down, and 
a plain foot. On the bowl is inscribed within a border: ‘ Don- 
um Abraham Burnett de Oglethorb Generost Ecclesia paroch: de 
Bramham in Com: Ebor: Anno Dom. 1719.” Underneath the 
cup is scratched 20.5.0. Height 8%, dia. of bowl 43, of 
foot 44, depth of bowl 5in. The hall-marks are nearly effaced ; 
enough, however, remains to show that they are the same as 
those on the cover. This cover is plain, without ornament or 
inscription. Dia. 54, of button 24, height rin. Hall-marks: 
a) PB, with a mullet. above; (2)) Brit; (3) H.d.er.; (4) cap. 
Rom, C. (London, 1718, Edmund Pearce.) 

The paten belongs to the larger cup, but as it has no rim 
or moulding to hold it in position, it can hardly be properly 
called its cover. The centre is sunk, and the stem attaching the 
button or foot is comparatively thin. On the button is in- 
scribed: ‘1629 Bramham Parishe Cost 30-6.” “Dia. 6, that of 
button 24, height 1?in. The hall-marks are the same as those 
on the cup, to which it belongs. (London, 1629.) 

The flagon is a tankard, with a moulded base and large 
spout. Within a raised oval border of leaves below the spout 
is engraved: “This Flagon was presented to the Church of 
Bramham by Thomas Radcliffe Curate 1840.” 


BRAMHOPE. 


Silvey ;: Communion Cup, Chalice, and two Patens. 

The older cup, which was the gift of Mr. Francis Darwin, of 
Creskeld Hall, has the lower part of the bowl fluted. The upper 
portion is plain, but has a crest, a hound sejant, engraved upon 
it. The hall-marks are those of London for the year 1810. 


1The mark after the figure 3 is type; it may be assumed to stand for 
peculiar and cannot be reproduced in pounds sterling. 
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The chalice has a hexagonal knop and sexfoil foot, and 
engraved on the bowl are the letters IHS in monogram, and: 
“The blood of our Lord Jesus Christ,” 

The paten accompanying the chalice has the same sacred 
device at the centre of the plate, and round the rim. the 
words: “‘ The body of our Lord Jesus Christ.” Both pieces are 
further inscribed: ‘St. Giles’ Church Bramhope 1806,’ and 
bear the Birmingham assay-marks for that year. 

The remaining paten was given in memory of William Hay- 
ward Elliott, Vicar from rgoz till 1904. 


BRAMLEY, near Leeds. 


Silvey: Cup with Paten-cover ; a set consisting of Cup, two 
Patens, and Flagon. Also a modern Chalice and Paten. 
The old cup and cover are kept at the daughter-church of 


Prrenne iee and are not now used. The cup has a bell-shaped 


bowl, with a thick conical stem having moulded bands in place 
of a knop, and a moulded foot. It is inscribed on one side of 
the bowl: ‘“‘ Cap. de Bramley,” and on the other side: “ Hunc 
Calicem Deo & altari Sacrum Gervask Browne Pie & munifice 
Contulit A.D. 1733 9 ous 3 dw.” The cover is rather a paten 
than a cover for the cup, being flat (not domed), but with 
button or foot in the usual way. It also has: “Cap de Bram- 
ley’’ on the upper side and a similar inscription to that upon 
the cup, but-substituting:“ Hanc-patinam,” and the weight is: 
“a ous 4 dwt.’ The cup is 7} high, 34 dia. at lip, and the 
same at foot. Dia. of paten 44, of its button 13, and it is 1 
tall. Hall-marks on both vessels: (1) TP, in an oval; (2) Lp.; 
(3) Lhe. (4) cap. Rom. 5: (London, 1733; thos. Parr, entered 
that year.) 

The second cup, two patens, and the flagon form a set by 
themselves, and were given to the church in 1840. The cup 
has the lower part of the bowl fluted, and this is repeated on 
the foot. Height 84, dia. of bowl 44, of foot 3?in. One paten 
is a simple plate with scalloped edges, and having the Sacred 
Monogram in a glory engraved at its centre. Dia. gin. The 
other paten, which is used as a credence salver, is similar in 
form, diameter, and ornament, but it stands 4 high on a fluted foot. 

These bear Sheffield assay-marks for 1840. Makers, SR & Co. 

The flagon is a very fine piece of plate of the coffee-pot 
type, with ornamented lip. The body is fluted, and there is a 
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cover terminating in a cross. On the front of the barrel the 
following inscription occurs: ‘“‘In usum aedis sacrae in pago 
Bramley sitae parochiae Leodiensis in agro Eboracensi dono 
dedit Thomas Wade, AD MDCCCXL.” Height to top of cross 
14, dia. at top 34, of base 54in. The assay-marks are identical, 
except that the makers are HW & Co. (Sheffield, 1840.) 

The chalice, of medieval design, is silver-gilt, with jewelled 
knop and foot. Round the rim of the bowl is inscribed, in 
Old English lettering: “‘ Offered with humble thanks and _ praise 
in our dear Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, Christmas 1868.”’ 
Height r0in. No marks. A costly and handsome modern vessel. 

The remaining paten is a simple plate 7 in dia., and with 
FHC in a circle in the centre of a sexfoil depression. London, 
form, “Makers, G & S Co kd, 


BRAMLEY, near Rotherham. 


Plated: Cup, Paten, Salver, and Flagon. 

These vessels are of Sheffield plate upon copper, and were 
siven to the chirch in 1774, 

The cup is 6 high, and has a bell-shaped bowl and repoussé 
ornament on the foot. The paten is hke a domestic waiter on 
three small claw-and-ball feet. Its outline is scalloped, and there 
is a gadrooning on the edge. Dia. 5%in. The salver stands 
also on three claw-and-ball feet and has a gadrooned edge, 
but it is a plain circular plate 84 in diameter. The flagon is a 
tankard with lip, cover and thumbpiece, and is 94 high. 

There ave. no marks on any or the pieces, but all have a 
coat of arms engraved on a lozenge surrounded by flowers and 
leaves, namely A chevron sa. between 3 griffins passant, for 
FincH. Accompanying this is the inscription: ‘“ The Gift of 
M. Finch to Bramley 1774.” In the case of the flagon alone 
there is added: “ In®° Hollingworth Chapel Warden.” 


BRAYTON. 


Silver: Cup, Paten, Salver, and Flagon. 

The cup has a curved bell-shaped bowl, plain stem with 
knop, and a plain foot. In the centre of the bowl is the Sacred 
Monogram in a glory, and round the rim on the opposite side 
is inscribed, in cursive characters: “In usum St Walfredi 
Braytonensis AD 1784.” WHall-marks: (1) IH-IP, in square; 
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(2) Ips. 43) Lhe; -<Giocap. Rom, HB (Yor een ee cies 
punch being omitted. . Makers, Hampston & Prince.) 

The paten is modern, and stands on a central stem. In the 
centre is engraved the Sacred Monogram in a glory, and round 
the rim in Old English characters: “+ In memoriam of Annis 
Burland Todd who died rgt® July 1847 aged 12 years.” Hall- 
marks: London, 1866. 

The salver has an ornamental rim, and in the centre is 
engraved a shield of arms, viz.: A chevron engrailed gules 
between 3 cocks, for CocKAYNE. Dia. 64in. MHall-marks: (1) 
EC, aan oblong; (2) Thc; (3) bps @) caps Cld Eng. 3. 
(London, 1767, probably Ebenezer Coker.) 

The flagon is modern, 10 in height. On ‘one side 1S. the 
Sacred Monogram in a glory. On the other the inscription, in 
Old English characters: ‘‘In Memory of Mary Todd who died 
Sept? 4 1864 aged 36 yrs.” The hall-marks are London, 1867. 
Maker, RH. 


BRODSWORTH. 


Silver: Chalice and Paten. 

Plated : Flagon and Alms-dish. 

Pewter: A plate. 

The chalice is of medieval outline, and has the Calicem 
salutaris legend upon it. It is 84 in height, and bears the 
Sheffield hall-marks for 1861. Makers, HW & Co. The paten 
is a simple plate, 8 in dia., and has the legend Agnus Dei qui 
tollis, etc., round it. The marks are those of the London’ 
Goldsmiths’ Hall for 1851. | 

The plated flagon is of the round bellied type, and has a 
curved handle and spout? Height 221m. ° Ihe alms-dish is’ 4 
plate 8 in dia:, and has the text: “Deus Ilarem datorem 
diligit.”” 

The pewter plate is quite plain, and is 9 in diameter. 


BROTHERTON. 


Silver : Two Cups, one with cover, a Paten, and two Flagons. 
The smaller cup has a plain bowl and a very short stem, 
which splays out into a plain base, the edge of which is vertical, 
and carries the inscription: ‘“‘ Given by M*s Ann Rothwell 
daughter of M’ John Rhodes of Sutton to the Church at Brotherton 
for evey 1818.” Height 63, dia. of bowl 38, of foot 34in. 
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Hall-marks: (1) JB-WW; (2) l.p.; (3) king’s head; (4) lh.c.; 
(5) sm. Old Eng. F. (York, 1817, Barber & Whitwell.) From 
the Assay Books of the then existing Goldsmiths’ Hall at York, 
it appears that Messrs. Barber & Whitwell paid duty on a 
chalice 14 May, 1817; and again, 24 December, 1818, they paid 
duty for a chalice and cover. In all probability the former was 
the cup given by Mrs. Rothwell to Brotherton Church. 

The remaining vessels form a set by themselves, and _ all 
bear “the, inscription: .~ The Gift of Bolton Harveraves late of 
Gildersome Esq’ to the Church of Brotherton 1750.” The cup is 
94 high and 4 in the dia. of the bowl. The cover, which is 
plain, has a dia. of 48, that of button 2, and height rfin. 
The paten is an ordinary salver or waiter on three short feet. 
Dia. 88, height 14in. The flagons, which are fellows, are jug- 
shaped, with raised lds, curved handles, and spouts. Height 
10%, dia. at top 4, at the base 5}in. 

All these vessels have the hall-marks: (1) JR, script ; 
Gite -(3) smo Rom. P, in: shaped Shield; (4) Lh.c. (London, 
1750, probably John Robinson, entered 1739.) 


BROUGHTON-IN-AIREDALE. 


Silver: Two Cups, Paten, and Flagon. 

Plated: A Paiten. 

The older cup has a bell-shaped bowl, around which is an 
engraved belt, a plain stem with a knop at the centre, and a 
plainly-moulded foot. Height 54, dia. of bowl 3, of foot the 
same, and depth of bowl also the same. Hall-marks: (1) GM; 
(2) cap. italic H; (3) leop. and lys. (York, 1664, George Mangy.) 

The other silver vessels are each inscribed: ‘ Presented to 
Broughton Church by the Revt E. Hay Vicay 1830,” but they 
are of varying dates. The cup is a goblet with an egg-shaped 
bowl, the curve of the sides of which are continued without 
interruption to the foot, giving the vessel a very peculiar 
appearance. It is very similar to another at Wetherby. On the 
bowl appears the Sacred Monogram in a glory, and round the 
foot is a slight beading, but except for these the cup presents 
nothing but an uninterrupted smooth surface of silver from the 
rim of the bowl to the beading round the foot; the stem is 
thin. Height 64, dia. of bowl 34, of foot 33, depth of bowl 
4in. The hall-marks are under the foot, viz. (z) harp; (2) 
Hibernia ; (3) J L, script. [No date-letter.] (Dublin, 1730-1785.) 
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The paten is a circular plate on a central circular stem.

The flagon is a tankard with a domed lid terminating in a 
cross, a curved handle and curved spout. There are two sets 
of small moulded bands round the drum. Height 9%, dia. at 
top 4, of base 51m, Hallemarks? (x) TO? (2) 1p: (3) 1c, 
— (4) sm. Rom. R; (5) King’s head. (London, 1792.) 

The plated paten is on a stem, which swells at its centre 
into a kind of embryo knop. Dia. 9, height 4in. It is quite 
modern, and without interest. 


BURGHWALLIS. 


Silver: Cup, Paten, and Flagon. 

The cup is a goblet with egg-shaped bowl. It is inscribed: 
“C. Driffeild Rr of B. gives this Cup and a Salver to the Church 
of B. in July 1788, for the use of the Holy Commumion.”’ Height 
6, dia. of bowl 34, of foot 3, depth of bowl 3?in. Hall- 
marks: (zr) maker, a punch of four initials, those at the bottom 
alone being legible; they seem to be HN; (2) L.p.; (8) cap. 
Old Eng. G, with a crown over it; (4) King’s head. Sheffield, 
L782.) 

The paten is a plate 64 in dia., and has the Sacred Mono- 
grain in the centre. Et is: inscribed >“ Presented to, S’icien s 
Church Burghwallis by the Rev4 Francis W. Peel, Rector, M.A. 
Anno Domini 1866 in which year the chancel was restored.” 

The flagon is a plain tankard, 9 high, and is inscribed : “ Given 
by Chnistiana Hatfeild to Burghwallis Church A.D. 1865.” 

The salver given by Rector Driffeild has disappeared. 


BURLEY-IN-WHARFEDALE. 


Silver : Two Chalices, two Patens, and a Flagon. 

These vessels are of medieval design, similar to other pro- 
ductions of Messrs. Keith, whose mark they bear. The chalices 
are 8 high and the patens 74 in dia., with the Sacred Mono- 
gram in. the centre. These_four pieces have valso the midis 
T.E., for Thomas Elmsley, upon them. The flagon is jug-shaped, 
with handle and spout, 144 in height. Under the bottom is the 
following inscription: ‘To the Honour and Glory of God. 
Dedicated to the service of Almighty God in the Divine Mysteries 
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and offered through the Parish Priest C J Black on the Altar in 
the Church of S. Mary the Virgin Burley Wharfedale by Thomas 
Elmsley, the Grange, Burley, Tuesday, March 10 1863; being the 
day on which H RH Albert Edward Prince of Wales took to wife 
H RH Alexandra Princess of Denmark. 

“ Remember me O my God and spare me according to the 
greatness of Thy mercy and cause Thy face to shine upon Thy 
sanctuary.” 


BUKNSALE: 


Silver: Two Cups and a Paten. 

Pewter: A Flagon. 

The larger cup has a bell-shaped bowl with slight lip, a plain 
stem with moulded bands, and a plain foot. The Sacred Mono- 
gram in a glory appears upon the bowl, together with the 
inscription: ‘‘ Dono dedit Reverendus Guilelmus Carr AM Et 
hujus Parochiae Rector Ann Dom 1754.” Height 9g, dia. of 
bowl 44, of foot 4, depth of bowl 44in. Hall-marks: (1)

These form a complete double service of plate. The cups 
are alike, with deep bell-shaped bowls, plain stems and feet.

Silver ; Cup with Paten-cover. Also modern Chalice and Paten. 

The cup has a bell-shaped bowl with curved lip, a very 
thick hollow stem with a small moulding at its central part, 
and a moulded foot. It is perfectly plain, devoid of either 
ornament or inscription. Height 73, dia. of bowl 4, that of the 
foot 34, depth of bowl 43in. The paten-cover is of the usual 
type, and is also plain, but for the inscription upon the button: 
“The Gift of Eliz: Perkins Widow and Relict of German Perkins 
late Vicar of the Church 1735.”.

The silver cup, formerly battered and rudely mended with 
solder in two or three places, has recently been skilfully repaired. 
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The bowl is bell-shaped with leaf pattern engraved around it. 
Height 73, dia. of bowl 34in. There are no visible hall-marks. 

The silver flagon must certainly, from the inscription upon 
it, have been designed for use at the parish altar, but it 1s 
not now kept at the church, and seems to have become asso- 
ciated in people’s minds with the school managers and with 
annual conviviality on St. Thomas’s Day. It is a small tankard 
with a flat lid and curved handle, but no spout. There is a 
shield of arms, viz.: Two chevronels and in chief seven bells, 
four and three.

(London, 1683. A maker’s mark, TC, is found on church plate 
in Kent, 1677-1688.) 

The plated set is uninteresting. Cups 7} high. Patens 7% in 
dia.; and flagon, a tankard with lp and cover, 84 in height. 
All have the Sacred Monogram in a glory engraved upon them, 
and: -" St. Mary's Carleton. 1820.7 

The pewter flagons are not now in use. Both are tankards 
with covers and thumb-pieces and curved handles. One is 
broader than the other, and has a widely splayed and moulded 
base. Height 124, dia. at top 42, of foot 8?in. The other has 
a somewhat flat cover terminating in a knob, and is also 124 
high, but its diameters are only 44 and 6in. at top and base 
respectively. 

The pewter paten has been a pleasing vessel in its time. Its 
dia. is nearly 9 in., and it stands on a central stem and _ foot, 
which is, however, much crushed down. Its present height is 
13, but it ought to be more like 3 in. tall. 


CARLTON-IN-BALNE. 


Silver: Ancient Communion Cup with Paten-cover, Paten. 
Also, silver-gilt, two Chalices, two Patens, a Credence » 
Salver, a Flagon, Alms-dish, and a Spoon. 
Pewter: Flagon and Plate. 
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The oid cup is an interesting specimen of the year 1570, 
when so many parishes provided themselves with new vessels 
of the approved form. It has a straight-sided, tapering bowl, 
around which an ornamental belt of leaf design interlaces four 
times. There is a small knop to the conical stem, and a domed 
foot. A vertical reeding occurs where the bowl joins on to the 
stem, and this is repeated just below the button of the cover. 
. Dimensions of cup, 5? high, dia. at lip 33, of foot 34in. Those 
of cover, dia. 3%, that of button, and height also ttin. ~The 
same three hall-marks occur on both cup and cover, viz.:

The flagon is jug-shaped, “‘ Glory be to God on high” round 
the centre. of the bowl.

Church Carleton in Snaith in the year of Our Lord 1863.” 

The credence salver, alms-dish, and spoon match the other 
vessels. All bear London marks for 1863. Maker, I K. 

The pewter flagon is a tankard with flat cover and thumb- 
piece, and is inscribed: “‘ Flaggons for ye use of ye chappell of 
Carlton. Mr Henry Beale, Curate, William Robinson, Anthony 
Warde, Chapell Wardens, An° Dom. 1689.” Height 8, dia. at 
top 4s, of foot 54in. Marks: A thistle, the letter N, and some 
imitation hall-marks. 

The plate is an ordinary pewter plate, 9 in dia., and with 
C. CHAPIL stamped upon it. 


CASTLEFORD. 


Silvey: Communion Cup, two Patens, and a Flagon. 

The cup has a straight-sided bowl with splayed hp, a knop 
to the stem, and a moulded foot. Height 84, dia. at lip 4, of 
foot 34, depth of bowl 4tin. : 
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The larger paten, 74 in dia.,is a simple plate. The smaller 
one stands 1 high on a central stem, and its dia. is 4}in. It 
is apparently a paten-cover for the cup. 

The flagon is tankard-shape, with spout, cover, and curved 
handle.. It is 11 high, its dia. at top 44, and of base 6}in. 

All these vessels have the Sacred Monogram in a glory 
engraved upon them, and the inscription: “The gift of the 
Right Honourable Lady Eliz: Hastings 1744.”

Mrs. J. C. D. Charlesworth, 
of Chapelthorpe Hall. The cup is a plain spherical cup, standing 
on a circular-moulded stem with a knop at its centre, and a 
widely spreading foot. There is no inscription. Height 7}, 
dia. of bowl 4, of foot 54%in. The paten is a nearly flat plate, 
the centre being only slightly depressed. Dia. 6in. The

The silver chalice and paten were the gift of the Hon. and 
Rev. Stephen Willoughby Lawley, and are of medieval outline.

The flagon is a very handsome vessel. It is of the coffee- 
pot type, with a fluted body and covered lip, a double curved 
handle, and a lid terminating in a cross.

Inscribed upon it is: “‘ PRESENTED TO Clapham Church 
By ISABELLA relict of the Rev? C. Clapham of Clapham March

The paten is an ordinary plate 7} in dia., with the same 
ornament, inscription, and hall-marks as the cup. 

The flagon is a tankard with spout, curved handle with. 
thumb-piece, and a domed and moulded lid. It has also the 
same ornament and hall-marks as the cup, but the inscription 
is: “This Flaggon, Patten & Chalice were the Gift of the Right 
Honble the Lady Eliz. Hastings Patroness of this Living Dec’ 
y° 14 1738.1 Height 11, dia. at top 44, of base 6$in.

Vessels might be obtained as the result 
of a testamentary bequest or money 


on the tables of date-letters, which are 
well ascertained. 
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The old cup has a straight-sided tapering bowl, a plain 
circular stem without knop, and a rather flat domed foot. 
Around the bowl a belt of leaf design interlaces and floriates 
four times; there is a reeding where the stem joins the bowl 
and where it joins the foot, and a further enrichment on the 
flat lowest member of the base. On the whole the vessel is 
rather profusely ornamented for its period. In form and dimen- 
sions it is very similar to the cup at Beeford, 1562, figured in 
vol.i, p. 214. Height 64, dia. of lip 3%, of foot 34, depth of bowl 
341n. Hall-marks: (1) Stag’s head: (2) Lh.c.; (3) Lp.; (4) sm. 
Old Eng. N. (London, 1570. The stag’s head mark is found also 
on a cup at Great Ouseburn c. 1571, and at Cirencester 1570.) 

The cover is somewhat bent and damaged. It has the date 
1571 inscribed on the- button. Dia. 34, that of button 14, 
height rin. The hall-marks are the same as those on the cup, 
but in the reverse order. On both vessels the marks are very 
clear and well defined. 

The old -paten is simular in form to that at St. Cuthbert’s, 
York, illustrated at vol. i, p. 12, of the present work. It has 
a wide rim, which in this case is perfectly plain, and in the 
bason of the plate four pointed egg-shaped depressions are sunk, 
the points directed towards the centre, so as to suggest the form 
of a cross. On the back is engraved: ‘‘ Coniesbrough March 
1682.” Dia. 72in. Hall-marks: (1) RW, star below, in heart- 
shaped, chield > ~ (2) leop. and. lys; 43) cap. italic Z. (York; 
1682, Robert Williamson.) Two modern copies of this peculiar 
paten are preserved in the parish, but they have no marks, and 
are probably not silver. 

The modern chalices are alike and are of quasi-medieval 
design with sexfoil feet, on the spreads of which appear the 
Sacred Monogram, the Holy Lamb, and Lilies. On the bowls: 
““HIC EST CALIX SANGUINIS MEI.” Height gin. The two patens 
exhibit wheat ears and leaves on the rims, and Christ seated in 
majesty at the centres, Dia. Gini Ihe covered paren hac a 
small central foot, and is 64 in dia., and stands 14 high. The 
flagon is vase-shaped, with the letters IHC on either side of 
the bowl, and a cross fleurée in front. Height 12} in. 

All these vessels are inscribed underneath: “ Deo et Eccles. 
S. Petri Conisburg Joan Fountain Woodyeare Woodyeare nuper 
de Crookhill presb. fic calix [ov other word appropriate to the 
vessel] leg. Ded. Fest. Pent. A.S. MDCCCLXxxI.”’ All also bear 
the London hall-marks for 1881. Maker, H E over W. 
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CONISTONE. 


Silver > Cup, Paten, and Flagon. 

Gold-plated ; Alms-bason. 

The cup has a bell-shaped bowl with curved es baluster 
stem, and moulded foot. It is inscribed: “ The gift of George 
Ward of Northcote to the Chappell of Coniston in Kettelwell 
dale 1634.” Height 7}, dia. of bowl 34, of foot the same, depth 
of bowl 32?in. Hall-marks: (1) leop. and lys; (2) sm. italic D; 
(3) IT, with a rose under. (York, 1635, John Thompson.) 

The paten is a circular plate on a central circular stem. 
The Sacred Monogram in a glory occurs at the centre of the 
plate, on the under side of which is the inscription: “‘ The Gift 
of M” Jane Tennant relict of John Tennant Esq’ Late of Chappel 
House to the Chappell of Conmiston in the Pansh of Burnsall in 
the County of York 1765. Dia. 4, of foot 4, height. 3au. 
Fiail-marks ; (1) NG, im a-lozenge ; <(2) Ih.c;. (3) Eps (4) cap: 
Rom. H. (London, 1723, the sterling mark of Nathaniel Gulliver.) 

The flagon is a plain tankard with curved handle, and is 
inscribed on the front: ‘ The Gift of Rich* & Jane Constantine 
To Comston Chappel 1746.” Height 5%, dia. at top 3%, at 
base 421n.. Hall-marks: (1) KB, script ; 42) 1p.;-43) Sm:- Rom. 
L, in ‘Shaped shield; (4) Lhe. “(Londom, 1746:) 

The alms-bason is gold-plated. It is a large plate with a 
central depression and wide rim. In the depression are four 
spear heads nearly meeting at the centre, whilst the words: 
“Give Alms, Give Alms,” are engraved, upon. the fim. It 16 
12 im diameter. 


COPGROVE: 


Silver ; Cup and cover. 

Sheffield-plate : Two two-handled Cups with covers and a Salver. 

The cup has a rather square-sided bowl very flat at the 
bottom, a small knop at the central part of the stem, and a 
domed foot. It is inscribed on the bowl, in pretty cursive 
lettering: ‘‘ This 1s my Blood of the New Testament. Mat: 26, 
28.” Height 6, dia. of bowl 34, of foot the same, depth of 
bowl 2%in. The hall-marks are: (xz) Three crowns; (2) EM; 
(3) cap. italic Dy (4) ‘iret ‘tank vepeated, (Mull wade. 
Edward Mangey,<iree 1000) O27. p: 100. 

The paten-cover is of the usual form, and is inscribed on 
the dome: “ Drink ye all of v. Mai 26, 27. ". Diana a 
of button 13, height 1,in. The same four hall-marks as on the cup. 
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The large two-handled cups are each engraved with the 
Sacred Monogram in a glory, but are otherwise quite plain, and 
are scarcely vessels of any recognised ecclesiastical form or use. 
The covers terminate in spherical knobs ; and, as an entry in the 
parish accounts inform us, the pair was bought by the church- 
wardens in 1789 for four guineas. Height of each cup 7, dia. 
at lip 5, depth of bowl 6in. Total height of cup and cover 
Toim, There are no marks. 

The salver is an ordinary waiter, on three claw and ball feet, 
and with a small cable pattern on the rim. [It is also of Shef- 
field- plate, and has at its centre the same sacred device as the 
cups. It is 6% in dia. and 14 high. No marks. 


COPMANTHORPE. 


Silver > Two Cups and a Paten. 

Pewter: A Flagon and Paten. 

The older of the cups has a nearly straight-sided bell-shaped 
bowl with baluster stem and plain foot. Around the bowl is 
ehased in pla scrpt: “The Gift of J Wood Esq to ye 
Church. of Copmenthorpe 1753.’ Mr. Wood was Lord of the 
Manor. Height 74, dia. of bowl 4, of foot 32, depth of bowl 
34in. Hall-marks: (1) IM, a pig passant below; (2) l.h.c.; 
(3) Lp.; (4) Court-hand C. (London, 1640.) The maker’s mark is 
noted ay O.F P., p. 425, under the date 1630. 

The other cup is of peculiar design, similar to that already 
described at Askham Bryan. The bowl is circular for three- 
quarters of an inch from the rim, after which it becomes 
twelve-sided. The stem is plain, but stands on a twelve-sided 
foot. Around the rim of the bowl is the following: “‘ Presented 
by Admiral Preston of Askham Bryan to the Church at Copman- 
thorpe A.D. 1846.” There is also a crest, viz.: On a ruined 
tower, a falcon volant, for Preston. Height 62, dia. of bowl 
3%, of foot 341n. Hall-marks: (x) I H—-I P, diamondwise ; (2) sm. 
Rom. I, in oval punch; (3) 5 lions on a cross, in oval punch ; 
(4) lps (5) King’shead ; (6) Lh.c. (York, 21705, Hatapston and 
Prince:) 

The paten is a flat dish on a short but broad stem, the 
edge of the dish being slightly raised and moulded. It is en- 
graved in the centre: “PRESENTED BY ANN FAWCETT OF 
ASKAM BRYAN TO THE CHURCH OF COPMANTHORPE 1847.” Dia. 8, 
height 1$in. Hall-marks: London, 1846. Maker, I.E.T. 
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The pewter flagon is of the St. Denis, York, type. It has 
on it “CC,” for Copmanthorpe Chapel, with the date 17338. 
Height 114, dia. at top 34, at broadest part 6, and at the 
base the same. Inside on the bottom are some pewter marks, 
viz. a double monogram of the letters LR or RL, also thrice 
punched the X crowned. The pewter paten is a plate on a 
circular stem g in dia. and 24 high. It also has the letters 


COPMANTHORPE. 


“CC” stamped upon it, and the pewter marks are: (1) an 
animal passant; (2) an animal’s face crowned; (3) sm. Old 
Eng. Fs (4) ALC. 


COWTHORPE. 
Stuver : Cup. 
Plated: Paten and Flagon. 
This small Communion cup has a bowl with nearly straight 


sides and a slight lip. There is a band of plain dotted orna- 
ment round the bowl, which does not interlace. The stem is 
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plain, with a moulded band for knop, and the foot is also 
plain. An upright reeding occurs at the junction of the stem 
with the bowl. Height 4%, dia. of bowl 23, of foot 34, depth 
of bowl 2$¢in. Hall-marks: (1) CH, in monogram; (2) leop. 
and lys; (3) cap. Rom. K. (York, 1570, Christopher Hunton, 
free in 1551, died 1582.) 

The plated paten is an ordinary plate 84 in diameter. 

The flagon is 63 high, and was purchased of Messrs. Hurst 
in Leeds, by the Rev. S. H. Gaisford. 


CROFTON. 


Silver: Two Cups and a Paten. 

The older cup is quite plain; it has a bell-shaped bowl, a 
plain stem with a small knop, and a moulded foot having a 
bead ornament round the edge. Height 6}, dia. of bowl 33, 
of foot 3, depth of bowl 3%in. Hall-marks: (1) RG, in shaped 
pancie.. (2) leop: and -lys; (3) cap. Kom..K, (York, 1570, 
Robert Gylmyn, free in 1550.) 

The other cup has a large bowl, plain stem with knop, and 
plain foot. It is inscribed: ‘“‘ THE GIFT OF RICHARD SHELLITO.” 
Height 103, dia. of bowl 5, of foot 4%, depth of bowl 54 in. 
PeremMatks = “(ty 15> (2) ps (3) Ehes -(4).cap. Kony, +t. 
(Condon, 1724. J. Smith, of Foster Lane.) 

The paten is a plate on a central circular stem. Dia. 63, 
of foot 2%, height 13in. It has the same inscription and _ hall- 
marks as the larger cup. (London, 1724.) 


CUMBERWORTH. 

Silver : Communion Cup. 

Plated: Cup, Paten, and Flagon. 

The silver cup is an elegant beaker, of very graceful outline. 
Immediately under the rim is an engraved band of interlacing 
ornament, not dissimilar to that commonly encircling the bowls 
of the older Communion cups. Below this belt, and spreading 
half-way down the cup, are diagonal bands of engraved orna- 
ment forming lozenge-shaped spaces about an inch in size. 
These bands terminate in a sort of bell-shaped flower, pointing 
downwards, and are very similar to the ornament often occurring 
at the interlacing points of the leaf pattern on York-made 
Communion cups of the latter part of the seventeenth century, 
and which is not found on any cups made elsewhere. There 
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is no inscription, nor is the history of the vessel known. It 
was doubtless a piece of secular plate originally. Height 53, 
dia. at top 34, at the base 3in. Hall-marks grouped on the 
bottom: - (2) leop. and, lys; (2) sm. italig. VY 5. (3) legate: 
(York, 1655.) 

The plated vessels are modern and of no interest. The cup 
is 74 high; the paten 6 in dia.; and the flagon g# in height. 


DARFIELD. 


Silver: Two Cups with Paten-covers, and three Patens. 

Pewter: Two Flagons and a Dish. 

The cups are both perfectly plain, having straight-sided 
tapering bowls and moulded bases. The stem is in each case 
in the form of a truncated cone with a horizontal circular 
flange near up to the junction with the bowl. The dimensions 
are practically identical, though the vessels differ in date and 
hall-marks. Height 7, dia. of bowls 44, of feet 4, depth of 
bowls also 4in. The covers are flat with small rims and sunk 
centres, and are furnished with buttons in the usual way. 
Dia. 54, of buttons 24, height rin. ; 

The older cup bears the following hall-marks: (1) An escallop 
snell-; (2) Line: (3) Lp; @).sm. male lone S. Om xhe cover 
the escallop shell mark alone appears. (London, 1635.) The 
same maker's mark is found on the Communion Plate of St. 
Olave’s, Old Jewry. 

The other cup, which has obviously been made to match 
the older one, has three hall-marks, which appear also on the 
cover, but they are much worn and rubbed, especially those 
on the» cup; They are: () FM, mullet below, m--a -heart- 
shaped shield; (2) leop: and lys; (3) cap, italic” Ko (York 
1674, Thos. Mangey.) 

Two of the patens form a pair. They are circular plates 
on central stems, with a cable pattern round the edges of both 
the plates and the bases. Each is inscribed on the under side: 
“Given to the Church of Darfield by Mrs. Jane Goodwin, widow 
of Mr. Edward Goodwin of Rawmarsh and daughter of Mr. Robt. 
Wainwright of Middlewood 1748.” Dia. of each 8, of foot 33, 
height 24in. The vessels are considerably older than the date 
inscribed upon them, as indicated by their hall-marks, viz.: 
(1) W.B;. (2) leop. and lys; (3) cape Git, nel ey 
repeated. (York, 1697, William Busfield.) 
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The other paten, or perhaps more properly a credence salver, 
is a domestic waiter with scalloped edge and standing on three 
cial feet. Ina “Shield at ithe centre is inscribed: “ Wm. 
Broadhead Churchwarden Darfield 1741.” Dia. 9, height I in. 
Maibimarks: (a) A -erowned); (2) 1p (3) Lines ~ (4) sm. 
Kom. A. (London, 1736; Kobt. Abercrombie, entered 1731.) 

The pewter flagons, which are alike, are large tankards with 
domed lids and curved handles, but no spouts. They are in- 
scribed underneath : ‘‘ FOR DARFIELD CHURCH,” and are 164 1n. tall. 
There are no pewterer’s marks. 

The pewter dish is a large circular vessel with a slightly 
moulded rim. It is 163 in dia., and may have been used for 
collecting the alms; but from the fact that it is scored as with 
a knife it is possible that the Communion bread was cut upon 
it. On the back are a crowned rose and the word “ LONDON.” 


DARRINGTON. 


Silver: Cup and Paten. Also modern Chalice, Paten, Flagon, 

and Alms-dish. 

Pewter: Flagon and two Plates. 

The old cup is perfectly plain, having a bell-shaped bowl with 
a plain stem and foot. On the bowl is inscribed: “ Darrington 
Chalice.” See Plate XVIII, at page 163. Height 7, dia. of bowl 38, 
of foot 3%, depth of bowl 3in. The maker’s mark alone is 
struck thrice: S T, in monogram, in a shaped shield. The identical 
mark is found on a paten at Harewood with the inscribed date 
1702, and in conjunction with the Leeds fleece; so it may be 
assumed that he was a silversmith of that town, and that this 
cup also is referable to Leeds. 

The paten is a plate on central circular stem, and is in- 
scribed underneath: ‘“, The Gift of Mrs Elizabeth Dupeer 
Widow To the Church of Darrington 1734."1 The weight 14 oz. 
II dwt. is also scratched upon it. Dia. 83, of foot 34, height 
32in* Hallamarks > (1) FA; (2) Brit.; (3) lihdier; (4) Court- 
hand L. (London, 1706, John Fawdery.) 

The modern altar service is of very ornate character, designed 
by Mr. A. W. Bloomfield, and presented to Darrington Church 
om its. restoration “in 1880, by Mr. W. F. Leé,.of Grove Hall, 
in the parish, as a memorial to his father. A brief description 
must suffice. 


1 Mrs. Dupier was the widow of Mr. Solomon Dupier, who in 1732 left a 
benefaction to the parish. 
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The chalice is 8{§ in height, with octagonal base and. a 
jewelled knop. The paten has an 8-foil depression to the plate, 
in the centre of which is a cross. Round the rim: “ We being 
many are one Bread and one Body.’ The flagon is jug-shaped 
with spout, and is 12 high. Round the bowl are the emblems 
of the Passion. The. alms-dish has: in the Centre the Sacred 
Monogram on a floriated cross. It is 13} in dia., and round the 
rim is the legend: “ He that giveth to the Poor shall not lack.” 
On the under side is engraved: “In memory of Richard Thomas 
Lee who died February 18 1878,” 

All these pieces bear modern London marks. Maker, T.P. 

The pewter flagon is a tankard with hd and spout, the name 
“ DARRING =TON ” (in two limes) on. the handle, Height. a7, 
dia, at top 44, of base Oim. On the ‘bottom anside are The 
pewterer’s initials LT. 

The two pewter plates are plain plates, each 8? in diameter. 
A crowned rose can be discerned among other indistinct marks 
on the back. 


DARTON. 


Silver: Two Cups, one with cover, and a Flagon. 

The older and larger cup has a bell-shaped bowl with a 
plain band of dotted pattern round it, a plain stem with knop, 
and a domed foot, which has also the dotted pattern as on the 
bowl. It is somewhat rudely inscribed, in two lines with stars: 
“1622 Darton Churche.” Height 74, dia. of bowl 34, of foot 
the same, and depth of bowl also the same. Hall-marks: 
(1) RH, pellet below, im shaped “shield (2) leop. “and: Tye 7- 
(3) cap, Old Eng. P.. (York, 1622, Robert. Hamington;. tree im 
1616; id. 1647.) pee sC Eee pe. 

The other cup has a somewhat everted lp to the bowl, a 
thick stem with a plain band in leu of knop, and a moulded 
foot. On it is the Sacred Monogram in a glory, together with 
the inscription: “ The Gift of George and Francis Beaumont of 
Darton.”! Height 7, dia. of bowl 34, of foot 3}, depth of bowl 
4in, Hall-marks* (a) indistinct, ‘but petheps. “Gs; 9(2) Lies 
(3) Lp. (4) cap. Rom. Ny =(bendon, 1726 - Gavriel Sieau 
entered 1720.) 

The cover to this cup is of the usual form, making a paten — 
when reversed. It has the same sacred device and inscription 


1 George Beaumont, who gave the cup and cover, was a merchant of York, and 
resided at Darton. He founded Darton School by deed dated 28 August, 1675. 
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as the cup, and also the same hall-marks. In an old terrier 
this cover is referred to as a “ Salver”’; and another “ Salver 
marked 1622, Darton Church” is also mentioned, from which it 
would appear that the other cup had a similar paten-cover, now 
unfortunately lost. 

The flagon is a handsome tankard with domed and raised 
cover provided with a thumb-piece, and a small spout or lip. 
It is engraved with a shield, bearing Per chevron 3 Cornish 
Choughs. Crest on a wreath, a Cornish Chough; and _ the 
inscription: “Ex Dono John Silvester.”' Underneath the weight 
is; Marked; 57 .7 .0.- Height 12, dia. at top 44, of ‘base 6j.1n. 
ali-marks.> (i) Ma; (2) li-hd.er; (3))-Brt.; (4) cap. Kom. 5B. 
(London, 1717, Thos. Mason, entered 1716.) 

There is also a modern paten, chased on the upper side, and 
“Darton Church AD 1903” on the back. The assay-marks are 
those of Birmingham for that year. Makers, 7.7. & Co. 


DEANHEAD, see SCAMMONDEN. 


DENT. 


Silver : Two Cups, two Plates, anda Flagon. Also ancient Paten. 

Pewter: Two Alms-bowls. 

The old paten alone is of much interest. It is a plate with 
moulded rim, set upon a central circular stem and foot, and is 
perfectly plain. This interesting piece of plate was accidentally 
sold by auction amongst the effects of a deceased incumbent, 
and realised the sum of sixpence! But the purchaser, having 
been apprised that it belonged to the church, and that it was 
mentioned in Cripps’ Old English Plate, kindly gave it back to 
the parish. Its dia. is 6%, that of the foot 24, and the height 
is Zin. Hall-marks: (x) SP, bird below? (2) lihder; () 
Brit.; (4) Court-hand V. (London, 1715, Wm. Spackman, entered 
1714.) O.E.P., p. 442. The maker’s mark only appears upon the 
foot within two chased rings. 

The other silver vessels form a set, and, as an inscription 
upon one of the plates informs us, they were given by Adam 
Sedgwick in pious memory of various members of his family 
(named).? 


1 John Silvester, by will dated indeed may be said to have been the 


25 January, 1719, left £5 per annum to 
Darton School. 

2 Rev. Adam Sedgwick, LL.D., Canon 
of Norwich, was a famous geologist, and 


father of modern geology. He was a 
native of Dent, and died in 1873. Monu- 
mental inscription in church, 
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The cups have baluster stems, and are each 8 high. The 
plates are simple plates, each g in diameter. And the flagon 
is of the coffee-pot type, with cover and thumb-piece and curved 
handle. All have IHS enclosed within rays, and all have the 
London hall-marks for 1855. 

The four pewter vessels which we have called alms-bowls were 
probably used for collecting the charity of the congregation in 
olden times. They are very charming specimens of the pewterer’s 
craft. Each is a shallow circular bowl, with a flat, pierced 
handle projecting from the rim of the bowl on one side. The 
dimensions are 42 dia., and 2 deep. There are no marks, but 
from their style the vessels may be considered to have been 
produced in the early part of the eighteenth century. Precisely 
similar bowls occur at Sedbergh and at Howegill, both in the 
vicinity. 

DENTON. 

Silver : Chalice and Paten, and silver-mounted Flagon. 

Plated : Cup and Paten. 

The silver vessels are of quasi-medizval design. The chalice, 
64 high, has a pierced knop and sexfoil foot, beneath which is 
the inscription: ‘‘S. Helen Denton Easter Day 6th April 18go. 
The Gift of the Communicants.’”’ The paten is a plate 54 in 
dia., with an outer circular and inner sexfoil depression. Under- 
neath is a similar inscription, except that it is the ~ Gilt of 
the Vicar R. Bullock MA.” The flagon has a glass body with 
silver mountings and cover; a similar inscription appears under 
the sexfoil foot, but with the addition: “M. D’Arcy Wyvill - 
E. Wells, Churchwardens.”’ It is 94 high. All these vessels have 
the monogram IHC engraved upon them, and all bear the 
London hall-marks for 1889. Maker, JS Hu. 

The plated vessels are uninteresting. The cup is 84 high; 
the paten stands on a stem, and is 63 in dia. and 3°high. 
Each has the Sacred Monogram in a crown of thorns engraved 
upon it, and the marks are: (1) EB «-Go;, under a crown: 
(2) G; (3) MA; (4) & Ge; (5) P, in a diamond. 


DEWSBURY. 


Silver-gilt : Two Chalices, two Patens, and a Flagon. 

Silver: Eight plates for collecting alms; also modern Salver 
on foot. 

Brass: Two Alms-dishes. 
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The silver-gilt service was provided in 1877 from the proceeds 
of the ancient altar plate belonging to the parish. The latter, 
according to the old terrier, consisted of two chalices! or flagons 
with the following inscription thereon: “The gift of Thomas 
Bedford, Esquire, to the Church of Dewsbury 1735”; two cups 
and one salver with the like inscription; one silver plate with 
the following inscription thereon: “ The gift of William Walker, 
gentleman, to Dewsbury Church 1723.” 

The present chalices, for which this interesting old plate had 
to suffer destruction, are of the correct quasi-medieval type 
so dear to the hearts of the older clergy, and so entirely devoid 
of soul and feeling to all people of taste. They have the mono- 
gram IHC and the Holy Lamb on two of the splays of their 
hexagonal feet. Height of each 74in. The patens are simple 
plates, 64 in dia., and with a cross engraved upon their rims. 
The flagon is vase-shaped, with handle and cover, and is very 
‘ecclesiastical,’ according to the Victorian conception of the 
term. Height 12in. All bear the London hall-marks for 1876. 

The flagon, as an inscription upon it informs us, was “ pre- 
sented to Dewsbury Church by William Walker 1723 and by 
Thomas Bedford 1735, remodelled in 1877.” This is, of course, 
absurd. The old vessels were not remodelled; they were 
wantonly destroyed. And although the same silver may have 
been used, in part, in constructing the modern set, it is too 
obviously ridiculous to say that chalices, etc., hall-marked in 
1876, were presented in 1723 and 1735! Those who were guilty 
of this act of supreme folly have taken care that future genera- 
tions shall know whom they have to thank for the loss of the 
old plate, for one of the patens is marked: ‘‘A.M.D.G. Altar 
service reeast A.D. 7877. EH. W. Isaac M.A. Vicar. J. Haigh, 
J. Day, H. B. Taylor, W. J. Wilkinson, Churchwardens.”’ 

The eight silver offertory plates are all much alike, being 

i in dia., and with IHS in a glory at their centres, but the 
inscriptions and hall-marks vary. Four were the gift of Mary 
Beckett, and on one of these is engraved: “ Offered to God 
and the Church of All Saints, Dewsbury, by Mary Beckett, 
Christmas 1853.” The hall-marks are those of London for 1853, 
Two more offertory plates have the inscription: ‘ Offered to 
God and the parish Church of Dewsbury In Memory of Arthur

The larger of the pewter flagons is in shape generally similar 
to those of St. Denis, York. Height 12%, dia. at top. 3%, of 
base 6, at broadest part 64 in. 

The other pewter flagon is a plain tienes with curved 
handle but no spout. It is beaten much out of shape, and 
soldered with lead. Height 10}, dia. at top 44, of base 62in. 
Four pewter marks appear at the top of the barrel: (xz) lion. 
courant; (2) WW, rose below; (3) leopard’s head; (4) pro- 
bably the first mark repeated. Inside on the bottom is a medal- 
lion of a man’s head in profile with peruke. 

The plated flagon is 113 in height, and is in bad taste. It 
was procured in 1874 from some church furnishing warehouse, 
and resembles a coffee-pot with a cross on the lid. It is in- 
scribed: “ A.D.M.G. From the Communicants of Emley 1874.” 


FARNHAM. 


Silver: Ancient Cup and Paten ; also modern Cup, Paten, and 
Flagon. 
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The old cup has a straight-sided bowl with curved lp, a 
stem with knop, and a moulded foot. It is inscribed: “ The 
Gift of Ms Elizabeth Stockdale to the Church of Farnam. Deceased 
1694.” Height 7%, dia. of bowl 33, of foot 34, depth of bowl 
3¢1n. Hall-marks: (zr) RW, with mullet below, in a_heart- 
shaped punch; (2) leop. and lys;. (3) cap. Old Eng, K; (4) 
the first mark repeated. (York, 1692, Robert Williamson.) 

The paten is a plate with moulded rim, standing on a cir- 
cular stem and foot. At: the centre of “the plate the. came 
inscription as that on the cup is engraved in a circle. Dia. 83, 
of foot 34, height 2$in. Hall-marks: (1) WB; _ (2) leop. 
and lys; (3) cap. Old Eng. K. (York, 1692, Wm. Busfield.) 
ORES 1p: 100. | 

The modern cup is plain, and has a thin stem with band 
instead of knop. It is 8 high, and has the usual London marks 
for 1806. Maker, Robt. Garrard, entered 1802. The paten is 
7 in dia., and stands 23 high on a central stem and foot. 
The Sacred Monogram in a glory appears on the last. Its 
marks are those of London for the year 1852. Makers, C T F- 
GF. The flagon is vase-shape, with the “ Pascha nostrum ” 
legend around the bowl. London, 1851. CTF-GF, makers. 

In addition to the vessels above described, there is a diminu- 
tive pocket set consisting of a silver chalice and paten with 
glass cruet. Under the paten is the inscription: “A Christmas 
offering for the use of Farnham Parish 1857.’’ Marks, London, 


1857. 
FARNLEY, near Leeds. 

Silver: Two Cups and a Paten; also two foreign Chalices. 

Electro-plate: A Flagon. 

The old cup has a plain bowl with small knop to the stem, 
and a plain foot. The bowl is inscribed: ‘‘ This Cup is the 
new Testament in my blood, which is fhed for you. Luke 22: 
20. Farley. “de Leeds 4700." Under this.” “Ten Giro oF 
ARTHUR DANBY ESQ®.” Height 84, dia. at lip 34, of foot 3 in. 
Hall-marks: . (1) Iip.; (2) Tine,; (8) query; (4). 3 castles) in 
heart-shaped shield; (5) IL, roman, under a gem-ring. (New- 
castle, c. 1759, John Langlands.) 

The second cup is a modern copy of this one, provided by a 
former rector. The dimensions are the same, but the inscription 
is: ‘“‘Ad Dei Gloriam et in memoriam sororum % Church 
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01S. Michael Familey de Leeds Easter 1897.’’ Beneath this: 
» B. E. Brodrick M.A. Rector.” Marks: London, 1896, J H B- 
EB. 

The paten has a stem and foot, and beneath the latter are 
the words: “THE GIFT OF ARTHUR DANBY ESQ®.” In a circle 
on the upper side of the plate: “This is my body which is 
eiven for you, this do im Remembrance of me, Luke 22.7 10. 
Parmley de~WLeeds, 1760," Wia. of plate 7},. height -of vessel 
Ze ine eblallemarks: (xr) cap. ,Old. Ene; FE; (2) Lhe. (3) hp.: 
(4) EC, in oblong. (London, 1760, probably Ebenezer Coker.) 

The plated flagon is a work of some merit. It is jug-shaped, 
with lp and cover, and has a pretty gadroon pattern on the 
foot. Around the bowl: ‘“ This is my Blood of the new Testa- 
ment which is shed for many for the remission of Sins. Matt: 
2050 28. “selow' thig: “~BFamley de Weeds, 1766." On’ the 
curve of the handle appears the additional dedicatory inscription 
-as on the cup and paten. It is ro high, and has a maker’s 
mark four times struck, apparently HT, in Old English letters. 
Date about 1766. 

The two ancient vessels were given to this church quite 
_recently by A. H. Pawson, Esq., of Lawn’s House in the parish, 
and are understood to have come out of an Italian monastery. 
They are at all events not of Englsh production. Although 
differing slightly in size and still more in weight, they are alike 
in general form. The bowl in each case is a deep bell, and 
rests upon a somewhat slender stem, rising from. a circular foot. 
The stem, however, has a large pear-shaped swelling in its 
central part, forming a sort of quasi-knop. Stem, knop, and 
foot are covered with repoussé work, which extends half-way up 
the bowl. 

The decoration of the heavier cup is more elaborate and 
bolder in conception, cherubs’ faces entering into the device ; 
three at equal distances around the bowl, as many on the upper 
part of the knop, and three also dividing the foot into an equal 
number of parts. (Plate VI.) Covering the under side of the 
foot is an armorial shield surmounted by a Cardinal’s hat, and 
bearing: A fesse gules a fleur-de-lys between two estoiles in 
chief, the waves of the sea in base. Around this is the modern 
inscription: “‘CHURCH OF ST MICHAEL & ALL ANGELS FARNLEY 
D.D. AHP.’ Dimensions of this vessel: Height 9, dia. of bowl 38, 
of foot 44, depth of bowl 34in. There are no hall-marks. 
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On submitting a photograph of this beautiful chalice to the 
authorities of the British Museum, it was by them pronounced to 
be South German work, and its date between 1680 and 1710. 

The other and slightly smaller cup is of precisely the same 
form, but is considerably lighter and the embossed work is not 
in such high relief. Its dimensions are: Height 83, dia. of bowl 
34, of foot 44, depth of bowl 32in. Beneath the foot is an in- 
scription similar to that on the other cup, viz.: “‘ CHURCH OF 
ST MICHAEL & ALL ANGELS FARNLEY D.D. AHP.” 

There are five marks. One consists of the letter A crowned 
between Z and G, a mark attributed to Adolf Gaab, a member 
of an Augsburg family of silversmiths, who at one time was 
working in Padua. This is twice struck; and the other mark, 
three times struck, is the winged lion of St. Mark, the hall- 
mark of Venice. 


FEATHERSTONE. 


Silver: Cup with Paten-cover, and Paten. 

Pewter : A Flagon. 

The cup has a bell-shaped bowl with a thrice-interlacing 
band of device engraved around it; there is a plain knop to 
the stem, and the wheat-ear pattern encircles the dome of the 
foot. Height 84, dia. of bowl 4%, of foot 43, depth of bowl 
Atin. Hall-marks: (1) leop. and lys; (2) CW; (3) cap. Rom.

The paten-cover is of the usual type with a wheat-ear device 
sound it, as on the teot of the-cup: Dia.

The pewter flagon is a plain tankard with raised lid and 
thumb-piece, a curved handle but no spout. It is inscribed: 
“ Featherstone Parrish 1702.” Height 114, dia. at top 44, of 
base 64in. There is a pewter mark inside on the bottom, viz. 
a human head. 
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FELKIRK. 
Silver: Two Cups, a Paten, Flagon, and Salver. 


The cups, although of different dates, form-a pair. They 
have curved bell-shaped bowls, moulded knops at the centre 
ef the stems, and moulded feet.. The older cup is inseribed: 
‘“ Felkirk 1758. The Gift of Mr Thos Shepley of London Grocer 
who was Born at Havercroft in this Parish in the Year 1692,” 
and there is also a cartouche-shaped shield on the bowl, bearing : 
A mascle within a bordure engrailed, for SHEPLEY, impaling 
3 bucks’ heads erased. Height 82, dia. of bowl 4, of foot 34, 
tepth of bowl 4in. Hall-marks: (1) F.W.: (2) lps; (3) Lb.c: 
(4) cap. Old Eng. B. (London, 1757, Fuller White.) 

The modern cup is inscribed: “felkirk. The Gift of Charles 
Favell' Sheffield Oct. 10% 1876.” It is of the same dimensions 
as the other cup, and its assay-marks are those of Sheffield 
for 1876. 

The paten is a circular plate on a central stem. The same 
arms as on the older cup (SHEPLEY) are engraved at the centre . 
of the plate, and on the under side the same inscription. Dia. 
534, of foot 2, height r4in. The. hall-marks are the same as 
those on the older cup, of which it is possibly intended as the 
cover, (London, 1757.) 

The flagon is a tankard with curved handle and domed lid, 
but no spout. It also bears the same arms and _ inscription 
and the same hall-marks as the older cup and paten. Height 
13, dia. at the top 44, of base 7%in. (London, 1757.) 

The salver is a simple silver plate with a moulded rim, and 
is 9} in diameter. The Shepley arms appear in the centre, and 
around the rim is the same inscription as on the other vessels. 
The hall-marks are also similar... (London, 1757.) 


FIRBECK. 

Silver: Cup with Paten-cover. 

Plated; Cup, Paten, and Flagon. 

The silver cup has a bell-shaped bowl with a rich and _thrice- 
interlacing belt of leaf pattern round it, a plain stem, and a 
moulded foot. Height 54, dia. of bowl 23, of foot the same, 
depth of bowl 3 in. 


1 Charles Favell, who gave the second Sheffield, and brother-in-law of Mr. 
cup in 1876, was a wine merchant in Knight, then the Vicar. 
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The paten-cover is quite plain, except for the date 1573 
inscribed upon the button. Dia. 3, of button rin. There 
are no hall-marks on either cup or cover. ; 

The plated vessels are not of interest. The cup is tulip- 
shaped, 6% high; the paten an ordinary plate, 8? in dia.; and 
the flagon a plain tankard with spout, 103 in height. These 
were given by the late Sir T. W. White, Bart.,in 1873.

Silver > Communion Cup and modern Paten. 

Plated: A Flagon. 

Pewter: Flagon and Paten. 

Brass: Ancient Alms-dish. 

The cup has a bell-shaped bowl with interlacing belt of leaf 
pattern round it. There is a plain knop in the centre of the 
stem and a plain foot. Height 62, dia. of bowl 34, of foot 3}, 
depth of bowl 34in. WHall-marks: (1) sm. Old Eng. N; (2) Lp.; 
(2) he 4) Is. (London, 1576.) 

The paten is of pre- Reformation design, and is 6} in 
diameter. Round the edge of the upper side is the text: 
“Lord evermore give us ths Bread,’ and on the reverse side: 
“ Deo et ecclesia S. Cuthberti de Fishlake hanc patinam humillime 
obtulit Georgius Ornsby ejusdem Parochie Vicaris xx° die Julrj 
Anno Domini MDCCCLXII Meum est argentum et meum aurum 
dicit Dominus exercituum.” 

The plated flagon is not of much interest; it is jug-shaped, 
with a spout and domed hd. 

The pewter flagon is a plain tankard with moulded lid and 
base; it has a spout and curved handle. Height 142, dia. at 
the top 5, of base 7tin. On the bottom is the pewterer’s 
name, ““FROGGAT.” 

The pewter paten is 10} in dia., and stands on a foot and 
stem 4% in height. In the centre of the plate is engraved: 
“* Fishlake Church, 1725.” 

The brass alms-dish is very rare and interesting. Its history 
is not known, but it is still in regular use. It is a dish 16 in 
dia., and at the centre, within a circle, there is a repoussé repre- 
sentation, but much obliterated by rubbing, of the Annunciation 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary. It is probably a piece of fifteenth 
century workmanship.

Pewter : A Paten and Flagon. 

The old cup is of the type common in the reign of Queen 
Anne, that is to say it has a large plain bowl, a thick moulded 
stem with rounded knop in the centre, and a circular foot. 
There is no inscription. Height 8, dia. of bowl 4, of foot the 
same, depth of bowl 4?in. Hall-marks: (1) DI; (2) Brit.; 
(3) lihd.er.; (4) Court-hand G. (London, 1702, perhaps Isaac 
Dighton, entered 1697.)! 

The modern chalice and paten were the gift to the church 
in 1891 of the Duke of Newcastle, brother of the Lady Beatrice 
Lister-Kaye, of Denby Grange, in the parish. Both vessels 
are gilt. The chalice has a hexagonal stem and sexfoil foot. 
On the six sides of the knop are panels with the sentence run- 
mine round ~ Com. forta- mos - san -euis’ Xti.”- The lower 
part of the bowl has an embossed design of conventional oak 
leaves. Height gin. The paten is a plain plate 6} in dia., 
with an incised cross on the rim. Both have an inscription 
on the under side: “> In honori’ Sacti Sanguinis D.N.J.C.

The pewter paten is formed like a soup-plate 7 in dia., and 
standing 14 high. The letters IHS are engraved upon it, 
interwoven as a monogram, and in script characters. 

The pewter flagon had apparently been originally a secular 
hot-water jug, having the same monogram, I H S, intertwined, as 
the paten. Height 102, pewterer’s marks, a shield, below which 
are alionandaunicorn. The late vicar (Rev. C. L. M. Hinde) said 
in 1888 that the vessel had been in the church for many years.

The old cup has a bell-shaped bowl with curved lip, a plain 
stem with moulded band for knop, and a moulded foot. It 
has no ornament nor inscription. Height 7%, dia. of bowl 3%, 
of foot 44, depth of bowl 4in. There is a maker’s mark only, 
thrice struck, viz.: the letters IB, which occur also on the 
Communion cup at Ryther—perhaps the mark of John Busfield, 
of York, son of Wm. Busfield, goldsmith, free 1727. 

The modern vessels are of medieval design, the chalice 8 
high. One of the patens is a simple plate 9 in dia., the other 
has a stem and foot and is 84 in dia. and 2% in height. Each 
of them is engraved with the Agnus Dei, and the text: ‘‘ We 
bless Thy Holy Name for all thy Saints departed this hfe in 
thy faith and fear.’”’ The flagon is ewer-shaped, with cover, 
and has the Sacred Monogram in a glory engraved upon it. 
It is 134 high. These four vessels all bear the inscription: 
“In Memoriam. Presented to St Mary's Church Garforth by 
W. D.. and M. E. Hols Sept. 1890.” Their hall-marks are 
those of Sheffield for 1889. Maker, HS. 

The pewter flagon is a plain tankard with lid and curved 
handle but no spout. Height 9%, dia. at top 4%, of base 63in. 
There is a pewter mark, namely an angel’s head, on the bottom 
inside. 

The two plates are alike, and are quite plain. Each is 94 
in dia.,. and is stamped “°G.C,- for Gariorth Church. Our tie 
back appears X crowned, the word LONDON, “ JOHN KENT” in 
a garter, and some imitation hall-marks as follows: (1) lion 
rampant; (2) lhc; (3) Bat; q4) cap Old Eng. N; John Kent, 
pewterer, joined the livery in 1749. 


GARGRAVE. 


Silver: Ancient Communion Cup ; also two Chalices, two Patens, 
and a Flagon. 
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The old cup, which has been used at private celebrations 
until recently, has a straight-sided bowl without much taper, a 
plain stem divided by a knop at its centre, and a domed foot. 
There is a thrice interlacing and floriating belt of leaf design, 
of somewhat elaborate character, round the upper part of the 
bowl. Below this is the inscription, in two lines: “In usum 
Ecclesiae Parochialis de Gargrave in Diocest Ebor Henricus 
Colthurst de Bank Newton 1bid™ Generosus hoc poculum dedicavit.”’ 
The height is 7, whilst the diameters of the bowl and of the 
foot, as well as the depth of the bowl, are alike 34in. The 
vessel thus presents that square appearance which is characteris- 
tic of York-made Communion cups of that time. MHall-marks : 
(1) CR, in a heart-shaped punch; (2) leop. and lys; (3) cap.

The other vessels are modern, and like all Messrs. Keith’s 
productions reflect the revival of Gothic taste which attended 
the “Oxford movement ”’ in the forties. The two chalices have 
sexfoil knops and bases, and each has the Calicem Salutaris 
legend engraved upon its bowl, whilst the sacred emblems in 
various forms occur upon the spreads of the feet. Height 84in. 
Hall-marks: London, 1851. Maker, IK. 

The two patens have an outer circular and an inner sexfoil 
depression. One has the Holy Lamb engraved at its centre 
and the legend Agnus Dei qui tollis, etc., round the rim. The 
other has at its centre the letters I H C within a double triangle, 
and the verse from the Litany, “ Per crucem et passionem 
tiem, ~erc., “om the run, - Dia. ot each 6%. London; 1832. 
Maker, IK. 

The flagon is a vase-shaped vessel, with curved handle and 
spout. The text from the office of Holy Communion, ‘ GLORIA 
IN EXCELSIS DEO ALLELUIA,” encircles the bowl. Height r1r}in. 
The hall-marks are as on the patens. 


GIGGLESWICK. 


Silver-gilt : Three Cups, two Patens, a Flagon, and Alms-dish. 

Pewter: A Flagon and four Alms-plates. 

The oldest cup has a deep tapering bowl shghtly curved, 
a thin knop to the stem, and a domed and moulded foot. 
A narrow horizontal reeding occurs at the junctions of the stem 
with the bowl and with the foot, and the lowest member of 
the latter is enriched with the egg and tongue device. Near the 
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lip is chased a single line surrounding the bowl, and developing 
at three points into a sort of fleur-de-lys, half an inch in length 
About the middle of the bowl, between double lines, is the 
inscription, in neat Roman capitals: “‘}’ THE COMMVNION 
CVPP BELONGINGE .

The second cup in point of age has a straight-sided bowl 
and a plain stem and foot in one piece, of the truncated cone 
type. It is inscribed upon the bowl, in Roman capitals within 
an oval border of flourishes: “‘ GIGGLESWICK COMMVNION CVP 
1731,” -but..it is really? much older than that. Height 7, dia. <1 
bowl 4, of foot 44, depth of bowl 34in. Hall-marks: (1) cap. 
italic F, between annulets; (2) l.h.c.; (3) Lp.; (4) Court-hand A. 
(London, 1638, cf. Lythe and Ugthorpe, vol. i, pp. 194 and 132.) 

The third cup has a bell-shaped bowl with slightly everted 
lip, a moulded baluster stem, and plain circular splayed foot. 
The stem is of similar general outline to that of the Kirk- 
hammerton cup, 1589; and the bowl has the same inscription 
and date as the second cup, but beneath the foot the ‘true date 
1652 is scratched. Height 7, dia. of bowl 4, of foot the same, 
depth of bowl 3?in. Hall-marks: (1) Court-hand O; (2) Lp; 
(3) Lh.c.; (4) ulegible. (London, 1651.) 

The patens, flagon, and alms-dish form a set to correspond 
with each other. The patens are 82 in dia.; the flagon a 
tankard with spout 10 in height; the alms-dish a simple 
plate 12 in diameter. Each of these pieces has the inscription: — 
“Presented to the Churchwardens of the Parish of Gigegleswick 
for the use of the Pansh Church Easter 1847”; and each has 
the London hall-marks for 1846. Makers, C T F-G F. 

The pewter flagon is of the ordinary type of sweet standing 
pot, in which the wine was ordered to be brought to a celebra- 
tion of Holy Communion by the Canon of 1603. It is a tankard 
without spout, but having a double curved handle and domed 
lid terminating in a small knob. A moulded band encircles the 
barrel near the top. Height 16, dia. at the mouth 5, of the 
base 8in. It is marked with an X and four small imitation 
hall-marks. 

The four pewter alms-plates are alike, and are in form like 
soup-plates. Each is 10? in dia., and is inscribed on the rim: 
‘‘ GIGGLESWICK PARISH CHURCH AD 1847.”

GILDERSOME. 


Silver-gilt : Modern Chalice, Paten, Flagon, and Alms-dish. 

The chalice, paten, and flagon were presented in 1876 by 
Mrs. T. Greenwood, of Leeds, her late husband having been a 
native of Gildersome. The alms-dish was at the same time 
given by the older scholars of the Sunday School. 

The chalice is 7$ high, with the Sacred Monogram on the 
base. The paten has the same device at the centre, and is 
6 in diameter. The flagon, 10} in height, has the text: “ Glory 
be to God on High,” round the bowl. The alms-plate is 114 in

Silver > Two Cups with covers, and a Paten. 

Pewter: Two Flagons. 

The. larger of the cups is a very beautiful vessel’ of the 
same fashion as the “ Edmonds” cup belonging to the Carpen- 
ters’ Company of London, 1613, figured in O.E.P., p. 346. Like 
that, the Gisburn cup has a domical cover surmounted. by three 
brackets, carrying a spire of pierced work. The last, however, 
has lost the small spear head with which these spires usually 
terminate. (cf. Hutton Buscel in Volume I of this work, p. 108.) 
Height 84, dia. of bowl 34, of foot 3}, depth of bowl 34in. Hall- 
marks: (1) Wlegible = (2) Linxe.; (3)\-lp.5 (4) sm: italic Av (London; 
1618.) The dimensions of the cover are, height 3%, dia.:4 in. 
Total height of cup and cover 12in. There are no hall-marks on 
the COVER. 

The smaller cup is plain, with a straight-sided bell-shaped 
bowl, a thick stem with moulded bands for knop, and a plain 
foot. It is inscribed: ‘‘ Giuen by S* John Asheton Bart to ye 
Church of Gisburne 1696,” and on the bowl there is a large 
and boldly-engraved achievement, with mantlings, knight’s

hand of Ulster. Crest: A mower with his scythe, for ASHETON. 
Height 7, dia. of bowl 43, of foot the same, depth of bowl 
4in. Hall-marks: (1) An animal, apparently a stag courant’; 
(2) Lh.c.; (3) 1pj (4)-sm. Old Eng. C.~- (bondon, 2660.) 

The paten-cover of this cup is of the usual character, and 
plain. On the button is engraved a shield of the Asheton arms, 
as on the cup, but without helmet, mantle, or crest. Dia. 53, 
of button 2}, height %in. WHall-marks; (1) lhe; (@) Ep; 
(3) sm. Old Eng. C; (4) IB.1 (Also London, 1680.) 

The paten is a plain circular plate on central circular stem. 
On it is inscribed: ‘‘ Gisburn Parish 1715.” Dia. 10, of foot 44, 
height 3in. Hall-marks: (rz) Badly-struck and illegible; (2) 
lichd.er.; (3) Brit.; (4) Court-hand’ V. (London, 1715.) 

The two pewter flagons are a pair of plain tankards; they 
have lost their lids. Each is inscribed: ‘‘ Richard Brogdin? 
Church Warden of Gisburn 1725.” Height of each gin. 


GOLDSBOROUGH. 


Silver : Communion Cup with cover, Salver, Flagon, and Alms- 

dish ; also a Standing Cup with steeple cover. 

The first-mentioned cup has a straight-sided tapering bowl, 
a conical stem divided by a plain knop, and a domed and 
moulded foot. There is a thrice interlacing belt of leaf design 
of unusual pattern surrounding the bowl, and the date 1671. 
Encircling the dome of the foot there is a plain band of dots 
or hyphens. Height 64, dia. at lip 3%, of foot 3}, depth of 
bowl 3in. There are no hall-marks, but the engraved date is 
probably misleading. The vessel may be compared to the 
Communion Cup at Crathorne (York, 1593), figured at page 61 
in the first volume of this work, which it much resembles. 
Judging by its style we should place the Goldsborough cup in 
the latter part of Queen Elizabeth’s reign. 

The cover is domed with button, and has a thrice ee 
belt of leaf and flower device engraved upon it. On the button 
in a circle of laurel leaf: ‘‘ Anno Dom 1610.” Like the cup, 
this vessel is also probably rather older than the date inscribed 
upon it. Dia. 32, that of button 14, height 12in. No marks.

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The salver, which is used as a paten, is a very unusual, 
though a very interesting, vessel. It has been formed by soldering 
the circular hollow stem and foot of a paten of the Georgian 
type on to a rectangular oblong dish, obviously a piece of 
secular plate. At the centre of the dish is an armorial shield, 
Or a cross crosslet gules, for BYERLEY, an inescutcheon charged 
as follows: Quarterly, Ist, On an inescutcheon sa. a maunch 
arg., for WHARTON ? 2nd, On a fesse, 3 bucks’ heads cabossed, 
a ereccent- mn chief for .Hurron. 3rd Are, on a bend gu. 3 
plates, for BrEaucHAMP (Cumberland). 4th, Gu. 5 barrulets and 
a canton, for BERBURA. At the four corners of the dish are 
crests, as follows, each on a crest wreath. 1. Two lions’ jambs 
upholding a cross crosslet gu., for BYERLEY. 2. Three broad 
arrows pointing downwards, one in pale and two in saltire, 
enfiled with a ducal coronet, for Hutton of Goldsborough. 3. An 
ass’s head on the hinder parts of a lion. 4. A bull’s head erased 
ducally gorged. The dish measures 7452, and now stands 1? 
high on its central stem.’ Hall-marks on dish: (1) Wi; (2) 
Bit; (3) lbd.er. (4), cap. Rom. D;in angular shield (5) five 
lions on a cross, no shield. (York, 1703, Wm. Williamson, free 
1694.) The same date-letter is found on a cup and paten in 
the military chapel of York Castle, but it is of rare occurrence. 

The flagon is a tankard without lip, but having a domed 
cover with thumb-piece, and a widely moulded base. It bears 
the inscription: “Ex Dono Roberts Weelks S.T.B. Ecclesiae de 
Goldsbrough Rectoris Praeb. de Ripon ac Collegyy Magdalanensis 
in Oxonio olam Socyy Anno Dom. 1715.” Height 12, dia. at 
top 44, of base 74#in. MHall-marks in the usual place on the 
barrel: (zr) FA, with a pellet between the letters, and others 
above and below: (2) bihder; () Brit.. (4) Court-hand VY. 
The maker’s mark is repeated on the handle, and the other 
three marks on the rim of the cover. (London, 1715, perhaps 
an unnoted mark of Thos. Farren or Wm. Fawdery.) 

The alms-dish is in more than one respect unworthy of the 
fine Eucharistic vessels at Goldsborough with which it is 
associated. It is a production of the period sometimes alluded 
to by antiquaries as “the wicked ’fifties.” The design is sort 
of quasi-medieval, and around the rim is engraved in so-called 
“ Gothic’ lettering: “ Domine dominus noster quam admirabile 
est nomen tuum in universa terra,” whilst a separate piece of 
silver representing the letters IHS in monogram has _ been 
Giveted onto the Centre: of ithe plate. On the back is an 
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inscription: ‘‘ The silver of which this Dish is made was found 
near the north wall of Goldsborough Church Feby 1859 with Saxon 
and Cufic coins about AD 800.” Dia. 12in. Hall-marks: 
(1) RG, crown above: (2) Iyp3>(3) Lihnuter: (4) sm Ol Png. 
D; (5) queen’s head. (London, 1859.) Also the stamp of 
“FARRARDS Panton St. LONDON.”’ The metal from which this 
alms-dish of doubtful elegance was made consisted of a large 
number of small ingots or bars of silver, found in association 
with silver coins and a considerable quantity of silver brooches, 
armlets, and other ornaments, the whole having been buried 
to a depth of about 3 feet in a small leaden chest. The main 
part of the find is now in the British Museum, and has been 
described in a volume of the Archeological Journal. The 
date inscribed on the alms-plate, “about AD 800,” is at all 
events incorrect. The Saxon coins found include one of Alfred 
the Great (871-go1), and another of his son Edweard (goI-924). 
The Cufic coins are of the Samanian dynasty, and embrace 
examples of several successive rulers; but it is obvious that the 
date of the deposit must be determined not by the earliest but 
by the latest coin found in it. Two of the eastern coins were 
struck in gto under Ahmed ben Ismail; one of Nasr ben Ahmed 
with the Khalifah’s name Al Moktader Billar, whose rule ended 
in 932. It is therefore reasonable to suppose that the hoard was 
deposited at the very end of King Edweard’s reign, say, after 
g20, since there is no coin of Athelstan (924-940). Lt 15, 08 
course, matter for great regret that some part of this collection, 
which is a land-mark in the study of Anglo-Saxon art and 
commerce, should not have been retained in the county of York ; 
and especially that these ancient ingots should have suffered 
destruction merely to come out again in the form of an alms- 
dish, which is not at the present time worth half-a-crown an 
ounce. There is, however, preserved in the parish a small silver 
cross, part of the same hoard. The cross has the appearance 
of much wear, and had possibly been used as a personal orna- 
ment before the. time of the deposit. It is prerced at the ead 
of the longer arm, so that it could be suspended upside down, 
and is apparently a St. Peter’s cross. 

The most magnificent piece of plate at Goldsborough, if 
not also in Yorkshire, remains to be described. This is a large 
silver-gilt standing cup with a sort of steeple cover. The bowl 
is goblet-shaped, and the stem-proper is short with a spherical 
knop in its centre. This rises from a long trumpet-shaped foot 
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with a moulded base. The bowl and trumpet are frosted all 
over by punching, which gives the appearance of pin-points ; 
and where the spherical knop joins on to the bowl and the 
foot there is a chasing of leaf design. On the bowl is engraved 
an armorial shield within a circle of berried laurel, viz.: Quar- 
telly, mst and 4th, Sa. om ‘a chief arg. 3 lions’ “heads. erased 
of the first, for RICHARDSON of North Bierley. 2nd and 3rd. 
Ermine on a canton az. a saltire arg., for JEFFS or JEFFREY. 
Below the device is the inscription: ‘‘ Ex dono Thomae Richard- 
son Militis capitalis Iusticiar: de Banco Regis A® Dni, 1634” ; 
and above, in two lines: ‘ Moritur Amicus | Vivit Amicitia.” 
Round the rim of the bowl occurs the additional legend: 
“The Gift of; Richard Hutton Esq? for the Service -of the 
Blessed Sacrament of the Lord's Supper.” Height of cup 122, 
dia. of bowl 4%, of foot 4?, depth of bowl 44in. Total height 
of cup and cover 17in. Weight 21b. 540z. avoirdupois =33 oz. 
19 dwt. troy. The cover is a dome, surmounted by a trumpet- 
shaped member, which is an echo of the stem, and carries a 
moulded finial or spire, and is nearly 54 high to the top of 
the spire. The original hall-marks appear in a rather incon- 
spicuous position on the underside of the rim of the cover only, 
and are: (1) RC, with 3 pellets above, and as many below, 
with descending lines in point; (2) l.h.c.; (3) lp. (4) Lom- 
bardic E. (London, 1602.) The lion passant as used in 1602, 
also appears beneath the foot of the cup. The same maker’s 
mark occurs on a cup dated 1599 belonging to the Innholders’ 
Company. Other marks on both cup and cover are: (1) ES; 
(2) debec; (3) Lp; (4) long . italic -S, (london, 16355) The 
story of this magnificent vessel, which is of the loving cup type, 
and was doubtless a secular piece originally, seems to be that 
it was bequeathed by Chief Justice Sir Thomas Richardson! 
to Richard Hutton, Esq., who in 1635 had it reassayed in order 
that the hall-marks might be more in evidence. Clearly a good 
deal of work was put on the cup at that time—the armorial 


1 Sir Thos. Richardson was born at 
Hardwick, Norfolk, and baptized on 
3 July, 1569. On 28 November, 1626, he 
was appointed Lord Chief Justice of the 
Common Pleas, and Lord Chief Justice 
of the King’s Bench 24 October, 1631. 
He died at his house in Chancery Lane, 
4 February, 1634-5, and was buried in 
the north aisle of the choir in West- 
minster Abbey. A quaint record (for 
its mixture of English and French) was 
quoted a good many years ago in the 
Cornhill Magazine. The writer says: 


‘“ Let me note here a curious specimen of 
law jargon, from one of the year-books : 
‘ Richardson Ch. Just. de C.B. al assizes 
at Salisbury, in summer 1631, fuit 
assault per prisoner, la condemné pur 
felony que puis son condemnation jest 
un brickbat a le dit Justice que narrowly 
mist and per ceo immediately fuit 
indictment drawn per noy envers le 
prisoner and son dexter main ampute 
and fix al gibbet sur que luy mesme imme- 
diatement hange in presence of court.’ ”’

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shield and the inscriptions. The frosting of the bowl and stem 
is a form of ornament more characteristic of 1635 than 1602, 
and if that were also then added, it is possible that the original 
hall-marks on the cup became obliterated in the process. At a 
later period Mr. Hutton presented the cup to Goldsborough 
Church for the service of the Blessed Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper. He was slain with forty others, in 1645, near Milford. 
This fact helps us to fix approximately the date when the cup 
was given to Goldsborough Church, since it must have been 
between 1635 and 1645. Richard Hutton’s son, Sir Richard 
Hutton, knt., married Anne, daughter and heir of Anthony 
Bierley.. (Plate Vill, p: 109,) 


GREASBOROUGH. 


Plated : Two Cups, a Paten, and Flagon. 

These are not of any interest, 

The late Vicar, Rev. Wm. Byers, writing in 1884, says: 
“When I came here in 1856 I found an ordinary silver cup 
and a silver paten. These being inadequate for our use, at 
the suggestion and request of our Churchwarden, we sold the 
cup and paten in part payment of a new set of good silver- 
plated service, viz. 2 cups, a paten, and flagon, which we have 
now in use.” 


GREAT OUSEBURN. 


Silver: Cup, Paten, and Flagon. 

Placa > Cap. 

The silver cup has a somewhat tulip-shaped bowl, a rather 
straight stem with a thin horizontal flange in the position of a 
knop, and a flat-stepped foot of two members. An engraved 
belt of scroll and leaf design encircles the upper part of the 
bowl, around which it interlaces four times. There is a hori- 
zontal reeding with other slight ornament at the junction of 
the stem with the bowl, and a further small pattern occurs 
upon the vertical edge of the foot. Height 63, dia. of bowl 3}, 
of foot 34, depth of bowl 341n. There are two marks only: 
(x) a stag’s head, in a shaped shield; (2) a circular punch, 
which appears to be filled in with dots or pellets (possibly a 
workman’s mark). The former of these is evidently the mark 
of the same silversmith who made the pair of Communion cups 
at the church of St. Margaret, Westminster, in 1551, and another 
pair at Cirencester, 1570. These last are all of the Edwardian 
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shape, but the Great Ouseburn cup, though not exactly con- 
forming to the style of other London-made vessels of its period, 
is nevertheless characteristic of those of the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth. In an old terrier mention is made of a cover to 
this cup, marked with the date 1571, but it has been lost since 
at least forty-five years ago. 

The paten is a vessel on a central stem and foot, with a 
kind of gadrooning round the rim of the plate and foot. It is 
engraved at the centre: “AD 1731,” but the last two figures 
appear to have been altered. Dia. 84, that of foot 34, height 
24in. Hall-marks: (1) GA, crown above; (2) Brit.; (3) Court- 
hand D; (4) lihd.er. The last-named mark is also repeated 
inside the foot. (London, 1699, Wm. Gamble, entered 1697.) 
CLS. 0, 430: 

The flagon is a tankard with raised flat lid and ornamental 
thumb-piece, but no spout. There is, however, a shaped pro- 
jection from the lid over where a spout would be. On the 
front of the barrel are the initials “DC,” with leaf mantling, 
together with the inscription, in cursive lettering: “ This 
Tankard gwen by Mrs. Eliz: Colston to Great Ouseburn Church 
July 24” 1756.” Height 6, dia. at top 5, at bottom 54in. 
Hall-marks: (rz) IC, with mullet below; (2) lh.c.; (3) Lp; 
(4) sm. Old Eng. F. (London, 1683, perhaps Joseph Clare.) 

The plated cup is goblet-shaped, with pine leaves rising up 
the sides of the bowl from its junction with the stem, but 
otherwise plain. It is 7} in height, and is inscribed: “ For the 
use of Great Ouseburn Anno Domim 1804.” 


GREEN HAMMERTON. 
(In the parish of Whizley.) 

Silver: Cup, Paten, and Flagon. | 

The cup is plain, and is 7} in diameter. London _hall- 
marks for 1857. Makers, CTF-GF. The paten is a plate 
6} in dia., and stands 2} high on a central stem. It has the 
London marks for 1894. Makers, OW & W. The flagon is a 
tankard with domed cover, a spout, and plain handle with thumb- 
piece. Height 8in. MHall-marks as on the cup. (London, 1857.) 

All three pieces are engraved with the Sacred Monogram 
in a glory, and the words: ‘‘ St Thomas’ Church Green Hammer- 
ton’’; and the flagon has the additional inscription on the lid: 
“ Presented by the Honble N Leslie Melville to Green Hammer- 
ton Church Easter Day 1895.” 
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GRINDLETON. 

Silver: Arvil Flagon. 

Plated : Cup, two Patens, and a Flagon. 

The silver Arvil flagon, which is still in use at funerals, was 
given about 1860 by Miss Brown, of Rathmel, who also founded 
some almshouses in the parish. It is a plain tankard with lid 
and handle, but no spout. On the handle are engraved the 
letters ““GBH,” which are believed to be for George Horner 
Brown, the donor’s brother. Height 9, dia. at top 4, of base 
sri. Hallmarks = (i) "WP over” JP. (2) 4p; aa) ec. 
(4) cap. Old Eng. M. (London, 1767, Wm. & Jas. Priest.) 

The cup is plain with a curved bell-shaped bowl. Height 7in. 

The larger paten stands on three small feet. Dia. 11 in. 

The smaller paten is a circular plate on a central circular 
stem. Dia. 73, height 2?in. 

The flagon is a tankard with lid, handle, and spout. Height 
T24i, 

GUTSELEY. 


Silver: Cup with cover, and a Paten. Also two modern 
Chalices and two Patens. 

Plated; Cup and Flagon. 

The cup has a plain straight-sided bell-shaped bowl and a 
plain moulded stem and foot. Height 7, dia. of bowl 3%, of 
foot 32%in. MHall-marks: (1) Court-hand B; (2) l.p.; (3) Lh.c.; 
(4) maker’s mark much worn, the lower portion of a pointed 
shield with a bird alone showing. (London, 16309.) 

The cover fitted to this cup is also quite plain, with a plain 
button. Dia. 4fin. MHall-marks: (1) RW, in _ heart-shaped 
shield, a mullet below the letters; (2) leop. and lys; (3) cap. 
italic Z. (York, 1682, Robt. Williamson.) 

The paten is similar in design to that already described 
and -figuted. at St. Cuthbert’s Church, Work- (vol..4,. p..10,;and 
Plate IV). Its dia. is ro}, that of the foot 43, and the height 
34in. It bears the same three hall-marks as the cover to the 
cup just mentioned. (York, 1682.) It is worthy of notice 
that this paten‘is nine years later in date, and by another 
maker, than that at St. Cuthbert’s, York; but it is of precisely 
similar fashion, and has identical hall-marks with those on a paten 
at Conisburgh (g.v.). 

The larger of the modern chalices is a reproduction by Meecret 
Lambert, of Coventry Street, of an actually existing pre-Reforma-

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tion vessel, and has engraved round its somewhat broad and 
flattened bowl the suffrage: “‘ PATER DE COELIS DEUS MISERERE 
NOBIS,’ in quaint Gothic lettering. The general form of the 
chalice is that of c.1525, and it is 7 high. It has an inscrip- 
tion beneath the foot with the year 1913, and it bears the 
London hall-marks for that year. The paten is a simple plate 
54 in dia., and has similar hall-marks. 

The smaller chalice, 54 high, bears with its accompanying 
paten London marks for 1904. Maker also H L. 

The base metal cup is plain, without marks or inscription, 
and is not of much interest. Height 841in. 

The flagon is also devoid of interest, and without marks or 
inscription. It is a tankard, 10 in height, with curved sides, 
a domed lid, a plain spout and handle. 


HALIFAX, 


Silver; Four Cups, seven Patens, two Flagons, and a Spoon ; 
also two modern Chalices, two Patens, Flagon, and 
Spoon. 

Brass: Two Alms-dishes. 

The four ancient cups are alike, having tapering bowls 
with slightly everted lips. The stem in each case has a narrow 
but boldly projecting knop. The feet are domed. Height 9? to 
go, dia. of bowls 44, of feet 4, depth of bowls 54in. Hall 
marks. (<) Lombardie I: ({2)?lp- -() )h-c; .. 4) maker's 
mark illegible. (London, 1606.) O.E.P., p. 419.1 

Four of the patens belong to the cups above described ; 
they are quite plain, except for four circular lnes round the 
rim of each. The dia. is 64, that of the sinking in the centre 
4in. The hall-marks are the same as those on the cups. 
(London, 1606.) One of these four patens is in use at the 
mission church of St. Barnabas. Two other patens form a 
pair, and stand on central circular feet with a bold gadroon 
ornament round the rims of the plates and also of the feet. 
Each is inscribed: “‘ Ovenden Gift to the Church of Hallifax 
when Illingworth was made Parochiall, 1695.’ Dimensions of 
each: dia. of plate 73, of foot 38, height 24in. Hall-marks: 
(Ey TA linked letters. -(2jiics (3) lip.;. (4) sm. Old Eng. k, 
(London, 1694, probably Thomas Allen.)

The second flagon is also tankard-shaped, with lid and thumb- 
piece, but without spout.

Anno Domini 1730.” The Sacred Monogram in a glory appears 
on the other side of the barrel. Height 154, dia. at top 54, 
of base g}in. Hall-marks: (1) TT, rose and crown above; 
(2)-1.p3 (3) Lb. (4) cap. Rom. P: “Geendon, 4740. gos: 
Tearle.) 

The older spoon is an apostle spoon, but there is nothing 
to indicate which apostle it represents; it displays considerable 
signs of gilding. The spoon has a plain flat stem with a small 
vine leaf on the inside of the bowl, close to the stem, and 
three small vine leaves one above the other on the back of the 
stem close to the bowl. On the back of the bowl is a dotted 
inscription, “1676 T.B. SB.” Length of spoon 7%, of bowl 23, 
width of bowl 2in. There are no hall-marks. 

The modern plate is generally uninteresting, excepting 
perhaps for the inscriptions. A chalice, paten, and flagon form 
a set inscribed: “ Presented to the Halifax Parish Church by 
Maude Pigou, Oct. 7th 1879.’ The chalice is 62? high, the 
paten 8 in dia., and the height of the flagon is 12?in. Assay- 
marks, Sheffield, 1879. . 

Another chalice and paten of quasi-medizeval design are 
inscribed: “‘In mem. MAY LOUISE CURL MCMXIII.” London, 
IQI2. 

A modern spoon bears the usual hall-marks of London for 
1879. There are also two glass cruets, silver-mounted, and with 
Latin crosses on the top of each. 

The old brass alms-dish is 21 in dia., and has a representa- 
tion of Adam and Eve on either side of the tree. It has been 
heavily repaired. 
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The modern alms-dish (brass) has a scene disclosing the poor 
widow casting her two mites into the treasury (St. Mark xii, 42), 
and the inscription: “‘ For the Service of God and in memory 
of Thomas Turlay who died 18th August 1871.” Dia. 162in. 


HALTON GILL. 


Silver-gilt > Chalice, Paten, and Flagon. 


These vessels are of medieval design, and were given by 
the Dawson family in 1848. Each bears a shield with the Daw- 
son arms, viz.: On a bend indented 3 martlets. | 

The chalice is 7 high, and has a hexagonal foot with a cruci- 
fix engraved on one of the compartments. 

The paten is 64 in dia., and has a vernical or face of Our 
Lord in the centre. Around the rim, in Old English characters : 
“Per mysterium sancte Incarnationis tue libera nos Domine.” 

The flagon is jug-shaped, with spout. It is 10 high, and is 
inscribed in a band round the centre of the bowl: ‘‘ Laudamus 
Te Benedicimus Tibi.”” On the foot in addition to the arms of 
Dawson is their motto: “‘ Date Deo toto corde.”’ 

The hall-marks are those of London for 1847. Maker, J. 
Keith. 


HAMPSTHWAITE. 


Silver: Chalice, Paten, and Flagon. 
Pewter: A Flagon. 


These vessels are of medieval outline. The chalice is 8 
high ; the paten 6$ in dia., with the Sacred Monogram at the 
centre, and around the rim the obtestation: ‘ Per mysterium 
Sancte Incarnationis tue libera nos Domine.’ The flagon is jug- 
shaped, 104 in height, and is inscribed round the bowl: “ Gloria 
in excelsis Deo Alleluia.” 

Each vessel. is inscribed on the under side: ‘Given by 
Edwin Greenwood Esq? for use in Hampsthwaite Parish Church 
A.D. 1848”; and all bear the London hall-marks for that year. 
Maker, I JK. 

The pewter flagon is in shape something like those of St. Denis, 
York. It is inscribed between two poorly-cut angels: “‘ The Parish 
Church of Hampsthwaite FE. Bainbridge, Vicar, 1747. Gloria 
Deo.” Height 13in. A second and similar flagon noted in 1888 
has disappeared. 
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HANDSWORTH. 


Silver: Cup and modern Paten. 

Plated: Paten and Flagon. 

The cup has a bell-shaped bowl, a plain stem with knop, and 
plain foot. Round the bowl is a thrice interlacing belt enclosing 
dots. (Plate XXIII, p. 234.) It is very similar in outline to the 
1570 Communion Cup at St. Maurice’s, York. Height 62, dia. 
of bowl 34, of foot 3, depth of bowl 4in. Hall-marks: (1) cap. 
Rom. L, in a punch shaped to the letter; (2) leop..and lys:; 
(3) RG. (York, 1571, “Robert Gylmyn,- tree 1550) OsE.2:, 
p. 95. This is the only example known to the editor of the 
York date-letter for 1571. 

The paten is a flat plate with slightly raised edge, and stand- 
ing on a central stem.. It is inscribed: “The gift of Ann 
Stacey A.D. 1874.” Dia. of plate 6, of foot 34in., and height 
the same. Hall-marks: Sheffield, 1874. 

The plated paten is a plain plate on a stem; dia. 8, height 
Id in. 

The flagon is a modern tankard Io in height. 


HAREWOOD. 


Silver: Two Cups, two Patens, and a Flagon. 

The two cups are alike, having bell-shaped bowls, plain 
stems with moulded bands in place of knops, and plain feet. 
Each is inscribed: “ The Gift of Jno Boulter Esqr to Harwood 
Church 1702.’ Mr. Boulter was Lord of the Manor and patron 
of the Church; he lived at Gawthorpe Hall. Height of each 
cup 9, dia. of bowl 4, of foot 44, depth of the bowl 5 in. 
The rims have been repaired with a narrow band of silver, 
partly obliterating the hall-marks. All that can be decyphered 
of these is the shape of the punches, which show that they are 
of the Britannia standard. 

The patens are also alike. They are very rudely fashioned. 
They are round plates with high edges, and stand on hollow 
conical stems. One bears the same inscription as the cups; 
the other is inscribed: “ The Gift of Anthony Sawdry to Harwood 
Church.” Anthony Sawdry was parish clerk of Harewood. 
Dia. of the plates 7, of the feet 4, height 3} in each ‘case. 
(See Plate IX.) There are three hall-marks on each paten, and 
these are very interesting and peculiar: (1) ST, in monogram; 
(2) a fleece ; (3) the first mark repeated (Leeds, c. 1700).

LEEDs, c. 1700. 
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The fleece, which is one of those irregular marks prevailing 
durme the second half of the seventeenth century, may, we 
think, with much confidence be attributed to Leeds. Several 
examples are known; see under Almondbury (p. 17, footnote). 
The same maker’s mark, ST, in monogram, appears alone, 
thrice struck, on a cup at Darrington, which also see. One of 
the patens has the inscribed date 1702 upon it. 

The flagon is modern. It is a tankard with spout, and 
having a plain cross rising from the lid; the Sacred Monogram 
in -a-glory is engraved: on the front of thé barrel. Height 12 in. 
This was given by the Rev. Miles Atkinson on his induction in 
1855, and it bears the London hall-marks for that year. Makers, 
TWH and FP. 


HARROGATE, CHRIST S CHURCH, 


Silver: Two modern Chalices, two Patens, and a Flagon ; 
also two older Patens. 


Plated: A Cup and twelve Alms-dishes. 


The modern vessels do not call for lengthy description. All 
are of medizval design, and are parcel gilt. The chalices have 
pierced hexagonal knops and feet, the monogram I HC on one 
of the splays of the latter. Height of each 84in. The patens 
are simple plates with the Agnus Dei engraved at the centre, 
and on the rim the text: “O Lamb of God,” etc. Dia. 6% in. 
The flagon is vase-shaped, with cover and curved handle; it 
has around the bowl the legend: “ Glory be to God on High.” 
HMereht rin. The chaliceés and patens’ are-inscribed: ~ Jn 
Memory of William Sheepshanks 1872,” but the flagon 1s without 
inscription. All were the gift of the Rev. Thos. Sheepshanks, 
and all bear the London hall-marks for 1872. Makers, T C—E.C. 

One of the older patens is an ordinary domestic silver salver 
or waiter with scolloped edge, and standing on three small feet. 
It is quite plain, and measures 74 in dia. and x in height. 
Hall-marks: (1) I.p.; (2) W 1, in oblong ; (3) sm. Rom: <Q, im 
shaped shield; (4) l.h.c., also in shaped shield. (London, 1751.) 

The other paten is an ecclesiastical vessel, and stands on a 
thin stem and foot. The Sacred Monogram in a glory appears 
at the centre of the plate, which is 84 in dia., the height of 
the paten being 3in. Hall-marks: (1) IB, beneath a royal 
crown; (2) JLps (3) Lh.c. (4) sm. Ikom: KK %(5) King’s head. 
(London, 1825, John Bridge, entered 1823.)

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The plated cup is goblet-shaped, with small knop, and is 
3 high; it has no marks nor inscription. 

The twelve alms-dishes are ordinary plates, each Io in diameter. 
One of them is marked: J.D. & S35 “the rest are without 
marks, 


HARROGALE Si. LURE. 


Silver : Modern service of two Cups, three Patens, and a 
Flagon; also two older Cups, two Patens of 
silver, and a plated Flagon from Christ’s Church, 
of which this was formerly a chapelry. 


The modern vessels are all quite plain. The cups have bell- 
shaped bowls, and are g high. One of the patens stands on a 
central stem, and has a dia. of g and height of 4in.; the other 
two are equally 9 in dia., but are ordinary plates. The flagon 
is a tankard with lid and spout, 13 in height. All bear .modern 
Birmingham assay-marks. 

The above set was presented, as an inscription beneath the 
foot of the paten informs us, by Mrs. Joseph Pilling on the 
occasion of the consecration of the church, 18th October, 1897. 

The older cups have slightly curved bell-shaped bowls. 
One of them, with a thick and somewhat clumsy stem, is 7} 
high, dia. of bowl 4, of foot 34in. Its hall-marks are: (1) RB, 
script; (2) Lips. (3) Lh.cs May smc Rom.O. (London, 2750, 

The other cup is of similar dimensions, but has the Sacred 
Monogram in a glory engraved upon the bowl, and is marked:

The patens are simple plates, 8? in dia., with the Sacred 
Monogram in a glory engraved at the centre of each.

The flagon appears to be plated on copper, and is a tankard 
with cover and spout. It is 1z high, and bears no marks, nor 
nscription.

HARTHILL. 
LONDON, 1675. 
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The cup is a modern Communion cup, 72 high. The paten 
is a circular plate on a central stem, dia. 73, height 14 in. 
The flagon is jug-shaped, with lid, spout and handle, and is 
gzin. high. Each of these is inscribed: “ Ye gift of Perigrine 
2nd Duke of Leeds to Harthill Church.” Hall-marks on each: 
London, 1879. 

These vessels were obtained from Messrs. Lambert, of Coven- 
try Street, who bought from the late Rector the old service 
which was really given by Peregrine, Duke of Leeds, and of 
which the candlesticks still remaining formed part. It was a 
most unfortunate act on the part of the Rector to part with 
the beautiful old plate, which belonged, not to him, but to the 
parishioners, although the idea of doing so seems to have been 
strangely suggested to him by the then Rural Dean, the Hon. 
and Rev. W. Howard, F.S.A., on the ground that the plate 
looked ‘“ unecclesiastical.”” As both he and Mr. Howard are 
now deceased, it is unfitting to say more than to emphasise 
once again the fact that the sale of Church Plate is illegal, 
unless authorised by a faculty from the Bishop’s. Court.! 

The altar candlesticks are among the most handsome vessels 
of their date, and have considerable peculiarity of design. The 
bases, octagonal in outline, are flattened, and at each angle on 
the splay downwards there is. an acanthus leaf. Round the 
stem above the base there is a series of acanthus leaves down- 
wards. Immediately above this there is a projection similar 
to, but smaller than, the base. Above this projection is a stem 
richly ornamented with acanthus leaves, and of baluster outline, 
supporting a richly fluted barrel or tube, octofoil in plan ex- 
ternally and within, which holds the candle. Each candlestick 
is inscribed: “ Ye gtft of Perigrine 24 Duke of Leeds to Hart- 
hill Church.” These candlesticks, which are the only examples 
of silver altar candlesticks in Yorkshire, besides the two sets 
at York Minster, are preserved in the original handsome covers 
of stamped leather. (See Plate X.) While it is a matter for 
much congratulation that this portion of the service of plate 
should have been saved, the real beauty of these candlesticks, 
and the excellence of their workmanship, makes it all the more 
a subject for genuine regret that the parish should have lost 
the other vessels. The dimensions are as follows: Height 13%, 
dia.o; bases 107 in. Hall-marks: (1) 1B; (2) Lp.; (3) cap. Old 
Bug. 3S; (4) kine. (London, 1675, perhaps John Burt.)

The cup, which is quite plain, has a tapering bowl with a 
quasi-baluster stem and a plain circular spread for foot. It is 
63 high, the dia. of the bowl and of the foot being equally

The paten is a vessel on a central stem and foot. There is 
a cable pattern round the rim, and also encircling the edge of 
the foot. At the centre of the plate an heraldic shield is en- 
geraved surrounded by foliage, and depicting a lion’s head erased 
between 3 cross crosslets, for ARMYTAGE of Kirklees. Dia. 63, 
that of foot.

The credence salver also stands upon a circular stem and foot. 
The plate has a flat rim, which is embossed with a Jacobean 
device. It is 8? in dia. and 2 high. aly one mark? the lion 
passant, occurs on the foot. 

The flagon, a very handsome vessel, is a plain upright 
tankard with cover and thumb-piece, but no spout. It is 
engraved on the barrel with the Armytage arms as above, but 
surmounted by the crest, an arm embowed holding a staff. 
All is surrounded by an oval of Arabesque scroll-work, and the 
vessel is further inscribed: “This peece of plate was given by 
ye Honble Sr John Armytage Bart to Heartishead Chappell, 
1708.” Height 124, dia. at top 43, of base 7in. Hall-marks: 
(1) WA, with anchor between the letters ; (2) Brit.; (3) li.hd.er.;

HAWORTH. 


Silver: Beaker Cup; also modern Chalice, two Patens, Alms- 
_ dish, and Flagon. 

Pewter: Two Flagons. 

The beaker cup is one of the finest, possibly the most ad- 
mitable, piece of Church Plate of its style in. Yorkshire. Ht has 
a slightly everted lip, near which is engraved a belt of leaf 
design, floriating downwards only, in three places. Its dimensions 
are: 5% in. height, dias.at- lip 3) of foot 34m. “There isa 
slight moulding on the foot, underneath which are engraved 
the letters H.N.D., and the hall-marks, which are grouped, are : 
(eye itp. <2) ieee.” (3) “cap. tome (O-- s(4) TL wathe-a stroke 
below, as recorded on a jug-shaped flagon at Westwell, Kent. 
(O22. p 427) (London, 15093.) 

This peculiar form of Church’ vessel 1s figured at Plate Il, 
p. 13, and is virtually identical with a beaker Communion cup 
at Stickney, Lincolnshire, 1608, described and illustrated in Dr. 
Mansel Sympson’s Church Plate in the Diocese of Lincoln, although 
not made by the same maker. Dr. Sympson there says that 
only five beakers are known to be used as Communion cups in 
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England, but examination would probably reveal a larger num- 
ber. In Yorkshire alone we have such vessels in use at the 
churches of Barnoldswick, 1618; Cumberworth, 1655; Ruston 
Parva, 1578, and Throapham, 1772, besides this one at Haworth, 
1593. There can be small doubt that all were originally made 
for secular uses. 

The modern vessels are of no special interest. The chalice 
is 7$ high, and bears the assay-marks of Sheffield for 1874. 
The paten is g in dia., and the alms-dish, which has a dia. of 
11%, is inscribed on the rim: ‘“ Freely ye have received Freely 
sive.” -Their marks are those of Shefiield for 13675; Under- 
neath is engraved: .“ Presented to St... Michaels sChurca; 
Haworth, by Michael Merrall of Law House 1875.” There is 
also a paten on a central foot 8 in dia. and 3 high. It, too, 
has Sheffield assay-marks for 1874. 

The flagon is vase-shaped with cover 12 high, and has also 
the Sheffield marks for 1874. Makers: WS-H.S. It is in- 
scribed: ‘‘ Presented together with paten & chalice by M. H. 
Horsfall in memory of her father, The Rev4 James Charnock, 
for many years Incumbent of Haworth.” 

The pewter flagons are of much interest by reason of their 
association with the Wesleys. The Rev. John Wesley was a 
friend of Mr. Grimshaw, rector of Haworth, and it is said that 
for thirty years he did not omit to come annually to Haworth 
to. celebrate the Holy Communion there. In his diary in 1757, 
he writes: “Sunday, 22 May, after preaching at five, I took 
horse-4or “Haworth <2 7.2%: I suppose there were nearly a 
thousand Communicants, and scarcely a trifler among them.”’ 

The flagons are tankards 12} high, with covers and thumb- 
pieces, but no spouts. It is thought that the verses upon them were 
compiled by the Rev. Charles Wesley. On the barrel of one is :— 


“ Blest JESUS what delicious .Fare 
How sweet THINE Entertainments are 
Never did Angels taste above 
Redeeming Grace or dying Love. 
ADs. U75O.” 


On the other tankard 1s inserfbed -—— 


“In JESUS we live. In JESUS we rest

And all from HJS passion our happiness flows.”’ 
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Underneath each flagon is engraved : ‘‘ W. Grimshaw Minister 
W. Sharpe B. Hey Ch. Wardens 1750.”’. There are no pewterer’s 
marks.

Silver : Two Cups, two Patens, and Flagon ; also two modern 
Chalices and a Paten. 


The old Communion cup is a very interesting vessel. It has 
a bell-shaped bowl on a thin, well-moulded baluster stem, rising 
from a plain circular foot. It is 84 high, and the dia. of its 
bowl and foot are both 3}4in. The depth of the bowl is also 
the same. -Hall-marks: (1) 1 P, im shaped oblong; (2) cap. 
hom-Z > 43) teop. and-lys. (York, 1031, James Plimmer.) 

The other cup is a purely modern copy of the above, very 
faithfully done. The hall-marks are modern, London. Maker,

The larger and older paten is hke a soup-plate in form, and 
has a legend engraved around the rim: “ Ex dono Walt. Wade — 
de New Grange Armigert Anno Dom.1756.” Dia. 8#in. Hall-marks: 
(er WS-W Pm sceross: (2 ip; (Gy Lh.c;. (4) cap. Rom. 1. 
(London, 1724, Shaw & Priest.) 

The other paten is an ordinary secular waiter on three small 
feet, and chased all over its upper surface. At the centre is 
engraved in a circle: “Ex dono Gulielmi Williamson A.M. 
Hujus Ecclesiae Ministyt 1838.” Dia. 7, height about 1 in. 
Palemacks = ~(r) C-T EH: 42)sm. Rom.: A (3) bps ~G@) bh.c. 
(London, 1816, Cotton & Head.) 

The flagon is a tankard without spout, but having a cover 
with thumb-piece attached, a curved handle, and_broadly- 
splayed base. On the front is the inscription: “ Deo et Altani 
Sacram Lagenam hanc argentiem in usum Capelle de Headingley 
D.D.D. Walt. Wade de New Grange Armiger Anno Dom. 1756.” 
Its ‘height 1s: 13, dia. at top 4}, and of base 8in. The hall- 
matks, which are repeated in a growp inside the cover, are as 
on the larger paten. (London, 1724, Shaw & Priest.) 

The two chalices are of silver-gilt, and of medieval design. 
The larger one is 10 high, and has a jewelled knop. On the 
splays of its sexfoil base are medallions executed in enamel, 
and representing scenes of the passion. It is London, r8go. 

The. other chalice is 8} in height only. It is inscribed: 
“ Ad ministerium det qui dilectissemam matrem ad se recepit grato 
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animo hoc dedicat E.M.M. Fest Omn sanct. 1891.” The hall- 
marks are those of London for 1801. 

The paten corresponding to this chalice is a simple plate, 
inscribed on the back: “To the Glory of God and for the use 
of S. Michael’s Church, Headingley. The Gift of Susan Pullayne 
All Saimits Day 1sor, cs 4 

HEALAUGH. 


Silver: A Cup with Paten-cover. 

Pewter: A Flagon. 

The Cup is plain, having a round bell-shaped bowl affixed 
to a plain baluster stem and moulded foot, to which the bowl 
in all probability did not originally belong. The stem would 
not perhaps be much older than the bowl, but they are joined 
in such a manner as to suggest that they did not originally 
belong to each other. Height 54, dia. of bowl 34, of foot 2?in. 
Hall-marks on bowl: (1) MB, linked; (2) leop. and lys ; (3) cap. 
italic F. {York, 1602, Marmaduke Best.) 

The cover is 34 in dia., with plain button. It has the same 
hall-marks as the cup. The date-letter is badly struck, but there 
can be no doubt that it is the same as that on the cup. 

The pewter flagon is a tankard with an angular spout and a 
moulded band nearly midway round the barrel. It is inscribed: 
“Wiliam Akam. J. Brown Churchwardens 1759.” The tankard 
has lost its lid, but the hinge remains attached to the top of 
the handle. Height 9}, dia. at top 44, at base 54in. 

There are also here two copper-plated goblet-shaped cups 
and one or two other pieces presented to the church in recent 
times, but they bear no inscription, and are quite devoid of 
interest. 


HEMSWORTH. 


Silver: Three Cups, a Paten, Flagon, and Alms-dish. 

Pewter: A Plate. 

The oldest cup has a plain bell-shaped bowl, a moulded 
stem with a small knop, and a moulded foot. Height 64, dia. 
of bowl 3, and of foot 34in. It has no marks of any kind, 
and is disused at present, but it is referred to in the Terrier 
of 1817 as an “ old silver chalice in use.” 

The larger of the two other cups has a bell-shaped bowl with 
a moulded lip, and a moulding almost midway down the bowl. 
The stem is plain with a small knop or moulded band at the 
centre, and it has a plain moulded foot.

The flagon is a tankard with straight sides and a flat mould- 
ed lid, a straight spout, and a doubly curved handle. Height 
rosin. It has the same ornament, and bears the same hall- 
marks as the cup given by Mrs Alexander. (London, 1804.) 

The alms-dish is an ordinary plate, rather deeply sunk in the 
centre, and is 10 in diameter. It also bears the same hall-marks. 

The pewter plate is plain, and is 10% in dia.; it is inscribed: 
““ T,.M.—T.F.—CHVRCHWARDENS. There are some pewter marks: 
a crowned rose, the word LONDON, and several small shields.

Silvey: Cup with Paten-cover; also modern Cup and Paten 
and a modern Chalice with its Paten of medieval 
design. 

Pewter: Two Plates. 

The ancient Communion cup is of the ordinary Elizabethan 
character. The bowl, which is straight-sided, has an interlacing 
belt of leaf pattern round it. There is a small knop to the 
stem, which is otherwise plain, and there is a plain foot. Height 
64, dia. of bowl 34, of foot 3}, depth of bowl 34in. The paten- 
eover. has the date 21571 upon the button; which is, 1 in dia, 
and the height is 14in. Both cup and cover bear the hall- 
mare (nr) HS, mterlaced) in shaped shield; (2) Vh.c.. (3) Lops 
(4) sm. Old Eng. N. (London, 1570, probably Henry Sutton. 
Cf dngleby Amnctitie, vol. i, p. 112.) 

The modern cup is a piece of secular plate, and is gilt. It 
was given to the Church by a brother of the late Viscount 
Fiahiax, Ji is a-very handsome vessel, but. as the bowl is 
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fluted at the top it is very awkward for use as a chalice. 
Height 7}in. There are two hall-marks of doubtful import, and 
the cup is evidently not English. 

The paten is saucer-shaped, with a moulded rim, and is 
54 in diameter. It is quite plain, and has no inscription. Hall- 
marks: (1) RS; serpt:. (@) lp.

The cover to this cup is flat, with a large button. Dia. 53, 
of button 2%, height r$in.

The paten is a plate on a central circular stem, and is quite 
plain. It was bequeathed to the church by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Wilkinson, of Hull. Dia. 6, of foot 23, height 12in. Hall- 
marks: (1) Ti; (2) Brit.; (3) lichd.er.; (4) Court-hand M. (London, 
1707, Robert Timbrell.) 

The alms-dish is of great interest owing to its history. It 
was no doubt originally a piece of domestic plate, and was given 
to Hooton Roberts Church, as the parochial terriers inform us, 
by Elizabeth, Countess of Strafford, and widow of the great 
Earl of Strafford, who was beheaded 12 May, 1641. It has a 
crest upon it: A griffin statant gorged with a coronet, for 
WENTWORTH, and was not improbably a piece of the unfortunate 
Lord Strafford’s personal plate. Dia. 7$in. Hall-marks: (1) 
sm. italic H; (2) lp; (3) Lhics 44) WC, an atrow-point down-~ 
wards, between the letters. (London, 1625.) The maker’s mark 
is a well-known one, though his name has not been identified.

It has for 
marks a capital Old English B four times struck, for Bolsover, 
the inventor of Sheffield plate. The flagon was probably made 
by him.

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HORBURY. 


Silver-gilt: Two Chalices, two Patens, two Flagons, and an 
Alms-dish. 

The chalices, patens, and flagons were all made in 1869, the 
old plate given by Richard Witton, who lived at Lupsett Hall, 
mear Wakefield; in-1732, and a chalice given by Kev. John 
Taylor having been melted by the Rev. John Sharp, then vicar, 
to form the present set. The alms-dish alone escaped this 
wicked destruction. 

The chalices are alike in form and dimensions. The stems 
are five-sided, divided, however, by six-sided knops and spreading 
out ante curved hexagorial feet. Im one case the sides of the 
stem are studded with pearls above and below the knop, which 
is also ornamented with pearls; on each facet of the knop is 
a carbuncle, and on each spread of the foot a large amethyst. 
Altogether there are 72 small and 8 large pearls, 6 carbuncles, 
and a like number of amethysts. On the foot in Lombardic 
characters: “44 Sanguis Meus vere est potus.’’ Underneath 
tae toot: -~ Deo et Capellac dé Horbury Ricardus Witton de 
Lupsett Ar. D.D.D. Anno Dni 1732. Renov. 1869.’ Height 84 in. 

The other chalice is less gaudy in character. There is a 
representation of the crucifixion on one of the splays of the 
foot, and the Holy Lamb in the opposite compartment: “ ™& 
Ave in Ai‘ternum ccelestis potus”’; and under the foot: “ Deo 
et Capellae de Horbury Reverendus Johannes Taylor A.M. d.d.d. 
Anno dni 1801. Renov. 1869.” Height also 8$in. 

The patens are also alike, being simple plates with very 

slight central depressions. The one has the text: ‘“& Caro 
mea vera est cibos,” and an inscription similar to that on the 
jewelled chalice. On the other is: “+ Ave in AZternum sanc- 
tissima caro Christi.” The dia. of each is 7}in. 
_ The flagons are of the “round bellied” type, standing on 
hexagonal feet. The spouts are large, and the handles terminate 
at either ends in fleurs-de-lys. The only distinction between 
them is that the cover of one only terminates in a cross; and 
it is said that this flagon was designed to bring the wine to 
the altar, that without the cross the water. 

All the above-described vessels bear the same _ hall-marks, 
namely those of London for 1869. 

The alms-dish is a plain plate, 9} in dia., and upon the

The earliest of the patens belongs to the cup first above

It is inscribed: ‘‘ The Gift of Mr Thomas Walker 
Salter in Huddersfield to the Parish Church of that Town 
1st May 1723.” Height 124, dia. at top 43, of foot 7}in. Hall- 
marks:on batreland cover: (1)-cap, hom. 1; (2) the: ) (3) oho 
(4) J P, script, and in monogram. (London, 1726, John Pen- 
fold.) . 

Flagons No. 2 and No. 3 are alike, and form a pair in size 
as “well @s_ in appearances No, 2°15 inscribed + Phe “Gilg sor 
Mr. William Walker to the Parish Church of Huddersfield 
1* May 1723.’ No. 3 has the inseription: “ The Gift of Mrs 
Dorothy Walker to the Parish Church of Huddersfield 18t May 
1723. The height of each of these flagons is 103, dia. at tops 
34, that of the feet 64in. in each case. The hall-marks are - 
the same as those on the larger flagon. (London, 1726, John 
Penfold.) 

As these three vessels are hall-marked 1726-7, but bear an 
engraved date in 1723, it would appear that they were either 
testamentary bequests, or were inscribed with a date which the 
members of the family wished to commemorate. 

The two modern chalices are very beautiful vessels, fashioned 
to be copies of the ancient chalice of 1527, now at Trinity 
College, Oxford, but which originally belonged to St. Alban’s 
Abbey. (See 0.2:P.; p.230.) Each of these bears the following 
inscription around the outer edge underneath the foot: “ For . 
the glory of God and for the use of His Sanctuary, in reverent 
and loving memory of Jessy Tolson, who died 17 Feby. 1904,

this gift of a communion service is offered by her eldest daugh- 
ter, Margaret Dorothy Tolson, Whitsuntide 1g1r.” The height 
of each chalice is 8in. Hall-marks: London, rg11. Makers, the 
Goldsmiths and Silversmiths Co. 

The two patens belonging to these chalices are alike simple 
plates without feet. They are inscribed on the under side: “ Jessy 
Tolson memorial, Whitsuntide, rg11.”’ Dia. 7 in each case ; hall- 
marks as on the chalices. 

The fourth flagon, which we have described as modern, but 
which is not connected with the chalices and patens last de- 
scribed, is an ordinary late Victorian vessel, with moulded 
cover and foot.- On it is engraved: “ Parish Church Hudders- 
field Sep: 2284 1889.’’ Assay-marks, Sheffield, 1887. Makers, 
Martin Hall & Co. Height 62in. 


HUNSINGORE. 


Silver: Two Cups, one with cover, two Patens, Credence 
Salver, and a Flagon. 

The older cup has a bell-shaped bowl on a baluster form of 
stem rising from a moulded base. Engraved upon the bowl is 
a coat of arms in an oval surrounded by scroll-work: On a 
fesse between two lions passant guardant a fleur-de-lys between 
two crescents, for GOODRICKE of Ribstone. There is also the 
inscription: “Ex Dono Henrict Goodricke hujus Ecclesiae Vicari, 
1770. Height 63, dia. of bowl 34, of foot the same, depth of 
bow! also the same. Hall-marks: (1) GW: (2)lp>5 (@) Thc;

The cover to this cup is domed-shape with a terminal knob, 
and is modern. There are no marks. 

The larger cup has also a bell-shaped bowl with everted lip, 
a plain stem with bands in leu of knop, and a moulded foot. 
The Sacred Monogram in a glory appears upon the bowl, which 
is guscribed: ~~ This Cup 1s the Git of Lady Goodricke 1774. 
In MEMORY of Mrs Hewet, Mrs Lane, Col Thornton, Rev4 Mr 
Wickham, Mr Story.” Height 93, dia. at lip 44, of foot 44, 
depth of bowl 5 an, MHall-marks::..(1) WG, script; (2) lp

The smaller of the two patens is in reality a paten-cover for 
the last-mentioned cup. It is of the usual form with stem, and 
the Sacred Monogram is engraved upon the button or foot in 
rays of glory. Dia. 6, that of button 24, height 14in. The hall- 
marks are as on the cup. (London, 1773.) 
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The larger paten is of the usual type of vessel on a central 
circular stem and foot, and is chiefly interesting by reason of its 
hall-marks. The date-letter H without the King’s head affords 
confirmation of the editor’s conjecture (vol. i, p. 341) that H 
represents the year 1783, and’ J 1764.. The paten has the Sacred 
Monogram in a glory at the centre of the plate, and on the 
under side: “This Salver is the Gift of Mary Lady Goodnicke 
In MEMORY of Mrs Hutton, Mr Scott, Mr Fogg, Mr Allanson, 
Sr Wm Milner, Mr Wulson.” Dia. 6%, of foot 34, height 2?in.

The salver is square with scolloped corners, and stands on 
four small feet. At the centre in a cartouche-shaped shield, 
surrounded by flower and leaf ornament, are the arms of Good- 
ricke as before, but with the hand of Ulster on a canton, and 
impaling On a bend three trefoils slhpped.- Crest: Ont of 2 
ducal crown a demi-lion upholding a battle-axe. Motto, in 
an escroll below: LOYAL YET FREE. The salver measures 7 in. 
across each way, and stands ? high. On the back is the in- 
scription: “‘ The Gift of Lady Goodnicke 1771.” But the vessel 
is really older than that, and was doubtless originally*a secular 
piece of plate.

The only piece of any age is the silver cup, and it alone 
is of interest.

The silver cup has a broad and somewhat shallow bowl, 
a sort of baluster stem, and a plain circular foot.

The paten is a handsome and somewhat curious secular 
vessel. It is saucer-shaped, and has a handle on one side, 
that on the opposite side having been lost. The ornament, 
which is repoussé, consists of a central circle, of pomegranate 
fruit, from which issue four star-like rays, bordered with leaves. 
Between each of these rays and rising from stems are bunches 
of grapes and pomegranates. The outer circle is surrounded 
with small beads, _ (See Plate XIII)” Uhe-dia. ic. 524m, sand 
the vessel stands # high. There are traces of hall-marks in- 
dicating from their position that an outer rim has been cut 
off, an appearance the vessel itself manifests. The date-letter, 
the cap. Old Eng. G for London, 1664, alone remains on the 
vessel proper, but the: lion passant is struck on, tne™ handle. 
There is a somewhat similar saucer at Easby, and another used 
as an alms-dish at Bredgar, in Kent, is figured in O.E.P., p. 363. 

The modern cup has a bell-shaped bowl and a thin stem. 
Height 84in. The paten is a circular plate on a central cir- 
cular stem end foot. Dia. 74, height 2$in. Phe fagon is a 
tankard with a spout, handle, and thumb-piece ; the lid termin- 
ates in a cross. Height to top of cross 11?in. The alms-dish is 
a simple plate, 9} in diameter. Each of these pieces has the Sacred 
Monogram in a glory engraved upon it, and each bears the 
London marks for 1843. Maker, RH, in an oblong. 


KIPPAX. 


Silver: Two ancient Cups; also modern Cup, Paten, and 
Flagon. 

The two old cups, which are now disused, are almost alike. 
They have straight-sided bowls with curved lips, and plain 
stems and feet. One is rather larger than the other, and bears 
the inscription: ‘“ The Gift of the Right Hon*” the Lady Eliz: 
Viscountisse Pourbeck Kippax Parishe 1679.” It also has on a

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lozenge, surmounted by a coronet of seven pearls, the following 
bearings: On a cross 5 escallops, wmpaling Quarterly, rst and 
Ath, A chevron between 2 leopards’ faces in chief and a bugle 
horn in base; 2nd and 3rd, A griffin sejant debruised by a fesse.?

KIRKBURTON. 


Silver ; Two Cups, a Paten, and a Flagon. 
| The larger cup is a very fine piece of plate. It is silver-gilt, 
and is a tall standing cup of a type not altogether uncommon 
of its date. Several such cups have been noted as belonging 
to City Companies, and some others are in use as chalices in 
churches, ¢e.g. at Etton, Goldsborough, and Hutton Buscell, in 
Yorkshire, and elsewhere. The Kirkburton cup is a good ex- 
ample of its class; the bowl has straight sides, curved at the 
bottom, and with a leafage ornament repoussé on the lower 
part. There is a sort of knop or swelling in the stem below 
the bowl, which is ornamented with rams’ heads or masks. The 
vessel bears the same maker’s mark and is of the same year 
as a somewhat similar cup at Odcombe, Somerset, which has 
a pyramid spire or cover, and in all probability the Kirkburton 
cup once had such a cover, now lost. Its history is not known, 
but the parish register records that in 1727 the vicar, Joseph 
Briggs, presented a silver cup to the church. It is therefore 
more than probable that this may be the cup in question, 
more especially as the other cup is of too recent a date.. The 
height of this fine vessel is 7%, dia. of bowl 3%, of foot 33, 
1 Elizabeth, Viscountess Purbeck, was became extinct in his son Robert in 
the second wife of Sir John Villiers, elder 1657.

The cups are in general outline much alike. They have deep 
bell-shaped bowls, a narrow band rather than a knop to the 
stem, and moulded feet. They are, however, as will be seen, 
of various dates, and the later cups must have been made to 
correspond with the older ones. | 

The oldest cup has a thrice-interlacing belt of leaf pattern 
around the centre of the bowl, whilst immediately under the 
rim it is inscribed in rude Roman characters: “‘* FOR THE 
CHURCH OF LEEDES IN YORKESHIER *” It is marked under- 
heath :.

Of the modern chalices, the more interesting, by reason of 
its inscription, is of the usual quasi-medieval design and of 
excellent workmanship.

Silver: Three Cups with covers, Paten, and Flagon; also 
modern service for sick Communion. 


Plated: Two Patens and a Flagon. 
Pewter: A Flagon. 
Brass: Alms-dish. 


Two of the cups are old, and are of the same date as the 
foundation of the church. They are a pair, and of equal dimen- 
sions. The bowls are bell-shaped, and stand on stems of the 
truncated cone type. Each has a narrow scroll engraved upon 
the bowl, and containing the inscription in pretty cursive letter- 
ing: “ The-Gutfte of Walter Laycocke 1634.” Height. 73, dia. 
of bowls 44, of feet 44, depth of bowls 4gin. There is in each 
case only one hall-mark, viz.: GF, with some object (say 
fleur-de-lys) below in a heart-shaped punch. 

Neither of the covers now fitted to these cups is original.

Plated: Cup, Paten, Flagon, and Alms-dish. 

The vessels were given in 1869 by the late Sir T. W. White, 
Bart., by whose munificence Letwell Church was restored and 
refurnished after having been destroyed by fire in 1867. 

The cup is tulip-shaped, and is 8 high.- The paten stands 
on a short stem, and is 9% in dia. and 34 high. The flagon is 
a fluted tankard with round lid, curved handle, and a small 
spout. It is 114 in height. 

None of the vessels have any inscriptions or marks, 


LIGHTCLIFPED, 


The vessels used here are modern, the ancient plate belonging 
to the church having been dispersed, some of it to St. Aidan’s 
Chapel of Ease, Bailiffe Bridge, and some to the mission church 
at Norwood Green, which is now in the parish of Coley, but 
was formerly in this parish. At Bailiffe Bridge there are :-—

The cup is of the usual type of an BRebeaien Communion 
cup, but has been drastically and injuriously repaired. There 
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is an ornamental belt of foliage and scroll-work encircling the 
bowl, the enclosing bands of which simply expand, but do not 
interlace at four points of the circumference.

The patens are simple plates. The larger is 7} in dia., and 
is inscribed underneath: ‘“ Luddenden 1731 Donum Edward 
Watkinson M.D. Capelle de Luddenden Anno Dom.” Hall- 
marks. (0) ft Co. (2) bps 13) Lines (4) cap. Kom, N. -(on- 
don, 1728, Edw.

The other plate is 6} in dia., and is inscribed thus: ‘ Contulit

MALTBY. 


Silver: Alms-dish; also modern service, consisting of two 
Chalces, Paten, and Flagon. 

Plated: Large Paten. 

The alms-dish alone is of much interest. This is a truly 
magnificent piece of plate, and is of much greater antiquity 
than is indicated by the date inscribed upon it. But it may be 
doubted if it were originally made for ecclesiastical uses. It is a 
circular plate standing on a central circular foot and stem. The 
plate has a wide rim, which is beautifully decorated with en- 
graved and repoussé work. There is a further depression at 
the centre surrounded by a gadroon pattern, and displaying an 
armorial shield embraced by a stiff feather device: Argent a 
chief ermine, over all a lion rampant impaling 6 annulets, 
3, 2, and 1. Associated with this is the inscription: ‘“‘ Ex Dono 
FREEMANI BOWER Armigeri de Maultby the 6% Day of. 
June 1770.” Dia. of plate 114, of foot 4}, height of vessel 2, 
width of decorated rim r#, dia. of inner depression 44in. The 
hall-marks occur underneath the rim in four several egg-shaped 
sinkings formed by the embossed ornament: (1) HN, bird with 
an olive branch tm its ‘beak below 5 (2) lhc. (3) dpy (a) cep: 
Old Eng. A of the second form given in Cripps’ tables. The 
lion passant alone is repeated on the foot. (London, 1658.) 
The same maker’s mark is noted on a Communion cup at Thorn- 
bury, Devonshire, given in 1656, and on other pieces of plate. 

Of the modern vessels one chalice, the paten, and flagon form 
a set. They all have mullet-shaped feet with carved projecting 
toes. The chalice is parcel gilt, and has the letters IHC on 
one of the spreads of the foot. It is 63 high. The paten stands 
2 high ‘on a central foot,.and is 7 in diameter; -there is a 
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sexfoil depression within a circular one and IHC in a gilt 
panel at the centre. The flagon is also parcel gilt, and is vase- 
shaped with a narrow neck and double-curved handle. It is 
I1j high. This and the paten bear the London hall-marks for 
1868, but the chalice has the date-letter for 1872. Makers of 
all, ff W-&- J.J B. 

The other chalice is in all respects a replica of that above 
alluded to, except that it is inscribed: ‘ Presented to Maltby 
Church by W. F. Hoyle of Hooton: Levet Hall on his 82th 
Birthday 72 Feby 1883.” Marks: London, 1882. Makers, 
R H-I H. 

The plated paten is of the usual Georgian type with foot, 
and is engraved with IHS and a cross in a glory. Dia. 8in. 
mound the foot is inscribed: “Presented by the EARL i 
SCARBOROUGH to the Parish of Maltby a.p. 1818.” It has no 
marks. 

MARR. 

Silver: Cup and Paten. 

Pewter : Flagon and Plate. 

The cup has a tapering straight-sided bowl with considerable 
splay at the lip. There is a mere band for knop, and a thrice- 
interlacing belt of leaf design encircles the bowl. Its height is 
62, dia. at lip 4, of foot 32, depth of bowl 34in. One mark ~ 
alone appears, and that is quite indecipherable. The vessel is 
characteristic of those of the seventeenth century. 

The paten stands on a central stem and foot. The Sacred 
Monogram in a glory appears at the centre of the plate, and 
there is a cable moulding on the edge or rim of both plate 
and foot. The initials E L and DB have been chased upon the 
vessel, and in more recent characters: ‘‘ Presented to the Church 
of Marr by the Rev? Thomas Booth Wright Incumbent, 1842.” 
Dia. 8, that of foot 3+, height 24in.. Hall-marks: (1) Lo, star 
beneath; (2) Brits (3) lihd.er; (4) Court-hand 1. (London, 
7704, Seth Lotthouse, entered 1607.) 

The pewter flagon is a tankard with cover and thumb-piece, 
but no lip. The words MARR CHURCH are cut on the rim of 
the cover, and there is a maker’s mark on the bottom, inside, 
namely RP, with a spread eagle between the letters. Height 
103, dia. at top 44, of base 541n. 

The pewter plate has also the words MARR CHURCH upon it, 
and is 9} in diameter. There are some marks on the back: 
I WARD, the word LONDON, a rose crowned, etc.

Silver: Two Cups, one with cover; one Paten. 

Electro-plate: Two Chalices, Paten, Flagon, and Alms-dish. 

Pewter : Flagon and Plate. 

The older cup has a square kind of bowl, although the sides 
exhibit a considerable taper; and the stem is like a truncated 
cone, with a moulded base below. There is engraved round the 
bowl, in script lettering: “‘ This Cup and couer Belongeth to y¢ 
Chappell of Merfden.” Height 6, dia. at lip 4, at base of bowl 
2%, of foot 32, depth of bowl 3in. This very interesting vessel 
has only one mark, viz.: HB, linked in monogram, with a 
star below, in a shaped shield, the mark of H. Babington, of 
London, who in 1613 made a flagon for All Hallows’, Lombard 
Sitect: 

The cover to this cup is of the usual Elizabethan type, with 
the letters IHS engraved upon the button, whilst the rims of 
both cup, cover, and button are decorated with the hyphen 
pattern. The dia. is 4%, that of button 14, height of vessel 
I4in. There are three marks, but none very distinct. The first 
appears to be the Lombardic B, indicating London, 1599. The 
second 1s much effaced, but may be the leopard’s head crowned 
of that cycle. The third is a bird, which looks like a partridge. 
From the general style of the cup and cover one would have 
small hesitation in assigning them both to the end of Queen 
Elizabeth’s reign or the beginning of that of James I+ 

The more recent Communion cup has a bell-shaped bowl, a 
small plain raised band for knop at the centre of the stem, and 
the usual moulded foot. The inscription occurs on the bowl: | 
“Ex Dono Etviz‘® RADCLIFFE AD CAPELLAM DE MARSDEN.” 
Height 9, dia. at lip 5, of foot 4}, depth of bowl 5in. Hall- 
marks: (2) cap.

Darker, entered 1724.) | 

The silver paten, lke the last-mentioned cup, was the gift 
of Elizabeth Radcliffe. It bears no hall-marks, and is probably 
a piece of foreign silver of the end of the seventeenth century. 
The dish is oval, with a handle attached to one side. The 
centre is engraved with a representation of fruit and leaves on a 
stalk. The rim is composed of four plain lobes, between which 
is a Shell-like pattern of five feuilles to each. On the panel

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opposite to the small handle is the inscription: ‘‘ THE GIFT

The pewter flagon is a very fine vessel, tankard shaped, and 
with lip, handle, and domed cover furnished with a thumb-piece.

The plate is an ordinary pewter plate, 82? in dia., and is 
marked with (1) the fleece, or toisson d’or; (2) lion’s head 
erased ; (3) Brit.; (4) WT, in pointed shield. 


MARTON CUM GRAFTON. 


Silver: Chalice and Paten. 

These vessels are modern and of medieval outline. The 
chalice has a sexfoil knop and foot, and is gilt inside the bowl. 
Height 73in. The paten is a plain circular plate, slightly con- 
cave, and is gilt on the upper surface. Dia. 44in. The assay- 
marks are those of Birmingham. Makers, JL & Co. The chalice 
has the date-letter for 1874, the paten that for 1875. 

Fhere is a note in-a book in the vestry to the effect that 
the above were obtained by a former vicar, who thought it 
right to give the old cup and paten belonging to the parish in 
exchange. 


MELTHAM. 


Silver: Two Communion Cups, one with Paten-cover, a 
Paten, and Flagon ; also modern Chalice and Paten. 

The cup which has the cover has a plain cylindrical or 
goblet-shaped bowl, a bold knop with the lower part of the 
stem simply spreading out into the foot, which is quite plain. 
On the bowl is inscribed: “‘ Deo Sacrum et Capellae de Meltam,” 
beneath which in a plain oval is the following: “Ex dono 
pieutissimae Dnae DPnae Mariae Beaumont filiae natu maximae 
Georgi} Burdett? de Denby Hall Armigeri, 1675.”

Silver-gilt : Two Cups with covers, two Patens with covers, 
and a Flagon, forming a set of altar plate; also 
one Paten, a modern Chalice and its Paten, two 
Alms-dishes, and a very ancient silver mace. 

Brass: Alms-dish and a pair of Candlesticks. 
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The handsome service of plate first above enumerated was 
made by John Plummer, of York, in 1675, whose receipt in 
payment for it is still preserved, and to whose craftsmanship it 
does much credit. | 

The cups are alike. Each has a straight-sided bowl, a knop 
to the stem, and a moulded base. On one side of the bowl is 
engraved a representation of the Minster with the three spires}; 
on the other side a shield of arms, surrounded by scroll-work, as 
follows: A chevron between three plummets, a crescent at the 
fesse point for difference, for JENNINGS of Ripon, impaling Paly 
of six. debruised by a chevron. Above the shield, in cursive 
lettering, is the legend: “Im. Pesto. Pasche 1076 Jonaian 
Jennings Armger DDD.”

The covers to these cups are also alike. Their domes are 
engraved with scroll-work, and the Agnus Dei on one side, oppo- 
site which is the Jennings’ crest, viz: A demi-griffin with a 
plummet or lantern suspended from its beak. On the button of 
each is engraved the JENNINGS shield with helmet, mantling, 
and crest as before. Dia. of covers 6}, that of buttons 34, 
height 14in. Plate XIX. 

The patens belonging to this set are also alike, and are 
circular plates standing on rather thick stems and feet. The 
Minster with its spires is engraved at the centre of each plate, 
and on the under side a shield with stiff scroll-work on either 
side, A fesse between two greyhounds courant for GRESWOLD, 
and the inscription: “‘Ex dono Henricit Greswold Prebendarij 
An Dom 1676.”

These patens are fitted with standing covers or “aires,” as 
they are called, both the name and the idea being borrowed from 
the Greek ritual. One of these covers alone is, however, original. 
The other, it must be supposed, was lost at some period, and 
it has been replaced by a copy in gilt-bronze, but of inferior 
workmanship, and not quite of the same dimensions. The silver |

of the central tower, ‘‘ by reason of a another such catastrophe. 
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“aire’’ consists of a dome terminating in an orb and cross at 
its summit, the rim of the dome being raised some 2 inches 
by three claw-and-ball feet, which in their turn rest on the rim 
of the paten. Alternating with the feet are the faces of cheru- 
bin between expanded wings, wrought in high relief, whilst 
on the dome the Agnus Dei is engraved, surrounded by stiff 
scroll-work. This device is now the badge of Ripon Minster, 
and appears on one of the seals of the Monastery. Total height 
to top of cross 64in. Hall-marks as on the patens. Plate XX. 

The flagon is a very large and massive vessel, a tankard in 
shape with a flat cover, a curved handle ending in a shield, 
and a thumb-piece, but no spout. It has a very widely-splayed 
and moulded base. On the cover the Holy Lamb again appears 
with scroll-work, and on the drum or barrel of the tankard the 
Minster as on the other pieces. On the bottom is scratched : 

Hall- 
marks on both flagon and cover the same as on the cups.

Of the remaining pieces the older paten is a plate on a

On the splays of the foot 
are represented in solid relief: (x) a crucifix; (2) the Agnus 
Dei, on an altar : (3) shield of three stars (St. Wilfrid)?; (4) THC, 
iva circle; (5) 2 keys im Saltire, on a Shield (St. Peter)*; (6).a 
pelican in her piety. On the lower part of the bowl are vine 
leaves and fruit, also in relief.

The other silver alms-dish has a representation of the Last 
Supper repoussé in its bason, and on the rim, in Gothic capitals : 
“Remember the words of the Lord Jesus how he said it is 
more blessed to give than to receive.” On the back, in Old 
English characters: ‘“‘ Lancem hanc auratam Munera Fidelium in 
honorem Dei oblata recepturam d.d. Huiusce Ecclesie Cathe- 
dralis Anno Domini MDCCCLXIX restaurate Canonici honorarii.”’ 
Dia. 1541in. Hall-marks: London, 1874. Maker, LF. 

The mace, which is of silver, was procured in the time of 
Dean Fowler, who was installed in 1604, but is considered to be 
a product of the fifteenth century, like the corporation maces at 
Hedon. It consists of a rod with three plain raised bands at 
equidistant points upon its length, and terminating in a flattened 
hemispherical head, on the top of which is engraved the cog- 
nizance of the Minster, the Agnus Dei, within a circle of leaves. 
Total length 27in. There is one indistinct mark, which may 
have been a hall-mark, though that is not certain. 

The brass alms-dish has a deep central bason, and a wide 
rim with a slight ornament on the edge. In the centre is the 
Agnus Dei in a circle surrounded by arabesque scroll-work. 
Dia. 154in. It appears to be English, and sixteenth century 
work, most likely of the reign of Queen Elizabeth. 

The altar candlesticks are also of brass, and are of the time 
oi Georgé TV. Their height is 29 inches. 


RIPON, THE PAGACH sCiiAt er. 


Silver-gilt : Two Chalices, two Patens, a Flagon, and Alms-dish. 

This is a very beautiful set of modern altar vessels of mediz- 
val design, and was presented, as an inscription on the under 
side of the alms-dish informs us, by Charles Thomas, Bishop of 
Ripon, for the use of the Palace Chapel, A.D. 1847. 
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The chalices, which are alike, have large embossed hexagonal 
knops, the stem of each spreading out into a sexfoil, which 
stands upon a circular base. Height 8 in. 

The patens are supposed to be of medieval form, but, unlike 
any known medieval patens, they stand upon stems and feet. 
The plates have in each case a central circular and an outer 
multifoil depression, and are engraved with the IHS in a glory. 
Dia. 84, height 33 in. 

The flagon is a tankard with domed lid, terminating in a 
knob, a thumb-piece, and an uncommon form of handle. It also 
has the Sacred Monogram in a glory upon it. A rib or corruga- 
tion encircles the barrel of the tankard about the middle, and 
on either side of this a belt of ornament appears, which is 
repeated both at the lip and base of the drum and on the edge 
Or the -€over,. <heieht 11 im. 

The alms-dish is a circular dish having a depression of multi- 
foil outline within the rim, and another circular depression within 
like the patens. This is an unusual arrangement. In almost 
every case of a medieval plate with two depressions, it is the 
inner and not the outer one which is multifoil; the single 
exception is a paten at York Minster c. 1300 (see vol. 1, p. 3). 

All these vessels have the London hall-marks, makers C T F- 
GF, but the date-letters vary slightly. The chalices have the

KIPON, TRINITY. 


Silver: Two Cups, Paten, and two Flagons; also modern 
Chalice and Paten.

The cups are curved goblets with conical stems and slight 
knops. Height 84in. The paten is a simple plate with a reeded 
rim, g in diameter. The flagons are tall massive tankards with 
domed lids, curved handles and thumb-pieces, but no spouts, 
Height of each 134, dia. at top 43, of foot 64in. All these 
pieces have the inscription: ‘‘ TRINITY CHURCH RIPON,” and bear 
the London marks for 1826. Maker, TH-GH. The Church 
was consecrated by the Archbishop of York, 31 October, 1827. 

The modern chalice is of so-called Gothic design, but is very 
simple, with a plain knop and the Sacred Monogram in a glory 
on the side of the bowl. It is 74 high, and has London marks 
for 1808.

Brass; Alms-dish. 

The silver vessels are of medizeval design. The chalice with 
a mullet-shaped foot and large knop. The letters IHC are 
engraved on the bowl and a crucifix on one of the splays of 
the foot. It is 7 high, and has London hall-marks for 1844. 
Maker, WE. The paten is 64 in dia., and has IHC and other 
devices at the centre of an engraved sexfoil. The cruets are 
vase-shaped, each 62 high, and with “Gloria in excelsis deo” 
round the bowls. Also London, 1844. Maker, I J K. 

The brass alms-dish has a representation of the temptation 
ol Adain and Eve at. its centre, surrounded by “the legend:

ROSSINGTON. 


Silver : Communion Cup. 

This very diminutive cup is of much interest. The bowl is a 
straight-sided tapering one, and is encircled by two ornamental 
bands, simply hatched, and which interlace three times, but 
enclose no leaf or scroll or other design. The stem consists 
of a simple curve devoid of knop, and much resembles the form 
of the known Edwardian cups. There is a moulded member 
between the stem and the bowl, and the foot also suggests the 
Edwardian style. There is a single maker's mark, apparently 
a maiden’s face (or that of a clean-shaven man), with a small 
crown showing on the head. A somewhat similar mark occurs 
in 1545, on vessels given by Archbishop Parker to Christ’s 
College, Cambridge, though the head is there represented in a 
rectangular punch, while in this case it appears to be enclosed 
in an oval. See O.2..P., >. Ait Versi spice oO, enc ce 
circumstances, the writer does not think that the cup is pre- 
Marian, but would refer it to the very earliest years of Eliza- 
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beth’s reign, previous to 1562. It, however, reflects the earlier 
tradition in a marked way, and was perhaps made by a silver- 
smith who had been engaged in similar work in the days of 
Edward VI. Height of cup 44, dia. at lip 2%, of foot 23, depth 
of bowl 24 in. 

There are also in use at Rossington a chalice, paten, and 
flagon, but they are not silver, and are of no antiquarian 
interest. 


ROTHERHAM. 


Silver: Four Cups, one of which has a Paten-cover, two 
Patens, and two Flagons. 

Two of the cups are much alike though their dimensions 
differ. They are of the usual type of the Elizabethan Communion 
cup, with bell-shaped bowls, around which in each case two 
engraved bands of leaf pattern occur, each of which interlaces 
four times. One of the bands is immediately beneath the rim, 
the other below the centre of the bowl. The stems are a good 
deal curved, with small knops at the centre, and the bases are 
somewhat raised and have flat wide rims. On one of the cups 
this rim is ornamented with a kind of raised egg-and-tongue 
pattern ; on the rim of the other an indented device is engraved. 
The dimensions of the former are: Height 82, dia. of bowl 43, of | 
foot 44, depth of bowl 43 in. The other cup is also 83 in height, 
and the dia. of its bowl 44, but the dia. of its foot is 43, and 
the depth of its bowl 43in. There are traces of hall-marks on 
both vessels, but so indistinct that it would be unsafe to say 
anything concerning them, except that they seem to be those of 
London. The cups are characteristic of those of 1570. 

The single paten-cover remaining is plain, and has a plain 
button, on which is inscribed, in a circle: “ Rotherham 1571.” 
Dia, 4%, that.of button-17, height a24n. Phere are no visible 
hall-marks. 

The other two cups are modern. They are nearly alike, and 
are plain goblets with egg-shaped bowls. One of them is 7, 
high, and bears this inscription, with a shield of arms on the 
opposite side: “ Rotherham Parish Church the gift of Edwin S. 
Fox 1876.” The shield displays Quarterly 1 and 4 a Pelican in 
her piety ; 2 and 3, Tiree lihies=slipped.. Crest: “A Pelican as 
in the arms. These bearings denote Corpus Christi, Cantab., of 
which college Rev. E. S. Fox was a scholar. On the edge of 
the foot is the additional inscription: “ Edwinus Storrs Fox 
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Eloquentie Premium 1875.” Hall-marks, those for London, 
1875. Maker, EC over B, This cup was the gift of the brother- 
in-law of the Rev. W. M. Newton, a former vicar. 

The other cup is 7 in height, and is inscribed on the bowl: 
“ Rotherham Parish Church a Thank Offering from Mrs Hannah 
Guest Moorgate Grange Rotherham Jany 1 1880.” It has Sheffield 
assay-marks for the year 1863. Maker, RM. 

The two patens are a pair. Each consists of a circular plate 
on a central circular stem and foot, and is inscribed on the 
upper surface: ‘“‘ Deo & Ecclesie@ de Rotheram Dicat Dedicatg 
Gulielmus Malim M B & P 8 February 1608.” This must have 
been. the date of a. testamentary bequest, dor the vessels are 
further inscribed on the under side: “ Emptus Anno Dm 1705.

The pewter flagon is a plain tankard, now used as a font- 
ewer.' Height 16, dia. at the top 53, of base 8in. -It has four 
undistinguishable pewter marks. There were originally two of 
these flagons, but one appears to have been lost. The Church- 
wardens’ Accounts for 1678 have the following entry: “ p4 for 
two new fflaggons & a new pewter plate—oI .

The box containing the vessels bears a_ brass 
plate, which records as follows, that the old plate was “‘ convert- 
ed into one chalice, two pattens, and one flagon by the piety 
of Francis widow of John Forge of Woodthorpe a.p. 1877.” 

The modern chalice is of quasi-medieval design, 84 in height. 
The patens are a pair of ordinary plates with a cross engraved 
in the eentre of each, and they are 7} in diameter. The flagon 
of silver is 12? high, that of glass 8in. All except the last bear

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Mr. Fallow’s notes, made while the old plate was still in 
existence, may be conveniently added here respecting it. The 
vessels which have been exchanged were all of interest. They 
were a cup, paten, and flagon. 

The cup, which was out of repair, having the rim cracked, 
was generally similar to the old cup still remaining. It was 
similarly inscribed: “CA RD 1670,” and bore three hall-marks :

The paten was a very curious piece of plate, unlike anything 
of the kind in use elsewhere. It was of irregular outline, and 
stood on a central stem, being covered with designs slightly 
repoussé. In the centre was a shield of arms surmounted by a 
crest, thus described in a. terrier, vizi- “ Wavy of four, a>aie 
im fess! Crest: A Hand coupee holding a star of tive poms 
An indifferent pencil rubbing shows the arms and crest to have 
been..those of Allott, of Crigglestone, granted 1729: A desce 
between four barrulets wavy on a canton two barrulets charged 
with three swallows volant: on the first two, on the second one. 
Crest: A cubit arm erect charged with a fesse between four 
barrulets holding in the hand a mullet. There were four hall- 
marks on this piece, indicating the London assay. — 

The flagon was a fine tankard, described in the terriers as 
holding ‘three quarts. Jt 4was inscribed: “Hwee Ecclesiae 
Sandaiea Magne Thomas Beaumont de Chapelthorpe Gen 3 
hoc vas argenteum in Usum Euchanstie in perpetuum legavit 
i731,” There were: ‘four>“hall-marks : a) WW Die) ie 
(3\ip.. (ay cap. RomoO. (Rondon a17or,) | 

It is easy to imagine Mr. Fallow’s regret when on a subse- 
quent visit to the parish he found that these fine vessels had 
been made the subject of this curious kind of “piety.” No 
wonder he wrote: “It does seem little short of a scandal that - 
such interesting old plate should have been exchanged away or 
destroyed to suit the passing whim or taste of their temporary 
custodians ; and it cannot be too widely known that without 
a faculty from the Bishop’s court such exchange or destruction 
is illegal.” 


1 Thomas Beaumont, of Chapelthorpe, 
was the second son of William Beaumont, 
of Darton (ancestor of Viscount Allen- 
dale, of Bretton), and resided at Chapel- 
thorpe Hall until his death, 30 April, 
1731. In his will, dated 3 September, 
1728, occurs: “ Item I give direct and 
appoint Twenty pounds sterling shal] 


be laid out in one piece or several Pieces 

of Plate such as shall be judg’d most 

proper by my Executors hereafter nam’d, 

which said Plate I do hereby direct and 
give for ever to y® only proper use and 

service of y® comunion in y® Parish 

Church of Sandal Magna, and to no other 

use intent or purpose whatever.” 
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The pewter alms-dish is shaped like a cheese-plate, with a 
slight moulding round the rim, and is ro in diameter. It is 
inscribed :. “‘ Sandal Church 1858,” and has no pewterer’s marks. 
The brass alms-dish is a handsome salver, 15 in dia., and has 
the Sacred Monogram engraved at its centre. Inscribed round 
the tim He that giveth to. the poor lendeth to the Lord.” 
On the timder side of the rim: “ Presented at the Restoration 
of Sandal Magna Church, Sept. 1875 by the Girls’ Sunday 
School.”’ 


DAWLEY. 


Stiuver.: Cup, Paten, and Flagon. 

The cup is a goblet, quite plain, except for the inscription : 
A Gilt to Sawley Chaped, 1770. Weight 74, dia’ at imp and 
of base 34, depth of bowl 4in. MHall-marks: (1) FC, in oblong; 
(2) Lp ea) Ein-c:- (4): cap. Old Eng: 0.-. (London, 1769, Francis 
Crump, entered -1750.)- See-O.2.P., ‘p. 453. 

The paten is a vessel on a central stem and foot, and has 
the Sacred Monogram engraved upon it in a peculiar form of 
ornament, displaying leaves and berries. It is inscribed on the 
under side: “PRESENTED TO SAWLEY. CHURCH BY THE REV” 
W. H. PATCHETT BA INCUMBENT CHRISTMAS DAY 1865.” Dia. 64, 
height 1in. It is evidently older than the date inscribed upon 
it—probably a piece of eighteenth century plate, but the marks 
afford no guide. These seem to consist of the maker’s initials, 
perhaps FC in an oval, punched four times. 

The flagon is a rare and handsome piece: of Newcastle plate. 
It is a very large tankard without spout, but having a flat 
cover with thumb-piece and a widely-splayed base. On the 
front of the barrel the arms of Newcastle are engraved, with 
full achievement, helmet, mantling, etc. The shield displays 
three castles, two and one; and the crest is a demi-lamb 
issuing out of a tower and carrying the banner of St. George 


streaming, Above this is the legend: ‘THOS DAVISON. ESQ” 
MAIOR,” and the date 1670 on either side, thus 16 — 70. The 
motto, in an escroll beneath the arms, is: ‘“E FORTITER 


DEFENDIT TRIUMPHANS.” A later inscription, explaining the 
acquisition of the tankard to Sawley Church, occurs on the sides 
of the vessel, divided into two parts by the armorial achieve- 
ment io the middle: “The Gai of Ed. Morton Esq Mr Plilip 
Launder Mr Wm Kay & ye Revt Thos Kay To ye Chapel of 
Sawley £750. Dimensions, height 112, dia. at top 6, at base 
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o?in, Hall-marks: (1) three castles in shield; (2) a seeded 
rose, in square punch; (3) WR, in monogram, bird below ; 
(4) the second mark repeated. (Newcastle, 1670, Wm. Ramsey.) 
We have called marks 2 and 4 a seeded rose because that is 
how they appeared to the editor when he examined the tankard 
itself in October, ror3. Indeed, he is “perfectly sure that “he as 
right in this. Mr. Cripps engraves the mark (0.E.P., p. 102) as 
a sort of cross pommeée with pellets between the arms; and he 
may quite well have had some reason for doing so. 

This is, of course, a piece of Newcastle Corporation plate, 
though how the town came to part with it, so that it could be 
_ presented to Sawley Church in 1756, will never probably be 
known. Thomas Davison was Mayor of Newcastle in 1669-1670. 
The maker’s mark is that of William Ramsey, a well-known 
maker, who took up his freedom in 1656, and worked till to- 
wards the end of the century. He was Mayor in 1690, and died 
in 1698. Other examples of his work are a Communion cup 
and paten at Aspatria, Cumberland, bearing precisely similar 
marks to those on the Sawley flagon; a paten at St. John’s, 
Newcastle, and a cup and paten at Ennerdale, Cumberland, 
with the inscribed date 1680. 


SAXTON. 


Silver; Chalice, Paten, and Flagon. 

Pewter: Two Plates. 

The silver vessels are modern, of quasi-medieval outline. 
The chalice is 8 high; the paten stands ona foot, and is 64 
in diameter; the flagon is jug-shaped with handle and spout, 
and is 8? in height. On the under side of the paten is the 
inscription: “* Presented to Saxton Church by Lady Ashtown and 
Mrs Gascoigne 1871.” 

One of the pewter plates is 9? in dia., and has some pewter 
marks underneath, viz.: X crowned, LONDON, the initials AS, 
and four indistinct punches.

The cup is plain; it has a bell-shaped bowl, with baluster 
stem and plain foot. It is inscribed, in cursive lettering and

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Deanh: Chappel A.D. 1728."1 Height 84, dia. of bowl 4, of foot 
38, depth of bowl also 3%in. MHall-marks: (1) sm. italic -G; 
(2) leop. and lys3 (3) 2 H.. (York, . 1638, ‘Thos. Harrington, 
gree. 2024, <d.. 1042.) | 

The paten is a circular plate on a central circular stem, and 
is inscribed in the same characters and flourishes as the cup: 
“The gift of G. Woodhead Gent. to the Chap" of D: head A.D. 
1728.” Dia. 6%,-of foot 23, height 2in. Hall-marks: (1) Lo; 
(2cap.- nom, D> (3) Brits (4) lhder. (London; 1710, Seth 
Lofthouse.) 

SEDBERGH. 


Silver: Two Communion Cups with Paten-covers, Paten, Cre- 
dence Paten, and two Flagons ; also small cup with 
Paten-cover for private Communion. 

Pewter: An Alms-bowl and two Plates. 

The cups are generally similar though of different dates, and 
as the covers are both original, it would appear that the more 
recent cup has been re-fashioned. The older cup has a deep 
bell-shaped bowl, a large knop to the stem, which commences 
to splay from the knop downwards, and spreads out into the 
foot. It is inscribed, in cursive letters with flourishes: ‘‘ Sed- 
bergh Church 1718.” Height 84, dia. at lip 4%, that. of foot 
also 44, depth of bowl 44in. Hall-marks: (1) BH; (2) Sta.; 
(3) BH; (4) Sta. These marks have never been satisfactorily 
elucidated, though the late Chancellor Fergusson possessed a 
piece of secular plate so marked. It may be suggested that 
the initials are those of a silversmith at Stafford, or Stamford, or 
Stalybridge, or some such place. 

The second cup has been obviously re-made to match that 
above described, but the knop is not so large, and the dimen- 
sions in other respects vary slightly. The inscription on the 
bowl in this case.is: “Sedbergh -Church,° 1757. -Height’ 83, 
dia. at lip 3%, of foot the same, depth of bowl 4$in. Marks: 
(1). Jil-j) Gy» seript; (2) hice - (3) cap. Kom... K3 . (4); three 
castles, in a heart-shaped shield; (5) lp.

The two paten-covers which fit these cups are of the ordinary 
type, but are rather more deeply domed than usual. There is 
a slightly chased band of ornament on the button of each, and 
each is inscribed: “ Jonathan Rose Master of Arts and Vicar of

izin. The hall-marks on both covers are the same as those on 
the original cup, namely BH Sta, twice struck. 

The credence paten is a plate with moulded and gadrooned 
rim, standing upon rather a tall stem, and the gadroon enrich- 
ment is repeated round the foot; At the. centresof the place 
appears the Sacred Monogram in a glory surrounded by the 
words: “THE PARISH CHURCH OF SEDBER. Underneath: 
~ The gift. of Charles Otway Esq? to (sc), 1704, > {Dias @,that 
of foot 33, and the height also 3%in. MHall-marks: (1) AN; 
(2) Brit; (3) lihdier.;. (4) Cotrt-hand G. (Louden, 2702, Wm. 
Andrewes.) . 

The other paten is modern. It is a saucer-shaped vessel 
with a wide rim, on which is engraved: “‘ THE PARISH CHURCH 
OF SEDBERGH AD 1868.” It is 7 in dia., and bears the marks of 
the London hall for 1862. Maker, GF. 

The larger of the flagons is a tankard with hp, domed cover 
having an open thumb-piece, and a curved handle ending in a 
heart at its lower -part. “It 1s inscribed: * “Sedberoh “Church, 
1757. Leonard Croft of Cattle’s gave {10 towards this plate.” 
Height 12, dia. at top 43, of base 62in. MHall-marks: (1) l|.p.; 
(2) cap. Rom. R; (3) three castles, in heart-shaped shield ; 
(4) J L-JG, script. (Newcastle, 1756, Langlands & Goodrick.) 

The other flagon is ewer-shaped, with cover, thumb-piece, 
and handle. It has the inscription: ‘“ Marmaduke Holme Vict 
of Cliburn gave this Plate to Sedbergh Church, 1761.” Height 
11, dia. at top 3%, at base 4%in.° Hall-marks grouped on the 
bottom: (1) fp. (2) Line; @) cap. Old ine. i > a4) ya 
disposed within the arms of a cross. (London, 1761, Shaw and 
Priest.) | 

The small cup and paten for use at celebrations for the sick 
are enclosed within a case, and form one of a series of sets, 
all by the same maker, R. Richardson, of Chester, given between 
the year. 1728 and 1736 to several parishes in the district. 
Similar sets are found at Whitehaven, Workington, Kirkby 
Lonsdale, Kendal, Egremont, and at St. John’s, Chester. As the 
last was presented by a Mrs. Dighton Salmon, it may perhaps 
be presumed that all were the gift of that pious benefactor. 

The cup has a bell-shaped bowl and a very thick stem, 
spreading out into a moulded foot, there being a small raised 
band only in heu of knop.. It is inscribed: “ Given for y® 
use of y® poor sick Communicants wthin the Parish of Sedbergh 
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in Yorkshire.” Height 6, dia. of lip 2%, of foot the same, and 
depth of bowl also the same. The cover forming a paten has 
ine date “1732 “mscribed upon’ the button. It is 34 in dia., 
that of button 14, and the height is rin. Marks on both cup 
endacover.

The pewter alms-bowl is a shallow bowl with a single handle 
pierced with open ornament, and is precisely similar to those 
described at Dent g.v. Another is found at Howgill. 

The plates are ordinary pewter plates, each go} in diameter. 
The one is marked with the X crowned, a lion rampant on a 
crown, the word LONDON, and some imitation hall-marks, viz.: 
lion rampant, |.h.c., Brit., and a crowned heart. -The other has 
a rose crowned, and a word of which ETTL can be distinguished 
—perhaps for SETTLE. Other marks are the pewterer’s initials, 
KH, Lp. looking to sinister, leop. hd:, and a rose. . The letters 
gz have also been punched on this. plate. 


SELBY. 


Silver ; Two Cups, one with cover, a Paten, Flagon, Alms-dish, 
and Two-handled Cup; also modern Chalice, two 
Patens, and two Flagons. 

Pewter: Two Flagons. 

The larger cup, which has the cover, is goblet-shaped, with 
the Sacred Monogram in a glory engraved upon the bowl. 
The stem and foot are plain. The lid or cover terminates in a 
sort of pine cone ornament for knob. It is inscribed, in Roman 
characters: “‘IN USUM S$" GERMANI SELBYENSIS 1777.” Height 
10, dia. of bowl 4, of foot 44in. MHall-marks: (1) I H-IP, in 
square ; (2) l.p.; (3) l.h.c.; (4) five lions on a cross, in an angu- 
lar shield. There is no date-letter, but the marks are, of course, 
those of Messrs. Hampston & Prince, of York, and if assayed in 
1777, the date inscribed upon the cup, the date-letter should 
apparently have been a cap. Rom. B. The lion passant is 
repeated on the foot, and also on the rim of the cover. 

The other cup ‘is a copy of that above described, though 
smaller, and it has no cover. It is inscribed round the rim of 
the foot: “‘ IN USUM ECCLESL© S. GERMANI SELBEIENSIS QUIDEM 
E PAROCHIALIS DD MDCCCLI.” Height gin. Hall-marks: (1)

The paten is a plate with the Sacred Monogram of a medie- ~ 
val form in the centre. It is inscribed, in cursive letters, under 
the plate: “In usum Sti Germani Selbyensis d.d. Johannes 
Ludger Walton AM nuper Presbyter.’ Dia. 8in. Hall-marks : 
(I) J Bs.) lps “G) Queen's “head: (4) cap-oRom aN, gan 
shield cusped at the bottom. (York, 1849, John Barber.) 

The flagon is a tankard 13 high, with a curved handle 
and spout. It bears the same inscription and hall-marks as the 
smaller cup. (London, 1851.) 

The alms-dish is the only piece of any antiquity. It is a 
circular bason, the central part of which is raised. It is in- 
scribed in Roman capitals round the rim: ‘“ THE GIFT OF JOHN 
CROSSE TO THE PARISH CHURCH OF SELBY DECEMBER THE XXV"" 
mMpcxclil.”’ The dia. is 144, that of the central raised portion 4, 
and the rim is 2in. wide. The maker’s mark only appears, 
E M, struck thrice—probably the mark of Edmund Maud, gold- 
smith, of York, free in 1678. 

The modern altar service is of medieval design, and silver- 
gilt. The chalice, 9 high, has a hexagonal stem with knop, 
and a well-moulded foot. The corresponding paten, which is 
used as a credence salver, is a vessel on a stem and foot, 
having similar mouldings to the base of the chalice. Dia. 63, 
that of foot 4, height 24in. The other paten is a simple plate 
63 in diameter. These have for ornament a cross crosslet with 
small crosses between the arms, and the same device is repeated 
on the bowl of the chalice. 

The modern flagons are vase-shaped, with covers and curved 
handles, and are 113 high. The body in each case is of glass, 
but the bases and mountings are of silver-gilt. All these pieces, 
as an inscription on the credence salver informs us, were the 
gift of Mr. and Mrs. Atkinson, 19 October, 1909. The assay- 
marks on all are those of Sheffield for 1908. 

The two-handled cup is a vessel of some antiquity and merit, 
and as it is engraved with the initials J J A in old script, it had 
probably been for at least I00 years in the late Mr. Atkinson's 
family. He left it by will to the Abbey Church after his widow’s 
death, but Mrs, Atkinson decided to give up her life interest, and 
presented the vessel in February, 1915. It is scarcely to be 
described as a porringer, because the bowl stands on a short 
moulded foot. The modern inscription is: ‘‘ Pray for the soul of 
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John Thomas Atkinson who died September 28th 1go9, and Sarah 
Elizabeth his wife.” Height 53, dia. of bowl 44, across handles 
Orin. » ifali-marks~ (7) AK; (2) 1-p.; (3) three castles; (4) Lh.c. 
(5) George III’s head; (6) Rom. M. (Newcastle, 1802. Anne 
Robertson, who registered that mark in 18or.) 

There are, in addition, two silver patens, which are plain 
discs, each 54 in diameter. They have no ornament nor in- 
scriptions. One bears the London hall-marks for 1895, the 
other those of Sheffield for 1908. 

The pewter flagons form a handsome pair of jug-shaped 
vessels, with spouts, covers, and thumb-pieces. Each is in- 
scribed: “‘ Made for the Communion Service of the Parish Church 
of Selby Anno Domine 1793—John Clough, Richd. Dickinson, 
Edwd. Taylor, George Bennett Church Wardens.” Height of 
each 12, dia. at top 42, of base 6in, There are- no -pewterer’s 
marks in either case. 


SETTLE. 


Silver ; Two Chalices, three Patens, a Flagon, and Pyx. 

The chalices are alike, and are of the usual medieval design, 
with knop and hexagonal base, on one of the splays of which a 
cross 1s engraved. Height of each 8, dia. 4in. The hall-marks 
are in both cases those of London for 1872. Makers, EE and 
J WB. 

One of the patens i¢ a plate 7 In dia,, with a quatrefoil 
device at its centre, and the Agnus engraved upon its rim. It 
is inscribed: “‘ Ecce Agnus Dei qui tollit peccata mundi,” and 
the hall-marks are as on the chalices. 

The other two patens are simple plates, 5$ in dia., and with 
an engraved cross on the under side.in each case. 

The flagon is a jug-shaped vessel, 12 high, with hexagonal 
base and a lid surmounted by a Maltese cross. It is inscribed 
round the body: ‘“Sanguis meus vere est potus.”’ 

The-box or pyx has a crucifix on its lid, and measures 4 
by 2,-déepth 14 1n. 

In addition to these vessels there are two cruets of glass, 
with silver handles and mountings. 


SHEFFIELD. 


Silvery; Four Cups, three with covers, two Patens, and three 


Flagons.

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The two oldest cups with their paten-covers are really of 
Edwardian type, and have much of the character of the Ciren- 
cester cup illustrated in O.E.P., p. 239, though considerably later 
in date. (Plate XXL, p. 211.) They are plaim, and the stems ane 
feet are less richly ornamented. Each is inscribed: “ Sheffield 
Parish Church.” Height 84, dia. of bowls 3%, and of feet 
also 3%1in. Hall-marks : (1) Lombardic:‘G: (2) lp.; (3) Mine; 
(4) indistinct, the second initial, T, showing in a shaped shield, 
above an oviform object.1 (London, 1604.) 

The paten-covers of these cups are of the usual type, and 
are plain. Each is inscribed as the cups. Dia. 4%, height r}in. 
One small indistinct mark only. 

The cup next in point of age has a deep bell-shaped bowl, a 
short stem with a knop, and a moulded foot. It is inscribed 
round the bowl: “The Gift of R. Rollinson to Sheafield Church 
1625. Height 83, dia. of bowl 4, of foot 3%in. Hall-marks :

The remaining cup is evidently older than the date inscribed 
upon it, and is probably much of the same date as that just 
described. It has a rather square bell-shaped bowl, a baluster 
stem, and plain foot. On one side of the bowl is inscribed: 
“ Sheaffield Parish Church.” On the other side: “ Poculum 
évAoryias viaticum Pietati D.D. 1709,” and under the foot are 
pounced or stippled the initials TA, and the weight 100z:

The other hall-marks have no doubt been obliterated 
either by use or in repairing the vessel.

SHEFFIELD, SY, JUDE'S, MOORFIELDS. 


Silver-gilt : Chalice and Paten. 
The chalice is of considerable interest, but must have been 
acquired by this modern church in comparatively recent times. 


1The arms of Bamforth. For pedigree, see Hunter’s Hallamshire, p. 387. 
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The bowl, which is perfectly plain, is egg-shape and rather deep, 
quite unlike English medieval chalices. The stem is hexagonal, 
with a large knop terminating in round bosses at its six angles, 
and the foot is a sexfoil, chased upon its spreads. The vessel 
is 74 high. In the absence of hall-marks it is difficult to speak 
with any confidence as to its age or the country of its origin. 
It is doubtless foreign, perhaps South German or Italian, and 
the latter half of the sixteenth century might be mentioned as 
about its date. 

The paten, which has been made to accompany this chalice, 
is a simple plate, 5 in dia., and engraved with the Holy Lamb 
in the centre ofa sextoil depression, 11 bears uecent “Wonden 
hall-marks, and both pieces are inscribed: “‘S. Jude’s Moorfields 
Sheffield.” | 

There are also other modern vessels in use at the church. 


SHEFFIELD, ST. PAUL. 


Silver: Two Cups, a Paten, a Flagon, and wine strainer. 

Plated : Cup and Paten. 

The two silver cups are a pair of goblets with semi-oviform 
bowls, the curve of which is continued without intérruption to 
the feet.

The strainer is of the usual type of a wine-strainer, except 
that the funnel portion is quite straight, the upper part being 
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perforated to allow the wine to flow into the flagon. It is in 
two parts, as usual; and each part is inscribed: ‘“‘ S¢ Paul’s 
Church Sheffield.” Jt is a very useful though unusual adjunct to 
a church flagon. Dia. of cup 4%, total length of cup and funnel 
rogin. Assay-marks: Sheffield, 1822. Maker, I.W. 

The plated vessels do not call for much notice. The cup has 
a plain bowl with a thin stem and beading round the foot, as 
also round the small knop and the junction of the stem with 
te bowl. Height Ofin. The paten is similar. to the silver 
waiter above described. There are no marks on either piece.

The pewter vessels are both of peculiar and not unpleasing 
shape.

The alms-dish 
is a salver on three short feet raising it 1} high, and it is 124 
in diameter.

These vessels all bear the Sheffield assay-marks for the year 
1868. Maker, H.A. . 


SOWERBY, near Halifax. 


Silver : Two Chalices, two Patens, and a Flagon. 

These are modern and of no antiquarian interest. The chal- 
ices and patens bear the London hall-marks for 1860, and the 
flagon those for 1854. 

In a terfrer dated 1838 mention is made of one silver cup 
with a top weighing one pound, two pewter cups, one pewter 
flagon, and one pewter plate. None of these are now at the 
church.

Plated : Two Patens, a Flagon, and two Alms-dishes.

Monogram appears. It is 8 high. The paten belonging to 
this service is a simple plate 9 in dia., with the same sacred 
device at the centré, and “ Agnus Dez qui tole,” etc., round the 
rim. The flagon is vase-shape, with curved handle and cover, 
and “‘ Pascha nostrum,” etc., around the bowl. Height 1141in. 

These vessels all have the London hall-marks for the year 
1867. Maker, H.W. 

The other paten is a hollow disc, 6} in dia., and gilt on the 
upper side. Birmingham assay-marks for 1898. Maker, 5S.B. 

There is also belonging to this church a pewter flagon of 
the tankard form, and an alms-dish and plate of the same metal. 
These are not now used. 


ST UDLEY. 

Gold: Chalice and Paten. 

The vessels belonging to Alfield Chapel in the parish are 
kept, and have been used at Studley Church. They are de- 
scribed at page I5. 

The gold chalice and paten formed part of a memorial to 
Henrietta, 1st Marchioness of Ripon, who died in 1907. The 
former is of quasi-medieval outline with a moulded knop and 
stem, and a plain circular foot. Height 6%in. The paten is a 
simple plate with rim, and is 6 in diameter. Both bear the 
modern hall-marks for 18-carat gold. 

There is at the Victoria and Albert Museum at South Ken- 
sington a small bowl with its cover, which had been used for 
collecting the alms in this church, since its erection in 1872, 
and which Mr. Fallow describes as “by far the most curious, 
and perhaps the most beautiful, piece of medizval plate which 
we possess... Certaimly due and .mect ‘praise.;) and: Ahe editor 
yields to no one in his appreciation of the vessel’s archeological 
interest and importance. Yet it may be that the language 
which has been used to describe the tremendous beauty of its 
outline and other features is rather too flamboyant. (See 
Plate XUXTP) 

The plinth on which the bowl rests is separately wrought, 
and is boldly moulded. The lowest member is a small torus, 
above which is a cavetto enriched with quatrefoils, and then a 
cable moulding set between two astragals. Above this again 
is a series of openwork rings, surmounted by a moulding com- 
posed of an astragal over a cant—a form frequently met with

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in base-mouldings of the fourteenth century. The bowl itself, 
which fits into the plinth like a spigot into its socket, is in 
form something like that of the Goathland chalice, and the sim- 
ple form of its profile 1s answered by the graceful ogee outline 
of the cover. The surface is covered with leafy wreaths, which 
Mr. Fallow happily termed a sort of tree of knowledge, bearing 
the characters of a small black-letter alphabet, each springing 
from a small stalk. The upper tier consists of the letters q to 
Pp, Ens, —

while around the lower part of the bowl occur the letters g to 
3, followed by certain signs or contractions, thus :—

The last character is an uncommon variety of the letter gq, 
and the contraction mark before it suggests that it was intended 
to display the abbreviated form of ‘’ing’”’ common in medieval 
documents. eft seems to show how simple words of three letters 
are formed, and also to exhibit the long §, which does not 
occur in the alphabet. The figure preceding the e{t may be a 
form of the ampersand, which we write thus: &. But these 
signs have never received any really satisfactory explanation. 
The alphabet occurs also on the cover in two concentric rows, 
divided by a branching and foliating wreath, and with leaves 
between the letters. On the knob the letter a occurs, but it 
is also placed in its proper position at the beginning of the 
alphabet. The omission of the letter W has been commented 
upon, and a French, or other continental, origin has been assign- 
ed to the vessel for that reason. But the mere adoption of a 
Latin alphabet at the end of the fourteenth century would not 
in itself imply a foreign origin, and the editor sees no reason for 
supposing that the bowl is not an example of English crafts- 
manship ; that it was possibly even made at York. 

The bowl, although used in recent times as an alms-bason, 
was obviously not made for ecclesiastical purposes, but was 
probably intended to serve the double purpose of a porridge- 
bowl and a primer—like the horn-book of later times. In the will 
of John Morton, Esq., of York, 1431, the testator bequeaths to his 
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cousin, Robert Gaytenby, “‘unum collok pece argenti cum scriptura 
A.B.C.in cooperculo,”! The form of the letters on the Smudicy 
bowl is similar to that found in illuminated manuscripts of 
the fourteenth century. (Plate XXII.) The vessel was exhibited 
to the Society of Antiquaries in 1910, and the opinion then 
expressed was that its purpose was domestic, not ecclesiastical ; 
that it is English, and that it was produced in the latter part 
of the fourteenth century. The height of the plimth is, 75001 
the bewl 24, and of the cover 27 to the top ol the skaop:. 
Dia. of bowl 54, and total height of bowl and cover also 5$in. 
There are no hall-marks. 

The transference of the bowl to the Victoria and Albert 
Museum in 1914 was at the time the subject of much contro- 
versy, several eminent antiquaries casting great blame upon us 
in Yorkshire for parting with so valuable and unique a specimen 
of the goldsmith’s art. But the editor is quite unable to agree 
with this criticism. The vessel was legally sold for £3,000 by 
order of the Chancellor of the Diocese, who granted his Faculty 
in’ January, 1913, on the condition that it was to find a place 
in the national collection, and the money was directed to be 
applied in augmentation of the stipend, and for other specified 
objects. ; 

The bowl has not gone out of existence by reason of its 
removal to London; and this rivalry for mere possession by 
one county as against another is much to be deprecated. Also 
from the point of view of archeological study, the vessel is 
surely much more useful in a national museum than in the 
strong room of a bank at Ripon, where it had reposed for some 
time. It is fair to record that the good fortune of having first 
“discovered”’ this piece of plate belongs to the Rev. Mr. 
Whitehead, vicar of Brampton ; and notwithstanding speculation 
which has been made that it came from Fountains Abbey, it 
is the fact that Henrietta, late Marchioness of Ripon, told the 
present Vicar of Studley that she gave the bowl to Aldfield 
Chapel, and that she did not know in the least where it came 
from. We have other and private reasons for believing that the 
vessel was for a long time an inheritance in the Vyner family. 
At the same time, we should like to say most emphatically that

Silver: Cup, Paten, Flagon, and Alms-dish. 

The cup has a straight-sided bowl with curved lip, a plain 
stem with a moulded band and plain foot; height 94in. The 
paten is a “plate “on central stem > dia. 7; that of foot 23, 
height 12in. The flagon is a plain tankard with lid and curved 
handle, but no spout; it is 124 high. The alms-dish 9? in 
dia., is a plate with sunk centre, the rim being 14 in width. 

All these vessels bear the Sacred Monogram in a glory, and 
the inscription: “‘ The Gift of Sr W™ Lowther Bart. to the Church 
of Swillington 1751.’ All also bear the same hall-marks, viz.: 
(i) KR GI ©, Kom, caps, in. quatrefoil; (2) lihne.; (3) smu hom: 
O= (4) Ep. (London, 1751) Gumey & Co.) 


SWINEFLEET. 


Silver : Two-handled Cup and a Flagon. 

Pewier : A. Plate. 

The cup is formed like a two-handled porringer, but it 
stands upon a short stem and foot. It is perfectly plain, except 
for the inscription: “The Gift of Mr John Broadbent to Swin- 
fleet Chapel.” Height 6, dia. of rim 44, of foot 34, across the 
handles Sin. Hall-marks~ (1) }4:(2) lp (3) lhe: G@) three 
castles; (5) cap. Rom. O. (Newcastle, 1780, Langlands and 
Robertson, who also entered this mark at Goldsmiths’ Hall, 
London, in March, 1780, “ by letters of attorney.’’) . 

The flagon is pot-shaped, with a swelling drum and a raised 
and domed cover. It has the same inscription as the cup, to 
the effect that it was given by Mr. John Broadbent, but it is 
older than the cup. Hermits, dias at top 4, of base Abin: 
Hall-marks, grouped on the bottom: (1) GH; (2) l.p.; (3)1h.c.; 
(4) long sm. Rom: S$, (London, 1753:) 

The pewter plate, which is used as a paten, is 8% in dia., 
and has some imitation hall-marks on the back, also X, crowned, 
a unicorn’s head, and the word LONDON. On the front of the 
rim the letters 5 C, for Swinefleet Chapel, are punched.

Silver: Two Cups and a Paten. 

Plated: A Flagon. 7 

The smaller but older cup has a bell-shaped bowl, a stem 
with knop, and a moulded foot. On the bowl are engraved the 
letters IHS, with cross and nails, but without a glory; and 
on either side is inscribed: “ Swinton” and “ Chappel.” Height 
8, dia. of bowl and foot 4 in each case, depth of bowl 44in. 
Hall-marks: (1) Lo; (2) Brit.; (3) lihd.er.; (4) Court-hand Q. 
(London, 1711, Seth Lofthouse.) 

The other cup is, generally speaking, of similar shape to 
that above described. It has the Sacred Monogram in a glory 
engraved upon the bowl. Height 84, dia. of bowl 3%, of foot 33, 
depth of bowl 4?1n. Hall-marks: (1) maker’s initials indistinct ; 
(2) Sovereign’s head ; (3) harp, crowned ; (4) Hibernia; (5) cap.

The paten is a plate with cable edge standing on a stem and 
foot. In the centre, within a plain oval surrounded by scrolls 
and foliage, are engraved the letters IHS, as on the older cup, 
that is to say with cross and nails, but no rays. On either side 
of this are the words “ Swinton” and “ Chappell.” -Dia. 8, of 
foot 34, height also 34in.

The plated flagon is a tankard with lid terminating in a 
knob, a trebly-curved handle, and a spout. On it is engraved 
the Sacred Monogram-in a glory, Height 13, dia. at top 34, 
of base 64in. No marks.

Silver : Two Cups, two Patens, and a Flagon. 

The older cup has a bell-shaped bowl with engraved belt 
which interlaces in a peculiar manner, a plain stem with small 
knop, and a foot with an engraved band encircling it. Height 7, 
dia. of bowl 34, of foot the same, depth of bowl 33in. Hall- 
marks: (1) fleur-de-lys,.in shaped shield’: (2) Thre; (4) fa:

The older paten is a vessel on a central circular stem and 
foot.

The other paten is similar in form to that just described, 
but it is quite plain and without inscription. Its dimensions 
are also the same, except that it is a quarter of an inch taller.

(4) shield, with three castles; (5) cap. Rom. O. (Newcastle, 
1753, Isaac Cookson.) 

The flagon is a tankard with domed lid and curved handle, 
but no spout. There is an armorial shield on the front: Three 
bars gemelles surmounted by a lion rampant. Crest: On a 
wreath a lion passant guardant, for FarrFAx. Inscription: 
The Gift of Burwick Fairfax, Esq.,to the Parish Church of Tad- 
caster.’ Height 11, dia. at top 4?, at the bottom 7in. Hall- 
marks, im a group: @) KR-B; (2) lps (3) lice (4) sm. Rom: 
B. (London, 1737, probably Robert Brown, entered 1736.) 


TANIERSEEY. 


Silver : Two Cups, one with cover, and a Paten; also modern 
Chalice, Paten, and Flagon. 

The larger cup, a somewhat ungainly vessel and of preposter- 
ous dimensions, has a large bell-shaped bowl, with a plain fillet 
round the upper part. The stem has a knop, and the foot is 
plain. On the bowl is engraved the Sacred Monogram, with 
cross and nails, but without rays of glory. On one side of the 
monogram is the word “ Tankersley,”’ and ‘ Church’’ on the 
other. Around the foot is inscribed: “Given by the Honorable 
Thomas Wentworth, 1717.” Height 94, dia. of bowl 54, of 
foot 48, depth of bowl 54in. Hall-marks: (1) Lo; (2) Brit.; 
(3) li.hd.er.; (4) Court-hand Q. (London, 1711, Seth Lofthouse.) 
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The other cup, which has the cover, is quite plain with a 
knop to the stem, and a moulded foot. Height 5#, dia. of 
bowl 34, of foot 34, and depth of bowl 34in. The cover is of 
the usual type, and plain. It is 4 in dia., its button 13, and 
the height is #in. There is a single mark on both cup and 
cover, which in each case is badly struck, but appears to be the 
letters Wh, linked with a star of six points below. This is the 
Britannia mark of John White, of London, entered in 1719, a 
date which agrees well enough with the character of the vessel, 
and as the Britannia marks were seldom used after 1720, the 
date is fixed to within a year or two. 

The paten is a plate on a central stem, and is engraved with 
the Sacred Monogram, and the words “ Tankersley Church,”’ 
exactly as on the larger cup. It bears the further inscription : 
“Given by y® Honble Mrs Wentworth 1716.” Dia. 8, of foot 34, 
height 2tin. The hall-marks also are as on the larger cup. 
(London, 1711, Seth Lofthouse.) 

The modern chalice is of medieval design, with a hexagonal 
knop, the points of which terminate in lozenges, and sexfoil 
foot, on one of the splays of which a crucifix is engraved. 
Height 64in. London hall-marks, 1870. 

The paten is a simple plate, 5 in diameter. Sheffield assay- 
marks for 1869. Maker, H W. 

The flagon is silver-gilt, and is vase-shaped, with a cover 
terminating in a pelican in her piety, and set with four ame- 
thysts on the bowl. Height ro. London hall-marks for 1872. 


THORNE. 


Silver ; Chalice, Paten, and Flagon. 

These vessels are all modern, and of quasi-medizval design. 
The chalice is 84 high, and has a mullet foot. The paten is a 
simple plate with a cross, and the text: “Hoc est corpus 
meum,” on the rim. It is 6% in diameter. The flagon is jug- 
shaped, with a spout and curved handle. It is 9} in height. 

All these vessels bear the usual London hall-marks for 1875. 
Maker, C H. 


THORNER. 


Silver: Cup, Paten, and Flagon. 
The cup has a plain bell-shaped bowl with a plain stem and © 
a foot, which is somewhat curved towards the rim. It is in- 
scribed near the upper rim of the bowl: “ William Snowdon 
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1638. Height: 64, dia. of bowl 34, of the foot 3, depth of 
bowl 3#in. Hall-marks: (1) sm. italic H; (2) leop. and lys; 
(3) RW, with a star below. (York, 1639, Robert Williamson.) 

The paten is an ordinary plate, 7 in dia., with the Sacred 
Monoetam at the centre, m a glory. It is mscribed: ~ The 
gift of the Right Hon. Lady Elizabeth Hastings.’’ Hall-marks : 
(ed Crcenpt, under a sem mine > (2) pe 43) Lh.c.; (4) heart- 
shaped punch, with three castles; (5) cap.

The flagon is a plain tankard with a moulded lid and base, 
curved handle, and spout. It is inscribed: “This flagon &

of Leadstone In the County of York to the Church of Thorney in 
the Same County.” Above this is the Hastings maunch; and 
the Sacred Monogram in a glory is also engraved upon the 
flagon. Height 12, dia. at the top 44, of base 64in. The hall- 
marks are the same as those on the paten. (Newcastle, 1744.) 


THORNHILL, 


Silver : Two Cups and two Patens. 

Plated: A Flagon. 

Pewter: A Flagon and a Plate. 

The old cup has a straight-sided bowl with curved lip, a 
plain stem with a moulded band in lieu of knop, and a plain 
foot. The bowl is inscribed, in cursive characters: ‘ Thornehill 
Comunion Cupp Anno Dom 1663.” Height 10}, dia. of bowl 43, 
of foot 4%, depth of bowl 44in. MHall-marks: (1) IR, under a 
crescent +- (2) Lhe (3) Nps (4) cap, Old Bug, FB. (London, 
1663.) The same maker’s mark occurs upon a Communion cup 
of 1662 at Limton, Yorks. 

The other cup is modern, and is of medieval outline. It is 
81 high, and has London hall-marks for 1868.

The old paten is a plate on circular stem and foot. It is 
inscribed: “ This peice of Plate was given to Thornhill Church by 
S’ John Armytage Bart of Kirkelesse.” In the centre of the plate 
is the Sacred Monogram in a glory. Dia. 8, of foot 3+, height 
_ also 3$in. Hall-marks: (1) WA, with an anchor between the 
hevters =. (2) Brit; (3) tihdser,: (4) Court-hand OQ. (London, 
1711, Joseph Ward.) 

The second paten is modern. It is 6% in dia., and has London 
hall-marks for 1880. Makers, D H—-C H. 
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The plated flagon is also modern. It is jug-shaped, and has 
a chased band with crosses and the Sacred ee round the 
bowl. Height 12 in. 

The pewter flagon is a plain tankard with cover attached 
to the handle, and a rough-looking ornament affixed to the 
cover by which to raise it. Height 9?, dia. at top 44, of base 
64in. There are some pewter marks: a lion passant, a griffin, 
W W, etc. 

The pewter plate is engraved on the rim: “ Thornhill Com- 
munion Plate,’ from which it appears that it was once used as 
a paten. It is 102 in dia., and bears some indistinct marks. 


THORNTON-IN-CRAVEN. 


Silver: Two Cups and a Paten. 

The larger cup has a bell-shaped bowl, with curved lip, a 
plain stem with moulded band at the centre, and a moulded 
foot. On the upper part of the bowl is inscribed: “ Given to 
the Church of Thornton 1m Craven by James Scott DD 1788.” 
Height 93, dia. of bowl 44, of foot 42, depth of bowl also 43 in. 
Hall-marks, much worn: (1) WS—WPP, disposed in the arms of 
a €ross; (2) Lp; (3) Line. -@) smu Ren N> -(Londou, W785. 
Shaw & Priest, entered 1740.) 

The smaller cup has a plain bowl with a stem and base of 
the truncated cone type. It has no inscription nor ornament. 
Height 73, dia. of bowl 3%, of foot 58, depth of bowl 4 in. 
Hali-marks: (1) A four-leaved ornament on a stem, in shaped 
shield; (2) Lh.c.;.. (3) lua; (4) long italte S, (Londen, 2635.) 
The same maker’s mark is found at Totnes, Devon, 1629. | 

The paten is an ordinary plate with double moulded edge, 
g in diameter. It bears the same inscription, date, and _hall- 
marks as the larger cup. Dr. Scott was Rector of Thornton, 
but for a very short period only. 


THORNTON-IN-LONSDALE. 


Silver : Communion Cup ; also Cup with cover, Paten, and two 
Flagons. 

The older cup has a straight-sided bowl, square at the bottom, 

a large nearly spherical knop to the stem, and a slightly moulded 

foot. There is a vertical reeding at the junctions of the stem 

with the bowl and with the foot. An ornamental belt of leaf 

design occurs near the lip of the bowl floriating three times, 
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downwards only. Dimensions: Height 63, dia. at lip 3}, of 
foot 34, depth of bowl 3}in. MHall-marks: (x) leop. and lys; 
(2)-cap. italic F> (3) MB, linked, (York, 1662, Marmaduke 
Best.) 

The rest of the vessels form a set, and bear the same hall- 
marks. The cup is a goblet with a very large bell-shaped bowl 
with slightly everted lip, a short thick stem divided at its centre 
by a moulded bead only, and a moulded foot. Upon the bowl 
is engraved a representation of our Lord upon the cross, which 
rises from ground, and has the letters INRI at the top. The 
cup, like paten-cover, is gilt. Height 7, dia. at lip 4}, of foot 
34, depth of bowl 44in. Hall-marks: (1) GA, a coronet above 
and @ crescent below; (2) Brit; (3) li.hd.er:; (4) Court-hand H. 
(London, 1703, George Garthorne, entered 1697.) The lon’s 
head erased occurs under the foot. 

The paten-cover is of the usual form, with button. Dha. 5, 
of ‘button 2, height 1 in. 

The larger -paten is 6 in dia., the dia: of the foot bemg 22, 
and the height 2 in. 

The flagons are alike, and are tall tankards without spouts, 
having flat lids, thumb-pieces, and curved handles. Height of 
each of, dia. at top 4, of base 54in. All these have the same 
hall-marks as the cup (London, 1703), and the paten and flagons 
have also the lion’s head erased under their bases. 


THORP ARCH. 


Silver : Cup with cover, Paten, and Flagon. 

The service of plate here is exactly similar to that at Colling- 
ham, and was also the gift of Lady Betty Hastings. It corre- 
sponds to the Collingham plate in all features; and, except 
that the words “ Thorp Arch” are substituted for Collingham, 
the inscriptions are identical, including the date 1738. The 
dimensions vary very slightly, and the hall-marks are the same, 
except that the date-letter at Thorp Arch is the small Roman H 
for 1743, instead of the G at Collingham (London, 1743, Gurney 
-and Co.). As to the inscribed date being so much earlier than 
the hall-marks, see Collingham, p. 70, foot-note. 


THORPE SALVIN. 


Silver: Cup with Paten-cover; also a baptismal vessel. 
Plated: A Flagon. 
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Pewter: Paten and Plate. 

The cup has a bell-shaped bowl with a belt of dotted orna- 
ment interlacing four times around it. The stem has a moulded 
band in the place of a knop, and the foot is plain. Height 6, 
dia. of bowl 34, of foot 2%, depth of bowl 31n. 

The paten-cover has also the interlacing dotted pattern upon 

its dome. It is 2 an height, and the dia: of the button is 210, 
There“ are’ no marks of any sort to: be dicepvered on ‘cap or 
cover.* , 
The baptismal vessel or small silver font is a bowl 4? in 
dia. at the top and 2% at the base. It has a handle 24in.

The plated flagon is a plain tankard with raised lid, curved 
handle, and spout. It is modern, and is 13} in height. Marks:

The pewter paten is a plate on central stem, and is quite 
plain.- Dia. 9, that of foot 4, height 3m. -On the back is the 
pewterer’s name, IOHN BANCKS, and other small marks. 

The plate is an ordinary pewter plate, quite plain, and is 
ot in diameter. The pewterer’s name, RAYMOND, and a crowned 
rose are on the back. 


THROAPHAM. 

Sever = Cup, 

Plated > Cup, Paten, and: Fiagen. 

The silver cup is alone of interest. It is a plain beaker 4 
high, dia. at top 34, at base 22in. Hall-marks, grouped on the 
bottom: (a) -1 Lb; andistmet.> 42) lhocs* (3) 1p. 214) schielancon 
three castles; (5) cap. italic F. (Newcastle, 1772, John Lang- 
lands.) :

The plate at this fine church is, unfortunately, all modern, 
and unworthy of consideration in a work mainly devoted to the 
study of antique plate. The old vessels were exchanged, or, 
as the expression is, “‘recast,’’ some years ago. The present 
service consists of two chalices, two patens, and a flagon of 
pseudo-medizval character. 


TINSEEY. 


Silver; Cup, Paten, and Flagon. 

The cup has a plain bowl, stem, and foot. It is inscribed 
on the bowl: “ Given by the Honorable Thomas Wentworth to 
the Chapel of Twsley, 1711." And, there 1s. also a) crest iz: 
An eagle’s head erased gorged with a ducal coronet. Height 7H, 
dia. of bowl 32, of foot 43, depth of bowl 44in. The only 
visible hall-mark is the l.h.c., showing that the vessel must 
have been made before 1608. 

The paten is a circular plate, on stem, and bears the same 
inscription and crest as the cup.” The crest is at the centre ot 
the plate, and is surrounded by flourishes. Dia. 84, height 24 in. 
There are traces of hall-marks, but they are too indistinct to 
be deciphered. 

The flagon is a tankard 12 high, and is inscribed: “ By 
subscription for Tinsley Chapel 1800.” It has Sheffield assay- 
marks for 1800. 

Note that “The Hon. Thomas Wentworth rebuilt this church 
in 1710, and inclosed 15 acres of the common and settled them 
upon the church.

The cover is similarly ornamented to 
the bowl of the cup, and is surmounted by a triangular spire.

It is a modern apostle spoon, and the figure of the 
apostle (the identity of which is perhaps doubtful) seems to be 
an electrotype from the figure on an old spoon. The rest of 
the spoon is of frosted silver, and on the back of the bowl is 
engraved: On a wreath a dolphin and a crown below. Also 
the inscription: “‘ Presented by I L Fernandes to All Saints’ 
Church Wakefield 1869.’ On the lower part of the back of the 
stem is a maker’s mark, and on the back of the bowl the 
Queen’s head and the lion passant. These are the only traces 
of hall-marks. 

In addition to the vessels above described, there are two glass 
cruets with silver mountings, given at Easter, 1905, two Bishop’s 
staves, Verger’s mace and Wardens’ staves, all modern.

The terrier of 1785 mentions two pewter plates, but as these 
are not now in existence they were doubtless discarded on the 
purchase of the silver paten.

Under the spout is the Sacred Monogram 
in a glory; and around the lower rim is the inscription :

WHITEWELL. 

Silvey: Cup and Paten. 

Plated: A Flagon. 

The cup is a vessel of much interest. It has a large and 
broad bell-shaped bowl, with slightly everted lip, set upon a 
moulded baluster stem, and a plain circular spread for _ foot. 
It is entirely devoid of ornament or inscription, and is excep- 
tionally massive, weighing slightly over 20 oz. troy. Height 84, 
dia. of bowl 4%, of foot 4}, depth of bowl 4in. Hall-marks: 
(1) NH, in an angular shield : (2) lamb and flag, in a punch 
shaped to the device; (3) cap. B of peculiar form, in a shaped 
square punch. (Perth, c. 1680.) This vessel is in form exactly 
like a pair of Communion cups, also marked with the lamb and 
flag, at Coupar Angus, having the engraved date 1687; and 
like many English cups of about that period. It is probably an 
unique example of the Perth mark in England ; and in Scotland 
it is very uncommon. A Communion cup at Meigle, Perthshire, 
is also marked with the lamb and flag, and the initials RG, 
for Robert Gardiner, deacon in 1674. (Plate XXIV.) 

The paten has apparently been made to form a cover to 
this cup, for the sinking of the plate has a square vertical edge, 
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to which the rim is fitted. The latter is #} in width, and is 
reeded. Dia. 64, that of the button or foot, which is attached 
to the plate by an unusually thick stem, 2%, height fin. Hall- 
marks: (1) WI, with fleur-de-lys below in shaped shield; (2)

Wisdome, entered 1704.) On the upper side of the plate is the 
moder inscription: ‘‘ THE Grrr. of the CHURCH WARDENS of 
WHALLEY fo WHITE WELL CHAPEL 1821.” Whitewell is a 
chapelry in the parish of Whalley, Lancashire, though the chapel 
is in Yorkshire. It looks as though this Communion cup and 
its paten-cover had been bestowed upon Whitewell Chapel by 
the mother-church, which acquired a pair of new silver chalices 
in 1787. Mr. Taylor-Taswell, in his book on Whalley Church, 
states that Sir Edward Assheton gave a Communion cup in 
1680, which is no longer in the parish, and the inference is 
that this was the Perth-made cup under consideration. 

The flagon of old Sheffield plate upon copper is a tankard 
with raised and domed cover, curved handle and thumb-piece, 
but no spout. There is a moulded base, and the lower end of 
the handle terminates in a heart-shaped shield. The Sacred 
Monogram in rays of glory is engraved upon the front of the 
drum. Height 10, dia. at top 3%, of base 54in. There is one 
mark only, a capital Old Eng. B struck four times, and this is 
understood to indicate that it is “ Sheffield Plate”’ invented by 
Bolsover, and probably made by him.

Silver : Cup with cover, Paten, Flagon, and Alms-dish. 

The cup is a very tall vessel with a deep straight-sided bowl, 
a small knop and moulded foot. It is inscribed: ‘“‘ The Gift 
of Mr John Wressell of Redness to the church of Whitgift Ann. 
1708.” Height 94, dia. of bowl 4, of foot 44, depth of bowl 5:in. 
The cover has the usual stem and button, but is flat, not domed, 
and it has a rim like a plate, and a sunk portion in the centre 
to fit over the cup. It also has the same inscription as the 
cup. Dia. 42, of button 2}, height réin. 

Both cup and cover have the same three marks, viz.: (1) 
three crowns; (2) AB, crown above and rose below; (3) first 
mark repeated.

It also has 
an inscription as on the cup, intimating that it was given by 
Mr. John Wressell in 1708, but its hall-marks show it to be 
father older tham that. and it has doubtléss been a secular 
vessel, afterwards devoted to church uses. ‘‘ The domestic 
tankards of the second half of the seventeenth century are very 
plain, sometimes of great diameter in proportion to their depth ; 
and have flat lids. They came in at the Restoration, and are 
round till about 1710 or 7720.” (O.E.P., p. 361.) Height of this 
vessel 63, dia. at top 43, of foot 54in.

According to the last terrier, the cup and cover weigh 25 
ounces; the paten on foot 12 ounces; the flagon 34 ounces, 
and holds nearly two quarts ; and the alms-dish also 34 ounces.

Silver: Two Cups, a Paten, two Flagons, and an Alms-dish. 

The larger cup has a bell-shaped bowl with a plain baluster 
stem and foot. Round the cup, on either side of a shield of 
arms, is the following inscription: ‘“‘ The Gift of Henrie Lord 
Ingram Viscount Irwin to ye Church of Whitchurch 1666.” The 
shield bears: On a fesse three escallops, for INGRAM, and is 
surmounted by a coronet of nine pearls.

They were lent to the new church at Green Hammerton on its 
erection in 1876, but have since been returned to the mother 
church of Whixley, though they are not now in use. It was, 
of course, a great mistake to disfigure these fine old vessels 
with modern inscriptions, and the parochial authorities at the 
present time greatly regret the action of their predecessors in 
this matter. 

The modern silver vessels are parcel - gilt, and each: is in- 
scribed: ‘‘ Whixley Church 29 July 1862.” The chalice has a 
circular foot, a large embossed knop, the lozenge-shaped points 
of which are enamelled with emblems of the Passion. Round 
the upper part of the bowl: ‘Drink ye all of this.” Height 
Sin.

Silver: Two Communion Cups and a Paten. 

Plated Metal: Credence Salver and Flagon. 

To the cups a curious story attaches. They were discovered 
when alterations were being made at the church in 1855, con- 
cealed in a hole under the tombstones of the Rookes family. 
It has been said that they had. probably “‘ been buried for 
safety in 1745, when the young Pretender made his ill-fated 
incursion into England, setting the country through which he 
passed by the ears, and rousing great doubts as to the security 
of property. Burial was frequently considered the safest way 
of disposing of valuables, but it is a little difficult to understand 
how the hiding place should have been so completely lost for 
so many years.’’! 

The two cups are much alike, though one is slightly larger 
than the other. They have straight-sided tapering bowls set 
on short moulded baluster stems and plain circular spreading 
feet, like the 1651 cup at Giggleswick. (See Plate, p10, 
Both are engraved on the bowls with a shield of arms embraced 
by stiff feathering, viz.: Quarterly of six coats:* (1) A fesse 
between three rooks; (2) a cross cantoned of rooks; (3) on a 
chevron engrailed between three rooks as many crescents ; 
(4) gyrony of six, as many fleurs-de-lys; (5) a fesse vair an 
unicorn passant guardant in chief; (6) a cross fleurée. On the 
opposite side of the bowls there is in each case the inscription : 
“Ex dono Georgij Rookes de Roades hall in Com Eboru™ 
Armigeri in usum Capellae d’ Wybsey in parochia d’ Bradford in 
dict® comitatu Cujus Obitus fuit in undecimo die Martij anno 
Domini 1683.’’ The Rookes of Roydes Hall descend from Rich- 
ard Rookes of the same place, living temp. Henry VII. 

The larger cup measures 7} in height, dia. at lip 3%, of 
foot 34, depth of bowl also 34in.

The other paten is without inscription, but both have the 
letters WC (Wighill Church) on the back. The hall-marks are 
the same, except the date-letter, which is a cap. Old Eng. H. 
(London, 1763, Ebenezer Coker.) 

The pewter plate is an ordinary plate 94 in dia., and has 
been coated with silver. It has no ornament nor inscription, 
but there are some pewter marks, mostly indistinct: X crowned, 
MADE IN LONDON, MBT, etc. 


WINKSLEY-CUM-GRANTLEY. 


Silver: Cup, Paten, Flagon, and Alms-dish. 

The cup is goblet-shaped, with knop, moulded stem, and 
plain circular foot. It is 9 high. The -paten 1s a vessel once 
stem 24 high and 814 in diameter. The flagon is a tall tankard, 
with lip and cover terminating in a Latin cross, 14 high to 
the top of the cross. The alms-dish is a plain plate 8? in 
diameter. 

All these vessels have the Sacred Monogram in a glory en- 
graved upon them, and all bear the same hall-marks, viz.: 
(I) RH; (2) Lp> (6) emer; (4) cap Old, ieee ee 
Oueen’s head. (London, 1848.) 
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On the underneath side of each piece occurs a long inscrip- 
tion, indicating that the several vessels were given by different 
members of the Charnock family in memory of their brothers 
and sisters. The inscriptions agree with those copied in the 
terrier of 1848, signed “ Joseph Charnock MA, Incumbent, 
Henery Richmond, John Wilks Churchwardens.” 


WISTOW. 


Silver: Cup and cover (gilt), and two Patens. 

Pewter : Flagon. 

Brass; Alms-dish. 

The silver-gilt cup has now lost most of its gilding. It has 
a plain bell-shaped bowl on a baluster stem and a plain foot. 
There is no ornament nor inscription. Height 78, dia. of bowl 
4g, of foot 33in. The cover is also plain, and is 24 high, with 
a plain button knob. Both cup and cover are hall-marked : 
(1) Lombardic D; (2) Lp.; (3) Lh.c.; (4) a double-headed eagle 
with the initials TS on either side of the bird’s neck. (London, 
1601.) The same maker’s mark occurs on flagons at St. Mary 
Woolnoth, London, 1587, and on a flagon at Westwell Church, 
Kent, 1597. 

One of the patens is a salver of wavy outline on four feet. 
It is without ornament or inscription, and measures 7%X7% in 
dia., and is 13 high. MHall-marks: (1) RB; (2) Lp; (3) Lhe, ; 
(4) sm. Rom. B. (London, 1737, Richard Bayley.) 

The other paten is a circular plate on stem and foot, and 
has the Sacred Monogram in the centre. On the under side it 
is inscribed: “ The Gift of Mrs Eliz. Mastin relict OF the Reo - 
Matte Mastin M A late Vicar of this Church. Wistow 1777 
Dia. 8, of foot 43, height 2 in. Hall-marks: (x) IC; (2) cap: 
Old Eng. U; (3) lp; (4) lhc. (London, 1775.) The maker, 
IC, made a large paten, 1774, at Holy Trinity Church, Coventry, 
and much domestic plate of the period. Perhaps John Carter. 

The pewter flagon is a tankard, with a lid and spout recently 
added. It has been silvered over. Height 11, dia. at top 44, 
of base 5?in. The pewterer’s initials, I H, are inside the bottom. 


1On the wall of the north aisle of 
Wistow Church is a tablet: ‘‘ Sacred 
to the Memory of Matthew Masten M.A. 
Vicar of this Church and Elizabeth his 
second wife Daughter of Paul Perkins of 
Moorby Gentleman. He departed this 
life March 20! 1754 aged 69 years. 
She died May 18' 1777 Aged 83 years. 


They had issue two sons and a daughter, 
the Rev. Paul Masten B.L. and Matthew 
Masten a surgeon in the Navy. Hannah 
Masten their daughter and only Surviving 
Child pays this last tribute of duty and 
affection to her beloved Father, Mother 
and Brothers, 1782.”’ 
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The alms-dish is an ancient brass vessel purchased for the 
church in recent times. It-is-17 in.dia., and has a representa 
tion of the Spies bearing grapes at the centre.

The cup has a deep bell-shaped bowl with curved lip, a 
plain stem with knop in the centre, and a plain moulded foot. 

Height 73, dia. of bowl 4, 
of foot 34, depth of bowl 44in. Hall-marks: (1) GA, under a 
crown: ;- (2) lilid-er.;. (3) Brit; (qjecap. Rom. ©.- 4 loncem 
1718, Wm. Gamble.) 

The paten is really the cover to this cup; it is plam- and 
flat, and has a plain button. Dia. 44, of button 2}, height 14in. 
The hall-marks are very faint, but are apparently the same as 
those on the cup. 

The pewter flagon is in shape like those at St. Denis’, York. 
Height 13, dia. at top 4, of base 6in., and at the broadest 
part 7in. On the bottom are pewter marks, viz.: X crowned, 
and the initials I H, in a punch below. 

The alms-dish is plain, and is an ordinary plate go} in dia- 
meter.

The paten and flagon are modern. The paten is a plate 6 
in dia., and standing 2 high on a central stem.

The flagon is a tankard with moulded ld and base, curved 
handle and spout.

The flagon is a tankard with moulded lid and base, but no 
spout. It is inscribed: “Ex Dono Parochial.” Height 133, 
dia. at top 44, of base 7in.

The plated metal alms-dish is 154 in dia., and was given by 
the late Wm. Wordsworth, Junr., Esq. On the back it is 
marked: “ Published by Elkington & Co 708.”

The older cup is much of the usual Elizabethan type, with 
a bell-shaped bowl having a belt of leaf work interlacing four 
times around it.

The paten is a plain plate on circular stem. In the centre is 
engraved the same arms as on the cup, and round this the 
same inscription. Dia. 83, of foot 4, height 3in. Four hall- 
marks as on the cup. Weight 140z. 8dwt. (London, 1733.) 

The flagon is a plain tankard with curved handle, thumb- 
piece, lid, and spout. On it is engraved the Sacred Monogram 
in a glory, and the same arms and inscription as on the cup 
and paten. Height 13, dia. at top 44, of base 7in. Weight 
59 0z. 10 dwt. MHall-marks as on the cup and paten. (London, 
1723)) 

WORSBOROUGH. 


Silver: Two Cups and a Paten; also modern Chalice and 
Paten. 

Plated: A Flagon. 

The smaller cup has a bell-shaped bowl, a conical stem with 
a narrow flat knop, below which splays out the trumpet-shaped 
foot.. It-is periectly plain. Height 74, dia. of Hp 34) of “toot 
the same, depth of bowl 3?in. MHall-marks: (1) F T, in mono- 
gram; (2) Lincs. (3) lips. (4) sm italic FF —(ondong 1622, 
F. Terry, who made a Communion cup at East Ayton, see 
vol. i, p. 71-72.) 

The other cup has also a bell-shaped bowl, a conical stem 
with knop, and a moulded foot. It is amscribed: “~ The gift 
of Mts Martha Adams.” Height 8, dia. of bowl 3%, of foot 3%, 
depth of bowl 4$in. A single mark appears, four times re- 
peated on the bowl; this looks like the letter V within an 
octofoil. 

The paten is a circular plate with slightly moulded rim, to 
which has been added in recent times the stem and foot of 
some other ancient paten.

The plated flagon is a large tankard with spout, cover, and 
thumb-piece. It is of Sheffield plate on copper, and is 15 tall, 
4, t@dia at the top, and -8in, at the base. lt is marked 
LAW and T L, script. 


WORTLEY, near Leeds. 


Silver : Two Cups, Paten, two Salvers, and a Flagon. 

The above, with the exception of the paten, form one ser- 
vice of plate, and all bear the same hall-marks, viz.: CE) GaRi€- 
(2) Lp.; (3) Queen’s head; (4) anchor; (5) cap. Old Eng. W. 
(Birmingham, 1846, G. R. Collins, entered 1834.) 

The cups are alike, they are goblets with short stems and 
moulded feet, and each has the Sacred Monogram in a glory 
engraved upon it, with the text above in Old English characters : 
~ Calicem salutaris accipiam et nomen Domini invocabo.” Height 
74, dia. of bowls 38, of feet 3%, depth of bowls 44 in. 

The two salvers have gadrooned and scolloped edges. The 
Sacred Monogram in a glory occurs at the centre of each, and 
on the rims: “ Benedictus Dominus Deus Israel qui visitavit et 
fecit redemptionem plebis suis.” Dia. TOs in. 

The flagon is of the cofiee-pot type, but with a lip instead 
of a spout, a high domed cover terminating in a cross, and a 
_ pierced thumb-piece. The same sacred device as upon the other 
vessels is engraved on the front, and the inscription, in Old 
English: “Deus miseratur animae Samuelis Brown Hargreave 
qui in memoriam patris hoc poculum fieri fecit AD 1845.”’ 
Height 15 to the top of the cross. 

The paten was fashioned out of the silver of a larger salver 
which stood on small feet, so as to be of more convenient size 
for use as a paten.

Silver: Two Cups, one with cover, and two Patens. 

Plated: A Flagon. 

The older cup is a very interesting vessel. It has a plain, 
deep, bell-shaped bowl, below which is a short, thick trunk or 
stem supported on three lions, which raise the vessel itself 2 in. 
The bowl is inscribed: ‘‘ Deo Sacr’m ne antingete fures.” Height 
. 63, dia. of bowl 4}, of foot or base 34, depth of bowl 4}in. 
Hall-marks: (1) a hooded falcon; (2) Lh.c.; (3) Lp.; (4) sm. 
Old Eng. O. (London, 1571.) The maker’s mark has been 
noted on a set of twelve plates of the year 1567, engraved with 
the Labours. of “Hercules. (O.£.P., p. 414.) Thomas Bampton 
was of “ The Falcon” at this period. 

The cover, which has been provided at a later period, is 
plain, and very similar to the usual type of paten-covers belong- 
ing to ordinary Communion cups. Dia. 48, of button 13, 
height 2$in. Hall-marks: (1) FB, in small oval; (2) sm. italic 
F’; (3) leop. and lys.. (York, 1637,-Francis. Bryce, tree am 2037, 
died 1640.) 

The other cup is a gilt chalice of modern medieval design. 
Round the bowl is the ‘“‘ Calicem Salutaris”’ legend, and on the 
facets of the knop are the emblems of the Passion, while the 
front compartment of the sexfoil foot is engraved with a crucifix. 
Under the rim of the foot is the inscription: ‘‘ Deo et eccleste 
de Wortley, Johannes G. Talbot Principis Walle Attornatus 
Generalis A.D. MDCCCXLIV.” Height 8in. Hall-marks: London, 
1644, “Maker, IK. 

The older paten is a plate on central stem, and is inscribed: 
“Given to Wortley Chapel by Edward Earle of Sandwich Anno 
Dom 1707.” Dia. 74, of foot 23, height 1r4in. Hall-marks: 
(1) lu.bd.er.; (2) Brit; (3) Pa; (4) Court-hand 1. (Loacon: 
1706, Humphrey Payne.) 

The other paten is gilt, of modern medieval design, and 
belongs to the chalice given by Mr. Talbot. It bears the legend : 
“Agnus Dei qui tollis,” etc., round the rim, and on the under 
side the same inscription relating to the donor as the chalice. 
Dia. 62in. MHall-marks: London, 1844. Maker, I K. 

The plated flagon is a tankard with raised lid, terminating 
in a knob, a curved handle and spout. It has the letters ths 
engraved upon it. Height 13, dia. at top 4%, of base 6#in. 
No marks. 
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WRAGBY. 


Silver : Cup with cover, a Paten, Flagon, and large Salver. 

Pewter: Two Flagons and two Plates. 

The plate here is very fine, but mostly foreign. The vessels 
were collected at various times by the late Charles Winn, 
Esq., of Nostell Priory, and by him presented to the church, 

The cup, which is silver-gilt, has a deep bowl, the outside 
of which is covered with a silver floral design, of very elaborate 
and beautiful work. The stem and foot are repoussé with repre- 
sentations of fruit and other devices. The lower part of the 
stem 1s enriched by projecting leaves, and the foot is also 
ornamented with grapes and leaves in high relief. Height 73, 
dia. of bowl 44, of foot 4s, depth of bowl 3hin. The hall- 
marks are four in number, and are indistinct : (1): cap. Ron, DD, 
surmounted by a crown; (2) some letters in monogram ; (3) a 
bird ; (4) a lion rampant in a shield, crowned. These marks are 
Dutch, perhaps those of the Hague, circa 1700. 

The cover is repoussé with fruit pattern, and the knob to 
It is a bunch of grapes. Dia. 4?, height 3 in. 

The paten is a plate with a rim or edge 14in. wide. In the 
centre is the Sacred Monogram in a glory. On the under 
surface of the paten is a beautiful representation in repoussé 
work of Christ going up to the Temple. In the centre is the 
Saviour, with the Holy Ghost in the form of a Dove descending 
from heaven, with St. Joseph holding his left hand, and the 
Blessed Virgin Mary his right hand. The whole is surrounded 
by a beaded border. Dia. 63in. Only two hall-marks are at 
all visible, viz.: a large Lombardic A, and the letters G L, much 
worn. These are foreign marks, and that is all that can be 
said of them. 

The flagon is a large and massive jug, the upper and lower 
thirds of which are fluted. Round the centre of the bowl is a 
band displaying scrolls and flowers in repoussé. The circular 
foot is ornamented with a band of fine fluting. The spout 
originally contained a grating, which has disappeared. Height 
14, dia. at top 4, of base 52in. Weight 79 ounces. Hall- 
marks: (1) Lh.c.; (2) l-p.; (3) sm. Rom. M; (4) LY, in oblong. 
(London, 1787, James Young, entered 1775.) 

The large salver, which is used for Sacramental] Bread before 
consecration, stands on a central] foot, which is apparently an 
addition. In the centre of the dish is the Sacred Monogram, 
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as on the paten, and around the rim, which is 34 in width, is 
a rich ornament in repoussé of floral and leaf design, and three 
large bosses. The vessel was perhaps originally a rose-water dish. 
Dia. 15, that of foot 23, height 3in. Weight 4ooz. Hall- 
marks: (2); Ihve,5- (2), pe +(3) caps Old’ fine. i > (4) taro 
star between pellets below. (London, 1663. The same maker’s 
mark occurs on a flagon of 1660 in the chapel at Lambeth 
Palace.) | 

The pewter vessels were found by the Vicar in 1886, in an 
old box. The flagons are alike tankards with shght pattern 
round the edges of the lids. They are quite plain, and have no 
inscriptions. Height of each 9g, dia. at top 3%, of base 54in. 
Marks: An eagle’s head erased, and a phoenix rising from ashes. 
The plates are ordinary pewter plates with a double moulding 
round the rims, on which the letters WP (Wragby Parish) are 
stamped. Dia. gin. Marks: A dog’s head, a buckle, the letter 
O, and hon rampant.

It is not easy to say why a vessel made in 1722 should 
bear an inscribed date 1676. Thoresby says that Anne Crowle 
was a daughter of Edward Atkinson, Alderman of Leeds, 
the same man apparently who gave the large flagon to the 
church (Plate XVI, p.154). This cup may have been the result 
of a reversionary bequest in Anne Crowle’s will, as happened 
at Burnsall (p. 57). Certain extracts from the Leeds parish 
registers! bear out that view.

Zine and parts copper. This assumssthe colour 

of fine gold. It was invented by Christopher 
Pinchbeck 1670 - 1732, a jeweller of Fleet Street, 
London. This alloy was in common use in the middle 
of the 18th centufry for watches, trinkets and all 
kinds’ of jewellery. Pinchbeck was also the inventor 
of an Astronomicaaik musical clock, which also showed 
the time, position of the planets, as well as 
imitating various instruments and birds. The 
business MWA6@ continued by his son Edward. Some 
articles of this alloy, received a washing of pure 
gold. - * .
